Imposition  of  Ashes  Will  Mark  Renewal 
of  Solemn  Penitential  Season  of  Lent 


“Remember,  0  man,  that  dust  thou 
art,  and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return.” 
As  these  solemn  words  echo  in  great 
cathedrals  and  in  tiny  missions  and 
the  priest  makes  a  cross  of  ashes 
on  the  foreheads  of  the  people,  the 
Church  moves  into  the  penitential 
season  of  Lent. 

Ashes  from  palms  blessed  last 
Palm  Sunday  and  later  burned  will 
be  used  on  Ash  Wednesday  through¬ 
out  the  Diocese.  Parishes  and  mis¬ 
sions  are  planning  in  the  customary 
way  for  a  full  observance  of  Lent 
with  extra  celebrations  of  the  Mass 
and  other  services,  preaching  and 
teaching,  and  meditations  and  quiet 
days. 

By  the  fourth  century  A.D.  we 
find  the  Church  observing  the  40-day 
Lent,  excluding  Sundays.  Nowadays 
the  season  is  associated  symbolically 
with  our  Lord’s  40-day  fast  in  the 
wilderness. 

Lent  Prepares  for  Easter 

The  Lenten  season  is  a  time  for 
special  acts  of  devotion  and  ascetic 
practice  such  as  fasting.  However, 
prayer,  alms-giving  and  positive  acts 
of  service  are  also  stressed.  The 
word  Lent  derives  from  an  Anglo- 
Saxon  word  referring  to  the  length¬ 
ening  of  the  days  to  herald  approach¬ 
ing  spring. 

Palm  Sunday  is  the  Sunday  next 
before  Easter  and  is  marked  by  the 
blessing  and  distribution  of  palms 
followed  by  the  great  procession  be¬ 
fore  the  Holy  Eucharist  in  observ¬ 
ance  of  our  Lord’s  triumphal  entry 
into  Jerusalem  that  first  Palm  Sun¬ 
day.  Palm  Sunday  also  introduces 
Holy  Week,  a  period  of  mounting 


drama  as  the  Church  experiences 
something  of  the  bitterness  of  the 
Way  of  the  Cross.  On  Maundy  Thurs¬ 
day  the  Church  commemorates  the 
institution  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  by 
Christ.  In  many  churches,  the  Bless¬ 
ed  Sacrament  is  processed  from  the 
high  altar  to  the  Altar  of  Repose 
and  a  vigil  is  kept  by  the  parish¬ 
ioners.  Traditionally  on  Good  Friday, 
there  is  no  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion. 

There  is  an  Ante-Communion  ser¬ 
vice  appointed  to  be  read  at  the  altar, 
and  in  many  parishes  the  Solemn 
Collects  are  read.  The  Three  Hour 
service  from  noon  to  3  p.m.  to  mark 
Christ’s  last  hours  upon  the  cross  is 
kept  in  many  parishes.  Others  use 
a  briefer  observance. 

Easter  Even  Rites 

Easter  Even  offers  rites  of  great 
antiquity  and  moving  symbolism. 
In  the  early  Catholic  Church,  candid¬ 
ates  for  Holy  Baptism  who  had  been 
under  instruction  for  as  long  as  three 
years  received  Baptism  on  Easter 
Even.  Then  followed  Confirmation  by 
the  Bishop  and  First  Communion  at 
the  early  Mass  of  Easter.  The  service 
opens  with  Lighting  of  the  New  Fire 
and  Blessing  the  Paschal  (Easter) 
Candle. 

The  Easter  Preface  expresses  the 
whole  matter:  “But  chiefly  are  we 
bound  to  praise  Thee  for  the  glorious 
Resurrection  of  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord :  for  He  is  the  very  Paschal 
Lamb,  which  was  offered  for  us,  and 
hath  taken  away  the  sin  of  the  world ; 
who  by  His  death  hath  destroyed 
death,  and  by  His  rising  to  life  again 
hath  restored  to  us  everlasting  life.”

Church  School  Pupils  to  Focus  Attention

Mission  study  in  the  Church  School  Lenten  Mite  Box  Program  for  1961 
will  focus  on  Mexico,  according  to  the  Rev.  John  B.  Hills,  chairman  of  the 
diocesan  program.  It  is  expected  that  adults,  too,  will  participate  in  the  con¬ 
centrated  study. 

The  Lenten  Offering  will  be  apportioned  to  the  Missionary  Districts 
of  Mexico  (for  a  new  diocesan  center)  and  Nevada  and  San  Joaquin  in  this 
country  (for  added  priests  and  churches  to  reach  more  people  in  the  rapidly- 
growing  states  of  Nevada  and  California). 


Church  school  students,  teachers, 
parents  and  clergy  of  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana  have  for  many 
years  been  enthusiastic  in  their  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Mite  Box  Program. 

This  enthusiasm  is  reflected  in  the 
fact  that  the  Diocese  has  led  the 
entire  Church  in  per  capita  mite 
offering  for  missions  in  the  Episco¬ 
pal  Church. 

The  1960  offering  set  an  all-time 
high  for  the  offering  in  this  Diocese, 
$6,125.75. 

At  a  time  when  Christianity,  more 
than  ever,  needs  to  propagate  the 
Faith  and  preach  the  Gospel  of  God, 
the  response  of  Northern  Indiana 
Churchmen  has  been  heartening.

The  February  visit  of  The  Beacon 
is  to  Michigan  City  in  LaPorte  Coun¬ 
ty,  a  city  of  37,000  approximately 
40  miles  east  of  Chicago.  It  is  an 
industrial  center  set  in  the  midst  of 
the  famous  Indiana  sand  dunes. 
Michigan  City  was  founded  about 
1830  and  incorporated*  as  a  city  in 
1867. 

There  is  a  good  harbor,  a  govern¬ 
ment  coast  guard  station,  a  U.S.  Naval 
armory  and  a  state  prison.  Railroad 
cars,  mining  machinery,  boilers,  fur¬ 
niture,  clothing  and  bicycles  are  some 
of  the  major  manufacturers.  In  the 
vicinity  are  some  of  the  most  beauti¬ 
ful  beaches  in  the  Midwest. 


The  Our  Lady  of  Walsingham  shrine  in 
the  church  was  dedicated  and  blessed  by 
Fr.  Stephenson  of  Walsingham  last  year. 


Trinity  Church,  built  in  1889,  with  the 
parish  house  and  rectory  occupies  a  city 
square  in  downtown  Michigan  City. 


Our  Parish  in  Michigan  City 

Our  parish  church  in  this  com¬ 
munity  is  dedicated  to  the  Most  Holy 
Trinity,  and  is  commonly  called  Trin¬ 
ity  Church.  It  was  originally  named 
the  Church  of  the  Advent.  Bishop 
Philander  Chase  stopped  over  in  the 
village  of  Michigan  City  in  1834  and 
officiated  at  two  services.  The  Rev. 
Joseph  Selkrigg  of  Niles,  Mich.,  was 
the  first  resident  priest.  In  1837  the 
famed  Bishop  Jackson  Kemper  vis¬ 
ited  the  infant  church.  Bishop  Kem¬ 
per  was  a  missionary  bishop  whose 
great  talents  were  devoted  to  plant¬ 
ing  the  Church  in  the  Midwest.  There 
is  some  question  as  to  whether  St. 
Paul’s,  Mishawaka,  was  established

before  Trinity  (it  de¬ 
pends  upon  whose  fi¬ 
gures  one  reads),  but 
there  is  no  question  as 
to  Trinity  Church  be- 
j  mg  Michigan  City’s 
I  oldest  congregation. 

The  present  stone 
structure  (the  third 
structure)  was  built 
in  1889.  In  1929  Bar¬ 
ker  Hall,  the  magnifi¬ 
cent,  endowed  parish 
house,  was  built,  a  gift 
to  honor  a  well-known 
Churchman  and  manu¬ 
facturer  of  the  city. 

The  church,  parish  hall 
and  rectory  occupy  a 
block  of  land  in  the 
downtown  area  on 
Franklin  Street. 

There  are  373  bap¬ 
tized  souls  in  the  con¬ 
gregation  and  262  of 
them  have  received  the  Sacrament  of 
Holy  Confirmation  and  are  communi¬ 
cants  in  good  standing.  The  church 
school  consists  of  10  teachers  and  149 
children.  Eight  groups  form  the 
parochial  organizations:  The  Women 
of  Trinity,  parochial  church  council, 
altar  guild,  Order  of  St.  Vincent  for 
Acolytes,  Guild  of  St.  Peter  and  St. 
John,  St.  Dunstan’s  Choir,  Confra¬ 
ternity  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  and 
St.  Raphael’s  Guild. 

Priest  Studies  Psychology 

The  rector  of  Trinity  Parish  is  the 
Rev.  David  W.  Reid.  Fr.  Reid  has 
just  celebrated  his  10th  anniversary 
at  Michigan  City.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Culver  Military  Academy  and  Loyola 


University  in  Chicago  and  studied 
privately  for  the  priesthood.  Fr.  Reid 
was  ordained  deacon  in  1942  by  Bish¬ 
op  Randall  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago 
and  priest  in  1943  by  Bishop  Conk- 
ling,  retired  Bishop  of  Chicago.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  coming  to  this  Diocese,  he 
was  chaplain-director  of  the  Bishop 
MacLaren  Foundation,  Sycamore,  Ill. 

Fr.  Reid  is  regional  chairman  of 
the  Indiana  State  Conference  on 
Social  Work,  a  director  of  the  Com¬ 
munity  Service  Council  in  Michigan 
City  and  a  member  of  the  Family 
Service  Association  of  LaPorte  Coun¬ 
ty.  His  major  interest  is  clinical  psy¬ 
chology,  and  he  is  presently  doing 
graduate  work  in  this  area  of  study 
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Often  used  for  community  as  well  as  parochial  projects,  Barker  Hall  was  con¬ 
structed  in  1929,  a  gift  to  honor  a  well-known  manufacturer  and  Churchman.  The 
splendid  parish  house  was  used  last  year  for  the  campaign  dinner  of  the  United  Fund 
of  Greater  Michigan  City. 


This  nursery  was  refurnished  by  the  Women  of  Trinity  Church  in  1960.  The* 
church  school  itself  consists  of  149  children  and  10  teachers.

At  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
many  parishes  in  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana  remembered  re¬ 
fugees  and  other  homeless  people  in 
their  prayers  and  gifts  to  the  Pre¬ 
siding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Re¬ 
lief.  Some  of  us  did  not  do  so,  but 
may  wish  to  do  so  now. 

In  January  every  priest  received 
a  letter  from  the  Presiding  Bishop’s 
Committee  on  World  Relief  and  Inter- 
Church  Aid,  together  with  Share  Our 
Surplus  folder  and  envelope,  urging 
that  Lenten  prayers  for  refugees  and 
other  homeless  be  said. 

In  1960  Episcopalians  gave  addi¬ 
tional  help  through  the  Presiding 
Bishop’s  Fund  to  thousands  of  men, 
women  and  children  in  stricken  areas 
all  over  the  world.  The  most  out¬ 
standing  relief  projects  carried  out 
through  the  Fund  were: 

Seven  million  pounds  of  government,  sur¬ 
plus  food  were  distributed  overseas  under

More  help  was  given  to  refugees  in  Hong- 
Kong,  Korea,  India,  Palestine  and  other 
areas.

Church’s  Deaf  Ministry 
Moves  Forward  Rapidly 

The  history  of  the  Episcopal 
Church’s  work  among  the  deaf  is 
one  of  many  firsts:  the  first  deaf 
school,  the  first  deaf  priest,  the  first 
deaf  congregation  and  the  first  deaf 
chaplain  at  the  only  college  for  the 
deaf  in  the  world.  The  college  is 
Gallaudet  College  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  which  was  founded  by  Thomas 
Gallaudet,  an  Episcopalian  and 
brother  of  a  deaf  priest. 

In  1959  a  request  of  National 
Council  was  made  for  a  budget  of 
S  17,368  to  implement  the  work.  Since 
then  giant  strides  have  been  made. 
Clergy  subsidies  have  been  estab¬ 
lished,  the  Presiding  Bishop  has  ap¬ 
pointed  an  advisory  committee,  a 
chaplain  has  been  assigned  to  Gal¬ 
laudet  College,  a  recruitment  pro¬ 


gram  has  been  started  for  deaf  work¬ 
ers,  scholarships  for  several  semin¬ 
arians  have  been  approved,  Christian 
education  materials  are  being  de¬ 
veloped  for  the  deaf  child  and  in 
general  promotion  of  the  work  is  go¬ 
ing  on  in  depth. 

Taiwan  Mission  Added 

The  Most  Rev.  Michael  Yashiro, 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Holy  Cath¬ 
olic  Church  in  Japan  (Episcopal)  re¬ 
cently  transferred  the  jurisdiction  of 
Taiwan  (Formosa)  to  the  Episcopal 
Church.  The  Most  Rev.  Arthur  Lich- 
tenberger,  Presiding  Bishop,  has  ap¬ 
pointed  the  Right  Rev.  Harry  S. 
Kennedy,  Bishop  of  Honolulu,  as 
bishop-in-charge  of  the  new  mission¬ 
ary  district. 

Bishop  Kennedy  spoke  in  this 
Diocese  a  year  ago. 


Around  the  Diocese 


The  bond  of  prayer  and  intentions 
at  the  Mass  throughout  the  Anglican 
Communion  is  made  very  real  by  the 
Anglican  Communion  Cycle  of  Pray¬ 
er,  issued  in  response  to  the  request  of 
the  Lambeth  Conference,  1948.  Each 
bishop  and  diocese  is  made  mention 
of  in  the  yearly  prayer  cycle. 

Prepared  by  the  Overseas  Council 
of  the  National  Assembly  of  the 
Church  of  England,  the  pamphlet  is 
sent  to  every  priest  in  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana  by  Bishop  Mallett, 
who  earnestly  commends  it  to  their 
use. 

Cards  were  received  by  Bishop 
Mallett  from  many  points  on  the 
globe  stating  that  he  and  this  Dio¬ 
cese  were  remembered  in  prayer 
August  23.  Included  were  cards  from 
the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  the  Dio¬ 
cese  of  Western  New  York,  the  Dio¬ 
cese  of  Bermuda  and  the  Diocese  of 
Fond  du  Lac. 

Miss  Mary  Frances  Bemont,  ad¬ 
viser  in'  Christian  education,  received 
a  letter  from  an  intercessory  prayer 
group  in  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.,  that  she, 
too,  was  remembered  by  that  group, 
which  follows  the  Calendar  of  Prayer 
for  Missions.

faster  Message,  1961 

“I,  a  stranger  and  afraid  in  a  world  I  never 
made.”  How  accurately  that  expresses  the  mind  of 
modern  man.  This  is  the  sickness  of  our  time: 
a  sense  of  meaninglessness  and  futility,  of  fear  and 
hopelessness.  As  one  man  wrote  when  he  learned 
suddenly  that  his  life  was  threatened  by  a  serious 
disease,  “I  found  myself  at  the  margin  of  existence ; 
I  looked  back  at  my  life  and  found  it  singularly 
meaningless;  I  looked  ahead  and  was  seized  with 
fear.” 

What  does  Christianity  have  to  say  to  this? 
More  specifically,  what  is  it  that  we  hear  in  Church 
on  Easter  Day?  Very  surprising  words  when  you 
come  to  think  of  it  for  people  living  in  this  world  of 
tribulation  and  perplexity:  words  of  joy  and  cer¬ 
tainty.  The  word  of  Easter  is  not  simply  the  promise 
of  a  life  that  will  be  given  us  beyond  the  grave, 
but  the  assurance  that  new  life  is  at  hand  now, 
new  life  that  death  cannot  destroy. 

Easter  is  the  celebration  of  a  victory  won; 
God’s  victory  which  is  ours  in  Christ,  the  present 
Living  Lord.  This  is  the  victory  we  inherit,  this  is 
the  gift  of  God  to  us  in  Christ.  When  we  accept 
this  gift,  then  we  are  no  longer  strangers  and  afraid 
in  this  world.  We  are  at  home  here,  for  this  is  God’s 
world.  This  is  what  it  means  to  be  risen  with  Christ 
now !

OLD  HERESIES  IN  NEW  GARB 


At  the  meeting  of  the  House  of 
Bishops  at  Dallas  there  was  issued 
what  was  called  by  some  “a  weighty 
Pastoral  Letter”.  A  Pastoral  Letter 
is  required  by  Canon  to  be  read  in 
every  Church.  One  priest  obtained 
publicity  by  refusing  to  read  it.  Some 
few  said  that  the  subject  matter  was 
not  relevant  to  our  age  and  times. 
Many  at  first  did  not  particularly 
welcome  the  letter.  They  thought  it 
to  be  merely  a  reaffirmation  of  things 
which  were  being  said  every  day. 

But  since  then  many  Episcopalians 
have  been  disturbed  by  sad  denials 
of  the  faith,  which  makes  the  Pas¬ 
toral  take  on  a  new  importance.  For 
this  is  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  speaking; 
this  is  our  position ;  this  is  what 
American  Churchmen  believe.  People 
must  not  be  too  greatly  disturbed  by 
any  alien  voice  rising  to  utter  a  pre¬ 
carious  theology. 

Bishops  Speak  For  Church 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the 
House  of  Bishops  has  the  right,  in¬ 
deed,  has  the  duty  to  speak  for  the 
Church.  What  the  bishops  have  to 
say  represents  the  mind  of  the 
Church,  but  what  any  one  bishop  has 
to  say,  can  have  only  the  force  which 
is  provided  by  the  truth  or  falsity 
of  the  things  which  he  has  said. 
I  hope  that  this  will  be  a  reassuring 
word  to  Churchmen  of  Northern 
Indiana,  and  that  we  give  the  matter 


no  more  undue  publicity. 

I  am  happy  to  tell  of  the  enthusi¬ 
asm  with  which  we  have  organized 
new  missions  at  Butler,  Monticello 
and  Rensselaer.  I  regret  that  the 
loyal  Church  people  in  these  new 
centers  of  the  Church’s  work  can 
have  ministrations  of  a  priest  only 
once  or  twice  a  month.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Missions  and  the  Bishop  and 
Council  must  make  this  their  concern 
in  the  planning  of  next  year’s  budget. 

To  Consecrate  Chapel 

All  Saints’  Chapel  at  Howe  is  near¬ 
ly  completed  and  will  be  ready  to  be 
consecrated  on  Wednesday,  June  7. 
This  beautiful  Chapel,  which  is  a 
memorial  to  Mrs.  Mallett,  will  have 
a  carving  depicting  the  Institution  of 
the  Eucharist  as  a  reredos.  It  is  the 
work  of  Mr.  Leo  Jungblut  of  the 
Netherlands,  and  it  is  taking  him  a 
year  to  carve  it.  The  organ  will  be  a 
masterpiece,  and  will  be  placed  in 
the  west  gallery.  Modern  stained 
glass  windows  depicting  the  doctrines 
of  the  Church  are  being  made  by 
Willet  Studios,  Philadelphia. 

It  is  my  desire  to  invite  everyone 
in  the  Diocese  to  attend  the  service, 
and  to  be  my  guest  at  a  special  lunch¬ 
eon  afterwards.

Archbishop  Fisher 


Bishop  Blesses  Kokomo’s 
New  Altar  Appointments 


The  Most  Rev.  and  Rt.  Hon.  Geoff¬ 
rey  Francis  Fisher,  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  and  Primate  of  All  Eng¬ 
land  since  1945,  has  resigned  his 
high  office  to  go  into  retirement. 

Shortly  after  the  dramatic  an¬ 
nouncement  of  Archbishop  Fisher’s 
retirement,  made  while  the  prelate 
still  is  in  robust  health  and  full  of 
energy,  it  was  announced  that  the 
Most  Rev.  and  Rt.  Hon.  Arthur 
Michael  Ramsey,  56,  the  Archbishop 
of  York,  will  succeed  to  the  See  of 
Canterbury  and  will  thus  be  the 
100th  archbishop  since  St.  Augustine 
of  Canterbury  landed  with  his  monks 
in  597  A.D. 

As  titular  head  of  the  worldwide 
Anglican  Communion,  numbering 
some  40,000,000  baptized  persons, 
Archbishop  Ramsey  will  be  primus 
inter  pares,  first  among  equals.  While 
he  is  no  pope  to  the  Anglican  Com¬ 
munion,  the  Archbishop  of  Canter¬ 
bury  does  speak  with  the  moral 
authority  and  prestige  of  his  high 
office  to  support  him. 


New  altar  appointments  and 
stained  glass  windows  were  blessed 
by  Bishop  Mallett  at  St.  Andrew’s, 
Kokomo,  February  19.  Bishop  Mallett 
also  administered  the  Sacrament  of 
Holy  Confirmation  during  his  visita¬ 
tion. 

Included  among  the  appointments 
were  vases,  a  tabernacle,  crucifix,  the 
altar  mosaic  and  the  riddles. 

The  stained  glass  windows  depict 
seven  Old  Testament  prophecies  and 
their  fulfillment  in  the  sacraments. 
Only  two  pairs  of  windows  have  been 
installed  thus  far.  The  windows  were 
designed  by  J  &  R  Lamb  Studios. 


Enthronement  Expected  Soon 

It  is  expected  that  the  actual  en¬ 
thronement  ceremony  will  take  place 
in  July.  However,  Archbishop  Ram¬ 
sey  will  actually  assume  his  respon¬ 
sibilities  on  May  31,  when  Arch¬ 
bishop  Fisher  steps  down. 

A  noted  scholar  and  priest,  Dr. 
Ramsey  is  expected  to  continue  ex¬ 
ploring  avenues  towards  Christian 
unity.  He  has  already  indicated  that 
he  will  pursue  contacts  between  the 
Anglican  and  Roman  Churches  which 
were  initiated  recently  in  the  historic 
meeting  between  Archbishop  Fisher 
and  Pope  John  XXIII.  Dr.  Ramsey 


Elevated  to  See  of  Canterbury 


has  already  named  the  Rev.  John 
Colin  Stephenson,  an  Anglican  priest, 
as  his  liaison  with  the  Vatican. 

Educated  at  Cambridge  University, 
Dr.  Ramsey  was  ordained  priest  in 
1929.  He  was  later  consecrated  Bish¬ 
op  of  Durham,  then  in  1952  was  ele¬ 
vated  to  the  Archdiocese  of  York, 
second  highest  post  in  the  Church 
of  England. 

A  strong  Catholic  Churchman,  Dr. 
Ramsey  is  long  on  doctrine  and  spir¬ 
ituality,  but  inclined  to  be  somewhat 
impatient  with  the  proliferation  of 
ecclesiastical  bureaus  and  commit¬ 
tees.  This  is  also  evident  in  his  ap¬ 
proach  to  Christian  unity,  for  he  has 
made  it  known  that  any  real  success 
in  unity  will  have  to  be  on  a  firm 
doctrinal  basis  and  not  a  mere  senti¬ 
mental  watering-down  of  serious 
theological  issues  between  Christian 
bodies. 

Propagates  Gospel 

He  declares  that  one  of  his  prime 
interests  will  be  to  bring  to  the 
Christian  Gospel  to  the  people  of  his 
country  by  using  all  available  media 
of  communication.  His  past  perform¬ 
ance  in  the  sacred  ministry  indicates 
that  he  will  move  ahead  in  this  area. 

Canterbury  Links  Church 
with  Her  Ancient  Past 

Anyone  who  argues  that  the  Ang¬ 
lican  Church  was  born  at  the  Refor¬ 
mation  out  of  the  frustrated  will  of 
King  Henry  VIII  meets  two  very  for¬ 
midable  obstacles  in  the  ancient  Sees 
of  Canterbury  and  York. 

The  history  of  the  See  of  Canter¬ 
bury  began  with  St.  Augustine’s 
coming  to  the  shores  of  Kent  in  597. 


Archbishop  Ramsey 


Although  dispatched  by  Pope  Greg¬ 
ory  the  Great,  Augustine  was  sur¬ 
prised  to  find  an  ancient  Church  al¬ 
ready  very  much  on  the  scene  in 
Britain.  It  was  a  rustic  Church,  true, 
with  none  of  the  cultivation  of  the 
Mediterranean,  but  it  possessed  all 
the  essentials  of  the  Catholic  Faith. 

Nevertheless  the(  See  of  Canter¬ 
bury  was  established  and  became  the 
primatial  see  of  England,  instead  of 
London  which  was  originally  intend¬ 
ed.  Including  St.  Augustine,  there 
have  been  99  Archbishops  of  Canter¬ 
bury  to  the  present.  The  Anglican 
Church  has  carefully  maintained  this 
succession  as  well  as  that  of  her 
bishops  and  priests.  Canterbury  and 
York  vied  for  precedence  in  the  14th 
Century  and  Canterbury  triumphed. 
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Bishop’s  Awards  to  be  Made

The  annual  diocesan  Church  School  Rally  and  Presentation  Service  of 
the  Lenten  Mite  Boxes  will  attract  a  large  throng  of  church  school  children, 
teachers,  parents  and  clergy  to  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Janies  Sunday,  April  23, 
at  3:30  p.m.  (C.S.T.).  One  of  the  great  traditions  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana,  the  annual  gathering  has  grown  to  impressive  size  as  has  the  total 
offering  of  the  children. 


The  Rev.  John  B.  Hills,  chairman 
of  the  1961  Lenten  Offering,  said 
that  the  custom  of  awarding  the 
Bishop’s  banners  and  honorable  men¬ 
tion  certificates  will  be  continued. 

Banners  are  awarded  to  the  three 
parishes  or  missions  with  the  highest 
per  capita  giving.  In  1960  these  ban¬ 
ners  went  to  St.  John  the  Evangelist, 
Elkhart ;  St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth ;  and 
St.  Mark’s,  Howe. 

Awards  will  be  made  to  those 
classes  and  individuals  who  have 
shown  most  originality  and  the 
highest  standards  of  excellence  in 
the  church  school  mission  study  pro¬ 
jects  such  as  reports,  posters,  maps, 
litanies  and  others. 

Build  Theological  Seminary 

Last  year’s  Lenten  Mite  Box  Of¬ 
fering  brought  |370,024.01  to  the 
National  Council  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  to  help  start  a  Caribbean 
seminary  now  under  construction  and 
to  broaden  the  Church’s  work  in 
college  communities  in  the  United 
States.  Children  of  the  Diocese  con¬ 
tributed  $6,125.75  of  this  total. 

This  year  skyrocketing  growth  of 
population  in  the  Missionary  District 
of  Nevada,  expected  to  triple  by  1980, 
is  causing  urgent  need  for  more 
church  facilities  and  manpower  there. 


The  same  is  true  of  the  Missionary 
District  of  San  Joaquin,  a  jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  California  as  large  as  Penn¬ 
sylvania  where  a  speeding  up  is 
needed  for  the  booming  general  pop¬ 
ulation,  for  several  racial  groups 
and  for  military  personnel. 

Offering  for  Mexico 

The  younger  generations  of  Mexi¬ 
cans,  moving  to  the  cities  in  large 
numbers  and  preparing  to  lead  the 
nation,  will  be  helped  by  the  1961 
offering,  designated  for  a  diocesan 
center  near  the  new  National  Uni¬ 
versity  in  Mexico  City.  Previously, 
the  Church  has  been  most  active  in 
rural  areas.  The  center  will  include 
a  university  house,  school  for  wom¬ 
en  and  a  chapel. 

Taking  part  in  the  great  procession 
into  the  Cathedral  will  be  clergy  and 
acolytes  from  every  section  of  the 
Diocese. 

For  the  past  several  years,  this 
Diocese  has  set  the  pace  for  the 
entire  Church  in  this  country  as  far 
as  per  capita  mite  offerings  are  con¬ 
cerned.  A  well-organized  approach  to 
mission  study  and  a  zeal  for  the  pro¬ 
pagation  of  the  Holy  Catholic  and 
Apostolic  faith  enshrining  the  sav¬ 
ing  Gospel  of  Christ  have  contributed 
to  the  growth  of  the  offering. 
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Plans  for  Convention 
Moving  Ahead  Rapidly, 
According  to  Officials 

Plans  are  moving  ahead  according 
to  schedule  for  the  60th  General  Con¬ 
vention  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  U.S.A.  to  be  held  in  Detroit, 
September  17 — 29. 

The  General  Convention  meets 
triennially,  and  is  the  chief  legislative 
body  of  the  church  in  this  country. 
It  is  organized  in  two  houses:  the 
House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of 
Deputies,  the  latter  including  four 
priests  and  four  laymen  as  elected 
delegates  from  each  diocese,  and  one 
priest  and  one  layman  from  each 
missionary  district. 

Host  diocese  is  the  Diocese  of 
Michigan,  whose  bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Richard  S.  Emrich,  is  president  of 
the  committee  on  arrangements. 

A  great  missionary  service  is  sche¬ 
duled  for  September  22.  The  Rt.  Rev. 
Stephen  F.  Bayne,  executive  officer 
of  the  Anglican  Communion  and 
charged  with  the  task  of  formulating 
a  consistent  missionary  strategy  on 
a  global  basis,  will  be  the  speaker. 
To  Present  Thank  Offering 
Many  Episcopalians  in  this  area 
will  be  interested  in  attending  the 
United  Thank  Offering  Presentation 
Service  on  September  22  in  the  arena. 
This  is  one  of  the  great  moments  of 
each  convention  and  dramatizes  the 
fine  support  of  the  Church  Women  to 
the  missionary  task.  At  the  1958  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  in  Miami  Beach,  the 
offering  reached  nearly  four  million 
dollars.  At  this  service,  the  Presiding 
Bishop  will  celebrate  the  Holy  Euch- 
i  arist. 

The  convention  will  take  place  in 
p  Detroit’s  Cobo  Hall,  and  officials  are 


expecting  a  total  of  40,000  visitors. 
Episcopalians  are  expected  not  only 
from  all  over  the  nation  as  well  as 
overseas  jurisdictions  but  also  from 
Canada  in  large  numbers. 

Outstanding  speakers  will  include 
Bishop  de  los  Reyes  of  the  Philippine 
Independent  Church,  an  autonomous 
Catholic  body  which  may  seek  full 
communion  with  the  Episcopal 
Church  at  the  convention. 

Another  will  be  the  Most  Rev. 
Joost  de  Blank,  Archbishop  of  Cape¬ 
town  and  one  of  South  Africa’s  most 
outspoken  opponents  of  apartheid. 

More  than  40  of  the  religion  edi¬ 
tors  of  the  nation’s  major  newspapers 
will  be  on  hand  to  cover  the  conven¬ 
tion,  and  press  conferences  are  being 
arranged  to  present  the  views  of 
various  leaders  of  the  Church  on 
many  problems  confronting  the 
Church  in  1961. 


To  Hold  Youth  Weekend 
at  General  Convention 

Youth  will  have  its  part  in  the 
General  Convention,  according  to  the 
Rev.  Canon  I.  C.  Johnson,  general 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  ar¬ 
rangements. 

Participating  in  a  busy  “Youth 
Weekend  at  General  Convention”  will 
be  hundreds  of  teen-age  Episcopali¬ 
ans  who  will  see  the  legislative  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
action,  participate  in  the  missionary 
meeting,  worship  together  at  a  Cor¬ 
porate  Communion  and  have  their 
own  mass  meeting. 

The  Rev.  Donald  E.  Bodley,  assis¬ 
tant  director  of  the  Department  of 
Christian  Education  of  the  Diocese  of 
Michigan,  has  been  named  director.

The  April  visit 
of  The  Beacon  is 
to  Howe,  a  charm¬ 
ing  village  of  800 
in  LaGrange  Coun¬ 
ty.  This  small  com¬ 
munity,  with  a 
slight  New  Eng¬ 
land  look  to  some 
of  its  houses,  is 
occupied  mostly  by 
retired  people. 

Its  sole  “industry”  is  the  Howe 
Military  School. 

First  named  Mongoquinong,  then 
Lima,  and  finally  renamed  in  honor

this  part  of  Indiana.  Howe  is  only 
six  miles  from  the  Michigan  line. 

The  Church  came  to  Howe  as  far 
back  as  1834  in  the  person  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chase,  first  Bish- 
op  of  Ohio.  The  bishop  celebrated  the 
j  services  of  the  Church  for  the  nine 
'  Episcopalians  who  lived  in  Lima 
(later  Howe). 

For  many 
years  after¬ 
wards  itinerant 
'  priests  (1834- 
1851)  provided 
the  Sacraments 
on  an  irregular 
basis. 

Our  parish 
in  Howe  is  de¬ 
dicated  to  St. 

Mark,  Evangel¬ 
ist  and  Martyr. 

It  was  organ¬ 
ized  in  1851 
with  the  Rt. 

Rev.  Jackson 
Kemper,  Bish¬ 
op  of  theNorth- 
;  west  and  first 
Bishop  of  Indi¬ 
ana,  present 
for  the  occa¬ 
sion.  In  1853, 
the  church  building  was  consecrated 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  George  Upfold,  sec¬ 
ond  Missionary  Bishop  of  Indiana. 
The  first  priest  to  be  the  rector  of 
St.  Mark’s  was  the  Rev.  Albert  Bing¬ 
ham. 

In  1884  a  second  church  was  built, 
the  gift  almost  entirely  of  two 
>  devout  Churchmen,  Mr.  John  B. 


Howe  and  his  brother,  Mr.  James  B. 
Howe.  In  John’s  will  was  a  provision 
for  the  establishment  of  a  school  to 
train  boys  for  the  priesthood.  From 
then  on  the  fortunes  and  lives  of  the 
parish  church  and  the  school  were  to 
be  closely  linked.  The  famed  priest- 
educator,  John  Heyward  McKenzie, 


was  called  by  Bishop  White  in  1895 
to  be  rector  of  St.  Mark’s  and  head  of 
Howe  Military  School.  During  his  25 
years  of  service,  the  charge  of  the 
congregation  was  placed  in  the  care 
of  other  priests.  Among  other  not¬ 
able  heads  of  this  institution,  Dr. 
McKenzie  is  best  remembered. 

In  1902  the  magnificent  Chapel  of

Services  for  St.  Mark’s  Parish  are  held  in  the  beautiful  Chapel  of 
St.  James  on  the  Howe  Military  School  campus. 
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St.  James  was  built  in  memory  of 
James  B.  Howe,  brother  of  the  first 
benefactor  of  the  school.  The  chapel 
is  patterned  after  the  Magdalene 
College  Chapel  at  Oxford  University 
and  is  widely  known  for  its  beauty. 
Six  years  later,  St.  Mark’s  parish, 
being  unable  to  make  its  way  finan¬ 
cially  with  its  own  building,  raised 
money  for  a  visitor’s  gallery  at  the 
west  end  of  the  school  chapel.  Since 
then  St.  Mark’s  has  also  used  the 
chapel  on  the  grounds  of  the  school. 
For  the  purpose  of  worship,  this 
building  has  become  the  parish 
church  of  the  village. 

Enthusiastic  for  Missions 

St.  Mark’s  has  160  baptized  souls, 
of  whom  116  have  received  the  Sa¬ 
crament  of  Holy  Confirmation  and 
are  communicants  in 
good  standing.  In  the¬ 
ory  20%  of  the  com¬ 
munity  (the  highest 
percentage  of  Episco¬ 
palians  in  the  Diocese) 
are  Anglicans.  Actu¬ 
ally,  some  of  our  fam¬ 
ilies  live  in  LaGrange, 

Wolcottville  and  the 
surrounding  country¬ 
side.  Nevertheless,  the 
strength  of  the  Church 
here  is  impressive. 

There  are  25  child¬ 
ren  in  the  church 
school  and  several 
times  St.  Mark’s  has 
received  the  Bishop’s 
banner  for  the  highest 
per  capita  Lenten  Mite 
Box  giving  among 
smaller  parishes  in  the 
Diocese.  Other  paro¬ 
chial  organizations  in¬ 


clude  :  The  Women  of  St.  Mark’s,  the 
vestry,  and  the  Young  Churchmen. 

A  major  accomplishment  of  St. 
Mark’s  took  place  in  1946  under  the 
direction  of  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Mur¬ 
phy,  rector,  when  a  $10,000  parish 
house  was  built  in  the  village.  Not 
only  did  this  small  parish  respond  to 
the  serious  need  of  having  a  parish 
building  of  its  own,  but  it  paid  off 
the  entire  debt  in  two  years.  The 
school  chapel  is  the  center  of  the 
parish  worship,  and  the  parish  house 
is  the  center  of  corporate  activities. 

When  you  are  near  Howe  on  Sun¬ 
day,  you  may  fulfill  your  “bounden 
duty  and  service”  at  any  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Eucharists:  7:15,  9:45  (Fam¬ 
ily  Mass)  or  11:00  a.m.  (when  the 
cadets  worship).  In  the  summer  the 
Family  Mass  is  at  8:30  a.m.

Murphy  has  been  both  rector  of  St. 
Mark’s  and  chaplain  of  Howe  Mili¬ 
tary  School  since  1934.  He  is  the 
senior  priest  of  the  Diocese. 

Our  Priest  at  Howe 

A  Canadian  by  birth,  Fr.  Murphy 
was  born  in  Wardesville,  Ontario.  He 
was  graduated  from  Kenyon  College 
and  trained  for  the  priesthood  at  old 
Seabury  Seminary,  Fairibault,  Minn. 
The  late  Bishop  of  Colorado,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Irving  P.  Johnson,  ordained  him 
to  the  diaconate,  and  the  late  Bishop 
of  South  Dakota,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Hugh 
Burleson,  ordained  him  to  the  sacred 
priesthood.  Fr.  Murphy  came  to  the 
Diocese  after  several  years  of  paro- 
;  chial  and  boarding  school  life.  He 
was  for  a  time  chaplain  of  Margaret 
Hall  School,  Versailles,  Ky. 

Fr.  Murphy  is  married  to  the  for¬ 
mer  Miss  Marion  Cannon.  They  have 
three  grown  children  and  six  grand¬ 
children.  Mary  Elizabeth  is  married 
,  to  a  priest,  the  Rev.  James  DeGolier 
of  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee.  Fr.  De¬ 
Golier  was  a  postulant  from  St.  John 
the  Evangelist  Parish,  Elkhart.  Ro¬ 
bert  Murphy  is  a  television  director- 
producer  in  Palm  Beach,  Fla.  Made¬ 
line  is  a  classical  ballet  dancer,  as 
her  mother  once  was,  and  has  two 
studios  of  her  own  in  nearby  com¬ 
munities. 

The  rector  of  St.  Mark’s  has  held 
many  diocesan  positions.  For  many 
years  he  was  president  of  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee  and  a  member  of  the 
Bishop  and  Council.  He  still  serves 
on  the  Board  of  Examining  Chap¬ 
lains  and  the  Standing  Committee.  In 
1942  Nashotah  House  Seminary 
granted  him  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity. 


Fr.  Murphy’s  chief  hobby  is  pho¬ 
tography.  He  has  made  this  serve 
the  Church  also.  His  colored  teaching 
slides  have  been  used  in  every  pro¬ 
vince  of  the  Church.  The  subjects  in¬ 
clude  the  seven  Sacraments,  serving 
at  the  altar,  church  manners,  altar 
guild  instructions,  etc. 

Parish  and  School 

St.  Mark’s  and  Howe  Military 
School  can  never  be  thought  of  apart 
from  one  another.  They  are  both  of 
the  Church.  At  a  time  of  history 
when  many  deprecate  the  importance 
of  training  for  character,  the  life  of 
John  B.  Howe  is  outstanding.  His 
original  gift  of  $10,000  and  13  acres 
of  land  seems  modest  by  today’s 
standards.  From  such  a  beginning, 
however,  Howe  Military  School  has 
gradually  developed  into  a  distin¬ 
guished  Episcopal  School,  first  class 
in  every  respect.  No  longer  just  a 
preparatory  school  for  future  priests 
(although  some  of  its  graduates  do 
receive  Holy  Orders),  Howe  School 
is  in  the  best  condition  since  its 
founding  in  1884.  Within  the  last 
few  years,  more  than  $2,000,000  has 
been  given  for  new  buildings.  The 
educational  and  physical  facilities  are 
superb.  The  superintendent,  Col.  B. 
B.  Bouton,  is  both  an  outstanding 
Churchman  and  educator.  He  and  Fr. 
Murphy  both  have  spent  most  of 
their  lives  serving  the  parish  and 
the  school. 

It  was  said  of  John  B.  Howe  at  the 
time  of  his  death:  “The  one  quality 
indeed  supreme  and  most  admirable, 
which  penetrated  all  he  did  and  said, 
was  his  Christian  manliness,  so  true, 
so  brave  and  gentle ;  with  such  grand 
scorn  for  all  things  scornful;  with 
such  hearty  praise  for  all  things 
honorable  .  .  .” 
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Holy  Cross  Monastic 
Conducts  Mission  at 
Cathedral  of  St.  James 

The  major  Lenten  effort  of  the 
Cathedral  this  year  was  a  mission 
March  5  through  10  conducted  by  a 
monk  of  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Cross, 
Fr.  William  Turkington. 


The  daily  Masses  were  well  at¬ 
tended  in  addition  to  the  evening  ser¬ 
vices.  During  the  course  of  the  mis¬ 
sion,  many  small  groups  had  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  talk  informally  with  the 
missioner. 

An  afternoon  meeting  with  the 
church  school  children  enabled  80 
youngsters  to  meet  with  Fr.  Turking¬ 
ton.  A  large  number  of  high  school 
young  people  attended  a  Corporate 
Communion  one  of  the  mornings. 

Sponsored  by  Women 

The  expense  of  the  mission  was 
underwritten  by  the  Cathedral  Wom¬ 
en  as  a  contribution  to  the  life  of  the 
parish.  People  from  nearby  parishes 
also  attended  some  of  the  mission 
services. 


A  teaching-preaching  mission  is  a 
special  attempt  to  bring  all  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  Church  to  bear  upon 
both  converted  and  unconverted  with 
a  view  to  deepening  their  spiritual 
life  and  arousing  zeal.  The  mission  is 
usually  a  week  long  with  special  ser¬ 
vices,  sermons  and  instructions  suit¬ 
ed  to  different  classes  of  persons.  The 
fundamental  issues  of  Christian  liv¬ 
ing  are  faced.  A  daily  offering  of  the 
Holy  Sacrifice  is  also  made. 

Construction  to  Start 
on  New  Headquarters 

In  striking  contrast  to  the  mid- 
Manhattan  scene,  modern  design 
with  a  medieval  effect  will  appear  in 
the  new  national  headquarters  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

Final  plans  for  a  12-story  National 
Council  building  of  contemporary  de¬ 
sign,  to  be  built  on  the  northwest 
corner  of  Second  Avenue  at  East  43rd 
Street,  have  been  approved. 

The  building  will  be  ready  for  oc¬ 
cupancy  late  in  1962.  Total  cost  for 
the  land  and  the  building  will  be 
$4,917,400. 

Entirely  for  the  use  of  the  Church 
and  her  related  agencies,  the  new 
edifice  will  replace  five  buildings. 

On  the  site  near  Grand  Central 
Terminal,  the  East  Side  Airlines  Ter¬ 
minal  and  the  United  Nations  will 
rise  the  contemporary  structure  with 
the  medieval  suggestion  in  its  ap¬ 
pearance. 

Recessed  behind  an  open,  arcaded 
passage  two  stories  in  height  will  be 
a  chapel,  main  entrance  and  lobby, 
information  center  and  Seabury 
Press  bookstore.  Exterior  walls  of 
the  arcaded  portion  will  be  of  granite 
and  glass. 


THE  SACRAMENTS:  The  Sacramental  Principle 


With  this  issue  “The  Beacon”  be¬ 
gins  a  series  of  articles  on  the  seven 
Sacraments  in  the  interests  of  a 
better-informed  Lay  Apostolate.  The 
Rev.  John  B.  Hills,  curate  of  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne,  wrote  the  ar¬ 
ticle  below.  — Editor 

The  Church’s  Sacraments  are 
based  upon  a  reality  of  life  known  as 
the  sacramental  principle:  that  the 
outward  and  visible  embodies  or  sig¬ 
nifies  an  inward  and  spiritual  reality. 
We  meet  this  principle  every  day  in 
the  material  world,  in  human  life, 
and  in  the  Incarnate  Son  of  God. 

A  dog  demonstrates  the  sacramen¬ 
tal  principle  in  the  material  world. 
A  dog  has  its  own  life,  character  and 
purpose.  A  dog  also  enlarges  our  ap¬ 
preciation  of  God’s  creative  power 
and  ingenuity,  and  a  dog  may  make 
our  life  more  pleasant  and  enjoyable. 
A  dog  embodies  the  goodness  of  God 
and  the  goodness  of  the  whole  crea¬ 
tion. 

A  handshake  demonstrates  the 
sacramental  principle  in  human  life. 
It  is  a  physical  action.  We  can  tell 
something  of  a  man’s  disposition  and 
intentions  from  the  quality  of  his 
grasp,  and  according  to  the  situation, 
we  shake  hands  to  greet,  congratulate 
or  wish  a  man  goodbye.  A  handshake 
is  an  outward  and  visible  sign  of  the 
bonds  of  human  society. 

Christ  Fulfills  the  Principle 

Jesus  Christ  is  Himself  the  divine 
sacrament  who  fulfills  the  sacramen¬ 
tal  principle  in  the  material  world 
and  in  human  life.  In  His  person  di¬ 
vine  and  human  nature  are  united. 


He  shows  us  the  Father  and  the 
meaning  of  perfect  manhood,  and  He 
also  is  the  means  whereby  we,  as 
members  of  His  Mystical  Body,  the 
Church,  may  become  the  children  of 
God.  The  Incarnate  Son  of  God  is  the 
author  of  the  Church’s  Sacraments. 
He  is  the  giver,  and  He  is  the  gift 
given. 

For  these  reasons  Catholic  Christ¬ 
ians  receive  the  Sacraments  as  a 
natural  and  reasonable  part  of 
Christ’s  activity  in  His  Church,  per¬ 
fecting  what  is  found  in  the  material 
world  and  in  human  life,  as  He  seeks 
to  restore  all  things  to  God. 

Conference  on  Religious

The  second  Conference  on  Vocation 
to  the  Religious  Life  will  be  held  at 
the  Convent  of  St.  Helena,  Versailles, 
Ky.,  on  the  weekend  of  June  24. 

Mass  on 
Saturday  and  will  end  with  5 :30  Sun¬ 
day  Vespers.

Accommodations 
are  available  for  30  girls  whose  appli¬ 
cations  will  be  accepted  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  received. 

One  of  the  young  women  who  at¬ 
tended  the  first  southern  conference 
held  last  July  wrote:  “Frankly,  I 
never  expected  that  I  would  have 
such  an  interesting  and  enjoyable 
time.  My  only  regret  is  that  the  con¬ 
ference  did  not  last  longer.  I  have 
such  a  new,  and,  I  feel,  better  out¬ 
look  regarding  the  Religious  Life 
than  I  did  previous  to  the  conference. 
I  am  so  grateful,  too,  for  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  talking  with  the  nuns.” 
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Women  of  the  Church  in  Action 


Encourages  Women  to 
Assist  Mission  Work 

Bishop  Mallett  encouraged  Church 
women’s  organizations  to  be  the  con¬ 
tinuing  factor  in  the  new  and  ex¬ 
panding  work  in  the  Diocese  particu¬ 
larly  in  Butler,  Monticello  and  Rens¬ 
selaer.  His  remarks  were  made  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  Women  of  the 
Diocese  at  the  Cathedral  last  month. 

The  Bishop  pointed  out  that  the 
growing  edge  of  a  mission  congre¬ 
gation  when  a  priest  comes  only  once 
a  month  is  the  Church  Women’s  or¬ 
ganization.  Therefore  diocesan  Church 
Women  must  provide  all  the  support 
possible  in  the  new  missions.  Three 
members  of  the  Executive  Board 
have  already  visited  Episcopalians 
at  Rensselaer. 

The  board  meetings  were  held  in 
the  afternoon  March  7,  and  in  the 
evening  members  attended  a  preach¬ 
ing  mission  by  Fr.  William  Turking- 
ton. 

The  Board  voted  an  amount  of 
$50  for  work  in  the  Diocese  at  South 
Florida  for  work  among  the  Seminole 
Indians  in  the  Everglades.  It  also 
voted  $100  which  Bishop  Mallett  will 
take  for  the  work  in  Haiti  when  he 
attends  the  centenary  celebrations  of 
the  founding  of  the  Church  in  Haiti.

Women  Assess  Mission 
of  Church  in  Global 
Problems  at  DeKoven 

Concern  for  the  essential  mission 
of  the  Church  to  the  world  was 
stressed  by  the  50  delegates  to  the 
1961  Leadership  Training  Conference 
for  Episcopal  Women  of  the  5th  Pro¬ 
vince  at  DeKoven  Foundation,  Ra¬ 
cine,  Wis.,  in  January. 

Attending  from  the  Diocese  were 
Mrs.  James  R.  Denney,  Mrs.  William 
Bulkley,  Mrs.  Lewis  F.  Cole,  Mrs. 
Haskell  Rhett  and  Mrs.  Carl  Rich¬ 
ardson. 

Women  leaders  from  the  13  dio¬ 
ceses  of  the  province  endeavored  to 
develop  a  workable,  meaningful  de¬ 
finition  of  the  “mission”,  and  to  as¬ 
sess  the  relevance  of  the  Church  in 
the  present  world  situation. 

The  conference  theme,  “Mission: 
Task  of  the  Church”,  was  presented 
through  addresses  to  plenary  ses¬ 
sions,  in  small  group  discussions  and 
in  meditations.  The  Rev.  Donald  Bod- 
ley  of  the  Christian  Education  De¬ 
partment,  Diocese  of  Michigan,  was 
director. 

Stress  Unities 

The  Rev.  George  F.  Tittmann,  rec¬ 
tor  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
Lake  Forrest,  Ill.,  was  chaplain.  In 
his  talks  Fr.  Tittmann  stressed  the 
relationship  of  God  and  His  creation, 
pointing  up  the  importance  of  pre¬ 
serving  four  essential  unities:  1.) 
the  unity  of  God  and  man;  2.)  the 
unity  of  man  within  himself ;  3.)  the 
unity  of  man  with  man;  and  4.)  the 
unity  of  man  with  nature.

man  presented  his  material  on  the 
premise  that  the  Church  is  both 
agent  and  object  of  God’s  mission. 

Keynote  address  was  given  by  the 
Rev.  Philip  T.  Zabriskie,  executive 
secretary  of  the  National  Division  of 
College  Work.  Using  the  10th  chap¬ 
ter  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans  as 
his  text,  Fr.  Zabriskie  pointed  out 
that  the  first  baptism  of  the  Gentiles 
was  a  turning  point  in  the  early 
Church,  the  beginning  of  the  idea  of 
“mission”  to  all  of  God’s  Creation. 

Must  Adapt  to  Experience 

Fr.  Bodley  described  the  work  of 
the  conference  as  “shared  searching.” 
He  explained  that  the  relevance  of 
answers  that  might  be  arrived  at 
would  be  of  value  only  as  they  were 


molded  and  adapted  to  personal  ex¬ 
perience. 

The  mission  of  the  Church  to  be 
effective  depends  on  excellent  com¬ 
munication,  maintained  Miss  Avis 
Harvey  of  the  National  Council’s  De¬ 
partment  of  Promotion.  “We  cannot 
communicate  to  the  world,”  she  said, 
“unless  we  are  able  first  to  give  and 
take  the  message  in  our  own  small 
circle.  We  should  be  channels  of  com¬ 
munication,  but  we  should  get  our 
source  and  our  strength  to  carry  the 
message  from  a  close  relationship  to 
the  Church  .  .  .  The  only  way  com¬ 
munication  can  be  carried  on  is  by 
converted  and  re-converted  persons. 
These  we  have  all  too  few  of.  Tech¬ 
niques  are  secondary;  the  first  re¬ 
quirement  is  the  convinced,  convicted 
Christian.”

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Our  Presiding  Bishop  announces 
that  the  new  national  headquarters 
building  for  the  Church  in  New  York 
City  will  cost  $5, 500, 000.  One  million 
and  a  half  is  available ;  he  hopes  that 
the  remaining  four  million  will  be 
given  now  so  that  we  will  not  have 
to  borrow  it  and  pay  interest  for  20 
years  and  thus  use  money  needed  for 
other  advance  work. 

The  Church  leaders  have  long 
worked  in  several  buildings,  old,  in¬ 
adequate,  in  different  cities,  at  a  dis¬ 
tinct  disadvantage.  The  new  12-story 
structure  will  house  all  the  depart¬ 
ments  efficiently  under  one  roof  and 
make  their  work  far  more  effective. 
A  committee  under  the  Bishop  of 
Bethlehem  selected  the  site  at  43rd 
Street  and  Second  Avenue.  It  is  only 
a  few  blocks  from  the  United  Na¬ 
tions,  three  blocks  from  Grand  Cen¬ 
tral  Station  and  slightly  farther  from 
the  air  terminal. 

The  task  of  raising  $4  million  seems 
staggering,  but  Bishop  Lichtenberger 
will  not  burden  the  Church  with  a 
large  mortgage  to  extend  for  20 
years.  With  two  million  communi¬ 
cants  in  our  National  Church,  the 
average  gift  should  be  $2.00.  That 
would  mean  $16,000  from  Northern 
Indiana  and  each  parish  and  mission 


can  translate  it  into  its  share.  Will 
you  help?  This  is  the  initial  presen¬ 
tation  of  this  forward  movement  of 
the  Church. 

Welcome  New  Priests 
We  welcome  the  new  priests  in  the 
Diocese.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Ray  is 
vicar  of  St.  Christopher’s,  Crown 
Point,  He  comes  to  us  from  the  Ca¬ 
thedral  in  Grand  Rapids  and  his  wife 
is  the  former  Brenda  Ackerman  of 
the  Cathedral,  South  Bend.  Fr.  Leslie 
Howell  is  in  residence  at  St.  Paul’s, 
Gas  City.  His  work  in  charge  of  our 
new  missions  paved  the  way  for  a 
permanent  plan  which  the  Bishop  and 
Council  will  make  for  the  future  care 
of  those  missions.  Reginald  Mallett  II 
comes  on  September  1  from  Colum¬ 
bia,  S.C.,  to  be  vicar  of  Holy  Trinity, 
South  Bend.  Fr.  Mallett  has  never 
been  actively  connected  with  the  Dio¬ 
cese,  as  he  was  transferred  (after 
three  years  in  the  army  and  his  grad¬ 
uation  from  college)  to  the  Bishop  of 
Milwaukee  while  he  was  a  student  at 
Nashotah  House.  The  Rev.  Dennis 
Day  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  is 
assistant  to  the  rector  of  St.  John 
the  Evangelist,  Elkhart.

The  Episcopal  Church  will  map  long-range  action  on  its  many  spiritual, 
social,  health,  economic  and  administrative  concerns  when  General  Conven¬ 
tion  is  called  to  order  by  the  Most  Rev.  Arthur  Lichtenberger,  Presiding 
Bishop,  September  17  in  Detroit.  This  60th  triennial  Convention  will  adjourn 
September  29. 


In  addition  to  Bishop  Mallett,  who 
is,  of  course,  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Bishops,  the  Diocese  will  be  re¬ 
presented  by  four  priest  and  four  lay 
delegates.  Clerical  deputies  include 
the  Very  Rev.  Robert  Royster,  the 
Rev.  George  Wood,  the  Rev.  William 
Sheridan  and  the  Rev.  Carl  Richard¬ 
son.  Lay  deputies  include  Col.  B.  B. 
Bouton,  Mr.  Fritz  Alexander,  Mr. 
Franklin  Miles  and  Dr.  Kenneth  Kint- 
ner. 

Among  matters  coming  before  the 
bicameral  legislative  body  of  the 


Church  will  be:  the  so-called  Blake 
proposal  for  a  union  of  Episcopalians 
with  the  Methodist,  Presbyterian  and 
United  Church  of  Christ  (Congrega¬ 
tional-Evangelical  and  Reformed)  de¬ 
nominations;  a  report  discussing  full 
communion  with  the  United  Church¬ 
es  of  North  India  and  Pakistan;  a 
proposal  for  inter-communion  with 
the  Philippine  Independent  Church; 
plans  for  expanding  the  Church’s 
world  mission ;  inner-city  work ;  racial 
discrimination ;  a  budget  for  the  next 
triennium;  and  a  proposal  for  hold-

ing  smaller  conventions  annually  in¬ 
stead  of  transacting  Church  business 
at  a  giant  conclave  every  three  years. 

Made  up  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
S  and  the  670-member  House  of  De¬ 
puties,  the  General  Convention  will 
meet  in  Cobo  Hall.  Some  2,000  Mich¬ 
igan  Episcopalians  are  on  active 
committees  preparing  to  entertain 
thousands  of  delegates  and  visitors. 

Second  Session  at  Detroit 

This  will  be  the  second  meeting  in 
Detroit.  In  1919  at  the  first,  the 
National  Council,  administrative  arm 
of  the  Church,  was  organized. 

Presiding  Bishop  Lichtenberger, 
who  assumed  his  duties  November 
15,  1958,  will  now  preside  for  the  first 
time  at  a  General  Convention.  He  will 
act  as  chairman  at  joint  sessions  of 
the  two  houses  and  will  conduct  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Meetings  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
will  be  conducted  by  a  new  president 
to  be  elected  as  successor  to  the  Rev. 
Canon  Theodore  0.  Wedel,  who  has 

I  held  that  office  since  1952.  The  House 
of  Deputies  includes  four  priests  and 
four  lay  delegates  from  each  Episco- 

Ipal  diocese,  one  priest  and  one  lay 
delegate  from  each  missionary  dis¬ 
trict.  All  deputies  are  elected  by  their 

I  diocesan  conventions,  whose  dele¬ 
gates  are  in  turn  elected  by  individual 
parishes.  Neither  House  can  legislate 
by  itself.  Both  must  concur  in  all 
legislation  passed. 

Another  proposal  to  come  before 
the  Convention  is  the  perennial  one 
of  seeking  a  change  of  name  for  the 
Church.  The  May  1961  convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  Chicago  petitioned  the 
General  Convention  to  change  the

name  to  “The  American  Episcopal 
Church’’.  Over  the  years  many  names 
have  been  proposed,  and,  although 
many  were  agreed  that  the  term 
“Protestant”,  so  frequently  misinter¬ 
preted  by  the  general  public,  is  scare- 
ly  suited  to  the  Episcopal  branch  of 
the  Holy  Catholic  Church,  action  has 
been  tied  up  in  the  choice  of  another 
name  upon  which  most  could  agree. 

An  ecclesiastical  synod,  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention’s  functions  and  pro¬ 
cedures  are  outlined  in  the  consti¬ 
tution  and  canon  laws  of  the  Church. 
The  Convention  alone  may  alter  or 


revise  the  Prayer  Book,  or  amend 
the  constitution  or  enact  canons. 

The  House  of  Bishops  now  has  the 
largest  membership  in  its  history : 
195  members,  including  103  diocesan 
or  missionary  bishops,  5  bishops 
coadjutor,  25  suffragan  bishops  and 
62  who  have  resigned  their  sees  but 
are  still  members  of  the  House  of 
Bishops.  Most  meetings  are  public. 

Because  it  is  so  long  between  Con¬ 
ventions,  much  advance  preparation 
of  material  to  be  considered  by  the 
two  Houses  is  delegated  to  joint  com¬ 
mittees  composed  of  bishops  and  de¬ 
puties  only,  or  to  joint  commissions, 
composed  of  bishops,  deputies  and 
outside  specialists.  These  reports  are 
then  printed  and  distributed. 

Program,  Budget  Important 

Most  important  is  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Program  and  Budget, 
whose  recommendations  will  largely 
determine  the  program  of  the  Church 
for  the  triennium  1962-65.  This!  com¬ 
mittee  is  composed  of  six  bishops, 
six  priests  and  twelve  laymen,  and 
will  meet  in  Detroit  a  week  prior  to 
the  Convention.  After  careful  con¬ 
sideration  and  the  hearing  of  reports, 
the  committee  will  present  a  detailed 
plan  for  the  next  three  years.

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THE  SACRAMENTS:  HOLY  BAPTISM 


“The  Beacon”  presents  the  second 
of  a  series  of  articles  on  the  seven 
Sacraments  in  the  interests  of  a  bet¬ 
ter  informed  Lay  Apostolate.  The 
Rev.  Carl  H.  Richardson,  rector  of 
St.  John  the  Evangelist  Parish,  Elk¬ 
hart,  wrote  the  article  below.

Question:  When  were  you  made  a  member 
of  the  Church? 

Answer:  I  was  made  a  member  of  the 
Church;  when  I  was  baptized. 

(Second  Office  of  Instruction,  page  290 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.) 

Holy  Baptism  is  the  sacramental 
means  by  which  we  are  ceremonially 
cleansed  and  brought  into  that  holy 
fellowship  which  we  call  the  Church. 
According  to  the  sacramental  prin¬ 
ciple,  a  Sacrament  “effects”  or  makes 
real  that  which  it  signifies.  The  out¬ 
ward  and  visible  sign  in  Holy  Bap¬ 
tism  is  water,  known  as  the  “matter”, 
and  the  use  of  the  Trinitarian  for¬ 
mula  (“I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost”)  is  called  the 
“form”. 

The  inward  and  spiritual  grace 
transmitted  is  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  the  Third  Person  of  the  Most 
Holy  Trinity,  which  enables  the  in¬ 
dividual  to  mature  spiritually)  into 
the  kind  of  person  that  God  by  His 
act  of  creation  intends  that  each  per¬ 
son  be. 

Name  Bestowed  on  Person 

In  the  Sacrament  of  Holy  Baptism 
the  individual  is  given  his  Christian 
name  and  is  signed  on  the  forehead 
with  the  sign  of  the  cross  “in  token 
that  hereafter  he  shall  not  be  asham¬ 


ed  to  confess  the  faith  of  Christ  cru¬ 
cified,  and  manfully  to  fight  under 
his  banner,  against  sin,  the  world, 
and  the  devil:  and  to  continue 
Christ’s  faithful  soldier  and  servant 
unto  his  life’s  end.” 

Just  as  the  person  receives  through 
the  process  of  natural  or  physical 
birth  his  family  name,  so  through 
Holy  Baptism  he  receives  his  first 
and  middle  names  in  spiritual  re-birth 
or  regeneration  and  is  given  the  in¬ 
delible  stamp  or  sign  of  the  Christ¬ 
ian. 

In  a  sense  all  human  beings  are 
children  of  God  by  the  very  act  of 

His  creation,  but 
in  this  act  of  cre¬ 
ation  God  has 
given  each  the 
very  precious  gift 
of  “free  will”  and 
the  power  of  rea¬ 
son  to  enable  him 
to  use  this  gift.  But  God  does  not 
force  man  against  his  own  will,  and 
so  each  person  is  free  to  choose,  even 
to  accept  or  reject  God! 

Man  has  been  created  fallible  and, 
therefore,  can  make  wrong  choices. 
Accordingly,  God,  in  His  Divine  Love 
makes  available  to  man  through  this 
Sacrament  of  Holy  Baptism  the  in¬ 
itial  gift  of  Divine  power  which  we 
call  “grace.’’  Grace  enables  man  to 
become  what  it  is  impossible  for  him 
to  do  all  by  himself. 

Moreover,  through  Holy  Baptism 
man  is  brought  into  a  holy  fellow¬ 
ship,  the  “fellowship  of  the  redeem¬ 
ed”,  that  he  may  mature  in  the  Faith 
and  make  a  proper  response  to  God’s 
out-going  love.

Redemption  through  Christ 

God’s  act  of  Redemption  has  been 
accomplished  once  and  for  all  times 
for  all  people  everywhere  by  the  sa¬ 
crificial  death  of  His  Son  Jesus  Christ 
upon  the  cross  for  the  sins  of  the 
whole  world.

God,  rather,  de¬ 
sires  that  all  men  be  saved,  that  is, 
to  dwell  with  Him  eternally.  This 
state  of  relationship  or  communion 
with  Him  we  call  “Heaven”.  Man 
must  make  the  positive  response  to 
God’s  out-going  love,  and  this  we  call 
“Faith”,  which  involves  a  personal 
commitment  to  Jesus  Christ. 

In  Holy  Baptism  we  become  sons 
of  God  through  adoption  and  grace.

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Long  Island  Pastoral  Asserts  Integrity 
of  Christian  Dogma  in  the  Face  of  Attack 


(The  following  Pastoral  Letter  from  the 
Rt.  Rev.  James  P.  DeWolf e,  Bishop  of  Long 
Island,  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  his  diocese 
and  directed  to  be  read  in  the  several 
churches  of  the  diocese  on  the  Third  Sunday 
after  Easter  deals  with  an  issue  of  deep 
interest  to  the  Church  and  is  quoted  here 
in  full.)  — Editor 

In  the  Name  of  God.  Amen. 

Well  beloved  in  the  Lord: 

Grace  and  peace  be  unto  you  from 
God  our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  Church  has  the  mind  of  Christ, 
who  is  Himself  The  Truth.  Christ’s 
promise  to  the  Apostles  was  that 
when  “the  Spirit  of  Truth  (God  the 
Holy  Ghost)  is  come,  He  will  guide 
you  into  all  truth.”  God  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  come,  and  has  guided  the 
Church  in  the  definition  of  The  Faith. 
Such  definition  is  contained  in  the 
Apostles’  and  the  Nicene  Creeds  set 
forth  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
and  in  the  Creed  of  St.  Athanasius, 
included  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  of  the  Church  of  England. 
Whether  the  Creed  be  said  or  sung, 
the  truth  the  Creed  proclaims  is  still 
nothing  but  the  truth. 

Interpretation  of  such  definition  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Church  oper¬ 
ating  under  the  guidance  of  God  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Up  to  the  present  time, 
the  Church  has  never  interpreted  the 
definition  so  as  to  negate  the  doctrine 
of  the  Trinity,  the  birth  of  Incarnate 
God  the  Son  of  a  woman  who  was  a 
virgin,  the  bodily  resurrection  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead,  or 
the  essential  dependence  of  the  struc¬ 
ture  and  operation  of  the  Church 


upon  Bishops  and  the  Apostolic  Min¬ 
istry.  'Despite  misleading  headlines 
and  press  notices  in  many  newspa¬ 
pers  and  magazines,  The  Faith  de¬ 
clared  by  the  Church  in  the  Creeds 
is  not  in  question  by  the  Church. 

Sensational  developments  always 
get  publicity.  It  is  readily  understood 
that  statements  by  a  Bishop  of  the 
Church  which  appear  to  question  or 
to  negate  the  Articles  of  Faith  would 
be  considered  sensational  by  the 
press,  both  secular  and  ecclesiastical. 
What  the  Church’s  reaction  may  be 
to  such  an  articulate  questioner  of 
the  definition  is  also  sensational  as 
far  as  the  publicity  is  concerned. 
Such  publicity  necessarily  disturbs 
large  numbers  of  Churchpeople  who 
have  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  for 
granted  The  Faith  as  defined  by  the 
Church. 

Relatively  few  Churchmen,  per¬ 
haps,  have  been  adequately  trained  to 
differentiate  between  human  scholar¬ 
ship  and  Divine  Revelation.  The  Dog¬ 
ma  of  the  Trinity,  the  mighty  acts  of 
Incarnation,  of  the  Virgin  Birth  of 
Incarnate  God  the  Son,  and  of  the  I 
glorious  Resurrection  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead,  are  not 
concepts  of  scholarship  but  insights 
made  available  by  Revelation,  and  by 
reality  as  recorded  in  reliable  histori¬ 
cal  reports,  notably  Holy  Scripture. 
In  the  course  of  history,  scholarship 
has  frequently  failed  to  acknowledge 
the  authenticity  of  Revelation.  On 
the  other  hand,  Revelation  has  main¬ 
tained  consistently  that  revealed 
truth  cannot  be  contrary  to  reason. 
Individual  scholars  may  suffer  from 
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blind  spots  in  failing  to  grasp  aspects 
of  revealed  truth.  Historically  the 
Creeds  have  been  the  bulwark  of  The 
Faith  to  protect  the  rank  and  file  of 
Church  members  against  the  aber¬ 
rations  of  individual  scholars  like 
Arius.  In  the  Church's  definition  of 
The  Faith,  scholarship  has  found  its 
proper  sphere  in  being  guided  by  God 
the  Holy  Ghost  into  appreciation  and 
I  definition  of  all  truth  made  available 
by  Revelation  and  historical  experi¬ 
ence. 

The  objective  of  my  issuing  this 
Pastoral  is  to  assure  the  Faithful  in 
Long  Island  that  no  single  Bishop,  be 
he  the  Presiding  Bishop,  or  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Canterbury,  has  the  author¬ 
ity  to  revise  The  Faith  of  this 
I  Church,  either  by  adding  to  it  or  sub- 
1  tracting  from  it.  The  Faith  of  this 
Church  stands  as  it  is  declared  in  the 
Creeds.  The  Doctrine,  the  Discipline, 
and  the  Worship  of  this  Church  as 
set  forth  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  and  the  Canons  bind  us  all 
alike,  Bishops,  Clergy,  and  Laity.  But 
to  the  Bishops  especially  belong  the 
guardianship  and  the  proclamation 
of  The  Faith,  “once  for  all  delivered 
to  the  Saints.” 

The  questions  regarding  The  Faith 
i.  raised  recently  testify  to  our  need  of 
informed  Laity  and  committed  Cler¬ 
gy.  Your  Bishop,  therefore,  urges 
both  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity  of  this 
I  Diocese  to  live  up  to  the  Rule  of 
Faith,  namely  to  believe  implicitly 
the  truth  of  Christ  as  defined  in  the 
Creeds,  and  to  examine  explicitly,  as 
occasion  may  allow,  the  Articles  of 
Faith  as  this  Church  has  received, 
and  witnesses  to,  the  same. 

Of  our  charity,  we  must  pray  that 
those  who  are  assailed  by  doubt  may 
be  rescued  and  restored  to  faith  by

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A  PROJECT  OF  IMPORTANCE 


The  diocesan  Convention  is  going 
to  raise  $200,000  for  a  Revolving 
Fund.  This  is  the  most  important 
project  ever  undertaken  for  the  Dio¬ 
cese,  and  it  will  be  a  success  because 
our  generous  people  operate  on  the 
fair  share  plan,  and  they  are  willing 
to  make  sacrifices. 

I  gave  the  Convention  a  summary 
of  my  ideals  for  the  Diocese,  and  I 
want  to  repeat  it  for  you. 

“There  are  times  when  some  of 
us,  troubled  by  the  demands  of  our 
religion  (and  the  cost  of  it)  are  open 
to  the  temptation  of  being  diverted 
from  doing  our  duty  by  the  subtle 
suggestion  that  we  are  thinking  too 
I  much  of  material  or  temporal  things, 
and  not  of  the  spiritual.  As  though 
these  could  be  separated.  I  beg  you 
to  resist  that  temptation. 

“If  the  Bishop  seems  absorbed  in 
administering  the  Diocese  in  a  busi¬ 
ness-like  way  and  presents  programs 
i  with  dollars  needed  to  carry  them 
out,  be  assured  that  his  real  interest 
is  in  people  and  in  their  spiritual 
needs  met  by  that  program,  paid  for 
by  dollars. 

Concern  for  Spirituality 

“My  real  interest  is  the  spiritual 
life  of  every  individual,  every  mis- 
1  sion,  every  parish.  My  real  concern 


is  that  there  is  love  and  loyalty  from 
each  one  of  us  to  our  Lord:  and  I 
know  that  the  rest  of  the  things  will 
take  care  of  themselves.  My  real  con¬ 
cern  is  for  every  priest  to  hold  up 
holy  hands,  untouched  by  contamin¬ 
ation  with  the  world,  at  the  altar  of 
God,  as  he  consecrates  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  Christ.  My  real  concern  is 
for  people  to  come  to  our  altars,  see¬ 
ing  no  man,  but  Jesus  only;  to  re¬ 
ceive  Him,  having  prepared  them¬ 
selves  and  made  themselves  ready 
and  fit  to  take  Him  into  their  hearts. 

“My  real  concern  is  to  see  con¬ 
verts  coming  to  Holy  Confirmation, 
having  been  brought  by  simple  people 
with  loving  faith  who  practice  their 
religion,  and  thus  commend  it,  and 
commend  our  Lord,  to  all  who  know 
them. 

“Until  I  see  all  that,  be  sure  that 
I  am  not  seeing  enough,  no  matter 
how  large  a  budget  we  raise ;  but  any 
time  I  do  see  any  part  of  that  pic¬ 
ture,  then  I  look  up  and  lift  up  my 
head,  for  our  redemption  is  drawing 
nigh.”

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63rd  Annual  Convention  Launches 

The  63rd  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  will 
go  down  as  one  of  the  milestones  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  Meeting 
October  4  at  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James,  the  Convention  voted  unanimously 
to  launch  a  campaign  for  a  S200,000  Revolving  Fund.  It  will  be  the  first  such 
diocesan-wide  program  since  the  inception  of  the  Diocese  in  1898. 


An  air  of  expectancy  filled  the  con¬ 
vention  hall  as  Bishop  Mallett  made 
his  address  to  the  assembled  clerical 
and  lay  delegates.  In  this  message 
Bishop  Mallett  underscored  the  ne¬ 
cessity  for  such  a  Revolving  Fund. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  Diocese  now 
has  10  organized  missions  and  one 
unorganized  and  of  this  total  five  are 
new!  Their  greatest  problem,  he  de¬ 
clared,  is  the  borrowing  of  money  to 
get  started.  A  diocesan  Revolving 
Fund  will  meet  this  problem.  It  is 
anticipated  that  both  parishes  and 
missions  will  be  able  to  borrow  from 
the  fund  and  may,  in  some  instances, 
even  receive  grants. 

Later  in  the  Convention,  Col.  B. 
B.  Bouton  reported  for  the  Special 
Committee  for  the  Revolving  Fund. 
This  committee  met  in  June  at  Howe 
Military  School  and  resolved: 

1.  To  defer  the  projected  diocesan 
survey. 

2.  To  recommend  to  the  Bishop 
and  Council  a  campaign  for  the 
$200,000  Revolving  Fund. 

3.  To  suggest  that  the  $1,800  of 
diocesan  funds  originally  earmarked 
for  the  expenses  of  the  project  sur¬ 
vey  be  expended  instead  on  attrac¬ 
tive,  professionally  executed  pro¬ 
motion  materials. 

At  a  July  26  meeting  at  Lake  Wa- 
wasee  the  Bishop  and  Council  adopted 
the  resolutions. 

Col.  Bouton  proposed  to  the  Con¬ 
vention  acceptance  of  the  recom¬ 


mendations  of  the  Special  Committee, 
and  it  was  unanimously  accepted. 
The  Bishop  and  Council  will  be  en¬ 
trusted,  according  to  canon,  with  di¬ 
recting  the  fund. 

Members  of  the  Convention  were 
obviously  excited  and  moved  by  the 
thought  of  the  great  strides  forward 
the  Revolving  Fund  will  make  pos¬ 
sible. 

A  great  roar  of  applause  met  as¬ 
surances  from  three  of  the  largest 
parishes  in  the  Diocese  —  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  Elkhart  ;  and  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  —  that  they  will  plan  to  in¬ 
corporate  their  fair  share  of  the  fund 
in  forthcoming  capital  funds  drives. 
This  would  total  approximately  $75,- 
000 ;  $30,000  from  Fort  Wayne, 
$25,000  from  Elkhart  and  $20,000 
from  the  Cathedral.  Several  priests 
and  laymen  from  the  largest  parishes 
to  the  smallest  missions  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  fund. 

Two  Parishes  Admitted 

Another  moving  action  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  was  the  admission  of  two 
missions  to  parochial  status,  St.  Au¬ 
gustine’s,  Gary,  and  St.  Barnabas, 
Gary.  Bishop  Mallett  voiced  high 
praise  for  the  priest  and  congregation 
of  St.  Augustine’s  for  their  steady 
progress  through  the  years.  He  also 
praised  the  initiative  of  the  rector 
and  congregation  of  Christ  Church, 
Gary,  in  establishing  the  parochial 
mission  of  St.  Barnabas. 
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$200,000  Revolving  Fund  Drive 


It  was  also  reported  to  the  Con¬ 
vention  that  missions  had  been  es¬ 
tablished  at  Monticello,  Rensselaer 
and  Butler. 

Elected  to  the  Standing  Commit¬ 
tee  were  five  priests:  the  Very  Rev. 
Robert  F.  Royster,  the  Rev.  William 
Sheridan,  the  Rev.  George  B.  Wood, 
the  Rev.  Linford  Eyrick  and  the 
Rev.  Wallace  Wells. 

Cathedral  Chapter  elections  in¬ 
cluded  Fr.  Sheridan  and  Fr.  Wood  as 
clerical  members  and  Col.  Bouton 
and  E.  C.  Borneman  as  lay  members. 

Bishop  and  Council  elections  in¬ 
cluded  the  Rev.  Carl  Richardson,  the 
Rev.  Bruce  Mosier  and  the  Rev.  Lee 
Rose  in  the  clerical  order.  Lay  mem¬ 
bers  elected  were  Dr.  Kenneth  Kint- 
ner,  Lewis  F.  Cole  and  Maurice  Dur- 
fee.  These  men  will  all  serve  to  1964. 

Elect  New  Secretary 

Other  elections  included  the  Rev. 
Hugh  Edsall  as  secretary  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese;  Harry  A.  Torson  as  treasurer; 
Francis  Walters,  assistant;  Howard 
Moore  as  treasurer  of  missionary 
funds;  Warren  Deahl,  assistant. 

The  Rev.  John  Hills  was  named  as¬ 
sistant  secretary  with  the  approval 
of  the  Convention. 

A  controversial  proposal  for  a 
change  in  the  constitution  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese,  Article  5,  which  would  have 
placed  the  missions  budget  of  the 
Diocese  on  the  same  status  as  the 
diocesan  expense  budget  making  it 
possible  for  a  parish  to  lose  repre¬ 
sentation  in  the  Convention  for  fail¬ 
ure  to  meet  its  assigned  quota,  was 
tabled.  The  proposal  passed  its  first 
reading  at  the  1960  Convention. 


Assistant  Now  Serving 
in  Hammond  Parish 

The  rector,  wardens  and  vestry  of 
St.  Paul's,  Hammond,  recently  called 
the  Rev.  Duane  V.  Fifer  as  assistant 
to  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Eugene  0. 
Douglass.  Fr.  Fifer  assumed  his  new 
duties  on  October  1.  He  will  live  in 
Griffith,  Indiana. 

The  new  assistant  was  reared  in 
Lincoln,  Nebr.,  and  earned  his  B.A. 
at  the  University  of  Nebraska  in 
1951.  He  attended  seminary  at 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary  and 
the  Philadelphia  Divinity  School.  He 
was  awarded  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
degree  in  1956.  His  graduate  study 
was  done  in  the  field  of  Church 
history. 

Fr.  Fifer  comes  to  Northern  Indi¬ 
ana  from  the  mission  field  of  south 
eastern  Oklahoma,  where  he  has 
been  serving  at  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Seminole.  He  was  ordained  priest  and 
served  for  a  time  as  curate  in  Hud¬ 
son,  New  York.  Previous  to  this  he 
had  served  two  years  in  the  mission 
field  of  Montana.  He  is  also  a  veteran 
of  World  War  II,  having  served  in 
the  U.S.  Navy  from  1944-1946. 

An  amateur  musician,  Fr.  Fifer 
is  a  member  of  the  American  Guild 
of  Organists  and  the  American 
Theatre  Organ  Enthusiasts  Guild. 


Before  the  Convention  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Bishop,  a  Convention 
Eucharist  was  celebrated  at  the  high 
altar  of  the  Cathedral.  After  accept¬ 
ing  into  parish  status  St.  Augustine’s 
and  St.  Barnabas',  the  Convention 
rose  and  said  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis. 
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St.  Barnabas  Congregation  Moves  into  New 
Temporary  Church  in  Gary’s  Miller  Area 


St.  Barnabas’  Church,  Gary,  pre¬ 
sently  the  only  parochial  mission  in 
the  Diocese,  is  building  a  “house 
church”  in  the  Miller  area  of  the  city 
adjacent  to  Lake  Michigan. 

For  some  years  the  vestry  of 
Christ  Church,  Gary,  discussed  the 
possibility  of  a  parochial  mission.

During  Lent,  1960,  mid-week  services 
were  held  in  homes  in  the  Miller  area 
to  which  all  interested  persons  were 
invited.  Following  each  service,  there 
was  general  discussion  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  mission.  As  a  result,  the  patron 
St.  Barnabas  was  selected  and  re¬ 
gular  services  were  begun  on  June 
19,  1960,  in  the  waiting  room  of  Dr. 
W.  A.  Nelson’s  office  on  Lake  Street 
in  the  Miller  area.  Dr.  Nelson  and  his 
family  were  seriously  concerned  in 
getting  the  mission  started. 

Within  a  few  weeks  it  became  ob¬ 
vious  that  the  mission  would  have  to 
move  to  larger  quarters  and  rooms 
were  rented  in  a  school  across  the 
street  from  the  future  building  site. 

During  the  summer  of  1960,  the 
Women  of  St.  Barnabas’  were  or¬ 
ganized,  a  church  school  faculty 


gathered,  and  with  the  encourage¬ 
ment  and  permission  of  Christ 
Church,  an  advisory  committee  ap¬ 
pointed.  In  the  fall  an  every-member 
canvass  was  conducted  which  pro¬ 
duced  $6,000  in  pledges  for  the  mis¬ 
sion  and  a  building  fund  was  initi¬ 
ated.  Attendance  at  services  con¬ 
tinued  to  climb  to  65  and  more  and 
a  church  school  of  35  children.  There 
are  now  42  families,  including  70 
communicants,  active  in  the  mission. 
w  Bishop  Mallett  took  part  in  ground- 
breaking  ceremonies  for  St.  Barna¬ 
bas’  January  25.  Meanwhile  final 
plans  were  maturing  for  the  new 
building.  Construction  began  June  1, 
and  the  first  service  was  held  in  the 
almost  completed  building  Septem¬ 
ber  1. 

The  new  building  is  74  feet  long 
and  28  feet  wide.  The  nave,  with  a 
seating  capacity  of  110,  is  one  large 
well-lighted  room  with  vaulted  ceil¬ 
ing  and  a  cedar-panelled  chancel  wall. 

_The  first  floor  also  includes  a  small 
sacristy  and  an  office.  The  walk-out 
basement,  complete  with  fireplace, 
contains  a  kitchen,  rest  rooms  and  a 
large  area  for  church  school  and 
other  parish  activities.

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THE  SACRAMENTS:  HOLY  CONFIRMATION 


“The  Beacon”  presents  the  third 
of  a  series  of  articles  on  the  seven 
Sacraments  in  the  interests  of  a  bet¬ 
ter  informed  Lay  Apostolate*  The 
Rev.  Eugene  O.  Douglass,  rector  of 
St.  Paul’s  Parish,  Hammond,  wrote 
j-  the  article  below.  — Editor 

Pretty  little  girls  in  white  veils 
and  white  dresses,  little  gentlemen 
dressed  in  their  first  suit  of  matching 
jacket  and  trousers  may  be  the  pic¬ 
ture  conjured  up  in  your  mind  at  the 
mention  of  the  Sacrament  of  Holy 
Confirmation.  Perhaps  you  also  recall 
the  day  the  bishop  came  meant  the 
conclusion  of  church  school  classes 
'  for  you.  Confirmation  meant  gradu¬ 
ation. 

Somewhere  in  the  shuffle  of  this 
wonderful  and  exciting  day  the  Holy 
Ghost  received  little  notice.  To  be 
sure  the  bishop  did  pray,  “Strengthen 
them  .  .  .  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  the 
Comforter,  and  daily  increase  in 
them  Thy  manifold  gifts  of  grace’’. 

And  you  do  remember  the  bishop 
laying  his  hands  upon  your  head, 
‘Defend,  0  Lord,  this  Thy  child  .  .  .  ” 
You  recall  also  that  from  this  time 
you  were  allowed  to  receive  the  Bles¬ 
sed  Sacrament  of  His  Body  and 
Blood.  The  Sacrament  of  Holy  Con¬ 
firmation,  one  of  the  five  lesser  Sa¬ 
craments,  has  in  the  best  tradition 
been  closely  tied  to  Baptism.  The  re¬ 
ceiving  of  the  laying  on  of  hands  in 
the  very  early  Church,  following 

I  Baptism  directly,  was  also  “within 
the  hour”  the  gateway  to  first  Holy 
Communion. 

Preparation  Lengthy 

For  many  months  of  intensive  and 

■ 

' 
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vigorous  training  the  uninitiated 
prepared  himself  for  the  momentous 
occasion  (probably  Easter  Even) 
when  God  would  pour  out  the  abund¬ 
ance  of  His  grace.  In  days  of  perse¬ 
cution  it  was  an  exciting  hour  in 
one’s  life.  Perhaps  the  very  next 
dawn  would  bring  with  it  occasion 
for  witnessing  to  becoming  a  Chris¬ 
tian  “full  of  grace  and  truth”. 

The  Sacrament  of  Holy  Confirm¬ 
ation  is  first  and  foremost  the  vis¬ 
itation  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  upon 
the  confirmand. 
It  is  also  the 
fulfilling  of  one’s 
Baptism,  the  re¬ 
newing  of  prom¬ 
ises  made  by 
you  or  in  your  name.  Not  the  least 
important  element  is  you  promise  to 
“follow  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Lord 
and  Savior”. 

It  is  not  graduation.  Never  do  we 
reach  that  point  when  we  have  learn¬ 
ed  enough  about  God  and  His  Church. 
Even  in  Paradise  we  shall  continue 
to  learn.  Never  do  we  become 
thoroughly  trained.  Obviously  the 
custom  of  proper  clothing  has  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  the  Sacrament’s  ef¬ 
fectiveness.  The  Holy  Ghost  comes 
just  as  quickly  and  completely  at 
the  hands  of  a  bishop  to  a  naked 
child  in  the  back  country  of  darkest 
Africa. 

Much  more  can  be  said  of  this 
Sacrament.  But  most  will  be  learned 
by  the  Churchman  who  turns  to  page 
296  of  his  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
and  reads  once  again  the  whole  of 
the  service  including  all  the  rubrics. 
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Church’s  Financial  Problems  Can  Be  Solved 
By  Responsible  Stewardship  in  Membership 


The  Episcopal  Church  is  probably 
the  richest  per  family  in  the  world 
but  is  always  having  money  troubles. 

The  Episcopalian,  the  Church’s  na¬ 
tional  magazine,  summarizes  the  “fin¬ 
ancial  woes”  in  proposing  that  steps 
be  taken  in  1962  to  end  this  “seem¬ 
ingly  paradoxical,  perennially  hope¬ 
less  situation”. 

On  the  surface  the  financial  pic¬ 
ture  looks  good,  says  Henry  McCork- 
le,  editor,  in  a  special  report  on  “The 
Church  and  Our  Money”  in  the  Oc¬ 
tober  edition. 

The  three  and  a  half  million  mem¬ 
ber  Church,  he  says,  is  a  billion-dol- 
lar-plus  enterprise,  with  endowments 
of  $264  millions,  and  an  all-purpose 
annual  income  of  $184  millions.  The 
figures  are  real,  he  contends,  but  the 
impression  they  give  is  misleading. 

“We  pay  our  highly-trained  or¬ 
dained  leadership,  on  the  average, 
less  than  truck-drivers  and  brick¬ 
layers  make.  In  financial  terms  we 
are  barely  even  conscious  of  our 
Church-related  colleges  and  our 
seminaries.” 

Small  Mission  Force 

“We  have  the  smallest  overseas 
mission  force  —  some  250  persons  — 
of  any  major  Christian  church  in  the 
world.  We  have  turned  many  of  our 
missionary  bishops  into  errand  boys, 
begging  funds  to  do  incredible  jobs 
with  paltry  pennies.” 

Editor  McCorkle,  himself,  a  vestry¬ 
man  in  a  Philadelphia  parish,  avers 
that  Episcopalians  are  “precondition¬ 
ed  to  failure.”  Their  initial  reaction 
to  virtually  all  requests  for  additional 
funds  is  to  propose  that  “askings”  be 


reduced.  “It  is  almost,”  he  added,  “as 
if  we  Episcopalians  in  furthering  the 
Lord's  work,  were  mortally  afraid  of 
having  our  reach  exceed  our  grasp.” 

He  believes  that  a  major  break¬ 
through  in  the  Church’s  world-wide 
program  is  near,  and  that  the  million 
or  more  Episcopal  families  in  some 
7,000  parishes  and  missions  hold  the 
key  to  the  situation. 

“If  we  really  believed  that  all  we 
have  belongs  to  God,  and  that  we 
should  return  a  reasonable  share, 
through  the  Church,  to  Him  the  re¬ 
sults  would  be  miraculous.” 

“The  Church  would  never  again 
have  to  be  concerned  with  lack  of 
money.” 

Family  income  in  the  U.S.  now 
averages  $6,900  and  the  median  is 
$5,600.  The  average  income  of  Epis¬ 
copal  households  is  considerably 
higher,  but  current  figures  are  not 
available. 

The  Episcopalian  estimated  that 
if  Episcopal  families  with  average 
Incomes  gave  the  equivalent  of  half 
a  tithe,  (about  $250  annually)  and 
those  in  higher  brackets  gave  pro¬ 
portionately,  at  least  $250  millions 
would  be  available  for  parish,  dio¬ 
cese  and  general  Church  programs, 
compared  with  some  $170  millions 
now  being  given.  It  is  estimated  that 
only  one  out  of  10  Episcopal  families 
now  gives  $250  to  $500  annually  to 
these  programs. 

Serves  at  White  House

The  newly  established  chapter  of 
the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  at 
}  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Peru, 
received  its  charter  from  the  Rev. 
James  Parker,  rector,  at  the  High 
Mass  on  Palm  Sunday. 

The  purpose  of  the  nationwide  or¬ 
ganization  of  Episcopal  men  and  boys 
is  best  described  by  its  own  two 
rules.  The  first  is  “to  pray  daily  for 
,  the  extension  of  Christ’s  Kingdom 
among  men,  especially  young  men 
and  boys,  and  for  God’s  blessing  on 
the  labors  of  the  Brotherhood”.  A 
companion  rule  is  that  of  service, 
“to  make  continuous  efforts  week  by 
week  to  bring  men  and  boys  nearer 
to  Christ  through  His  Church”.  Thus 
far  the  Peru  chapter  is  the  only 
(  branch  of  the  Brotherhood  in  the 
Diocese. 


The  chapter  meets  every  other 
week  for  prayer  and  study.

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Episcopalians  Urged  to 
Aid  Refugees  through 
Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund

The  refugee  situation  in  the  world 
is  getting  worse.  A  few  years  ago 
the  refugee  problem  was  remote.  We 
knew  that  there  were  millions  of 
people  without  homes,  adequate  food 
and  clothing ;  we  knew  that  they 
were  somewhere  in  Europe  and  Asia. 
This  has  now  changed.  We  have  more 
than  40,000  refugees  right  here  in 
Florida.  This  should  make  us  more 
refugee  conscious  and  remind  us  that 
we  cannot  look  into  the  future  with¬ 
out  worries  and  anxiety.  It  should 
serve  as  an  eleventh  hour  call  upon 
!  us  to  be  stronger  in  our  prayers  for 
the  refugees  and  other  homeless 
people,  and  to  be  more  generous  in 
our  gifts  for  relief. 

The  most  economical  and  efficient 
way  to  be  active  in  world  relief  is 
through  the  Church.  A  dollar  given 
to  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for 
R  World  Relief  provides  nearly  400 
pounds  of  government  surplus  food. 
A  contribution  of  any  amount  means 
more  medicine,  more  clothing,  better 
care  for  old  people,  and  needed  hos¬ 
pital  care  for  the  sick  and  infirm. 

Every  priest  recently  received

^  relief  folder,  poster,  and  offering 
envelope  with  a  suggestion  to  order 
more  for  parish  distribution.  A  good 
time  for  such  an  offering  would  be 
during  the  Thanksgiving  season.

A  FORWARD-LOOKING  STRATEGY 


The  month  of  October,  full  of  in¬ 
teresting  diocesan  meetings,  was  an 
inspiration  to  all  who  participated  in 
these  events  for  the  men  and  women 
of  Northern  Indiana. 

History  was  made  at  the  annual 
Convention  when  two  Gary  parishes 
were  admitted  in  union  with  the  Con¬ 
vention  and  also  at  the  Episcopal 
Churchwomen’s  meeting.  There  is  a 
great  enthusiasm  for  the  Revolving 
Fund,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Special 
Committee,  Col.  Bouton  of  Howe,  tells 
me  of  plans  for  useful  materials  for 
our  people. 

We  are  watching  with  utmost  in¬ 
terest  the  work  of  the  diocesan  mis- 
sioner  Father  Edsall,  and  the  five 
missions  under  his  care:  St.  Mary’s, 
Delphi ;  St.  Alban  the  Martyr,  Monti- 
cello;  St.  Charles  the  Martyr,  Butler; 
St.  Peter’s,  Rensselaer;  and  Holy 
Family,  Angola.  In  addition  to  these, 
we  learn  that  the  new  chapel  in  Fort 
Wayne  (a  mission  of  Trinity  Parish) 
is  to  be  named  St.  Alban’s,  and  we 
must  learn  to  speak  of  them  as  St. 
Alban’s,  Fort  Wayne,  and  St.  Alban 
the  Martyr,  Monticello. 

Lay  Reader’s  Guild 

A  development  in  the  progress  of 
our  Diocese  was  made  when  we  dis¬ 
cussed  ways  and  means  of  holding 
missions  together  between  visits  of 
the  missioner.  Obviously,  he  can  go 
to  each  place  only  twice  a  month. 
The  answer  emerged  from  a  conver¬ 


sation  between  two  laymen,  Judge 
Spencer  Walton  of  Mishawaka  and 
Mr.  Charles  Boynton,  our  chancellor. 

At  their  suggestion  we  organized  a 
Guild  of  Lay  Readers  to  work  under 
Father  Edsall,  each  assigned  to  a 
definite  mission,  not  his  home  town 
or  residence.  The  reason  for  this  is 
that  each  layman  has  his  own  place 
in  his  home  mission,  and  should  not 
have  the  responsibility  for  church 
services  placed  upon  him.  The  men 
and  their  assignments  are  as  follows :

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THE  SACRAMENTS:  HOLY  PENANCE 


“The  Beacon”  presents  the  fourth 
of  a  series  of  articles  on  the  seven 
Sacraments  in  the  interest  of  a  bet¬ 
ter  informed  Lay  Apostolate.  The 
Rev.  William  Sheridan,  rector  of  St. 
Thomas’  Parish,  Plymouth,  wrote  the 
article  below.  — Editor 

Penance  is  the  glorious  Sacrament 
of  Forgiveness.  It  is  available  to  all 
who  have  committed  sins  after  their 
Holy  Baptism  —  or  for  adults  who 
wish  to  become  Christians  and  in¬ 
herit  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven. 

In  the  Gospel  according  to  St. 
John  20:23,  we  read  of  our  Lord’s 
great  gift  of  forgiveness  to  His 
people.  “Whose  soever  sins  ye  re¬ 
mit  (forgive),  they  are  remitted  un¬ 
to  them;  and  whose  soever  sins  ye 
retain,  they  are  retained.”  The  Son 
of  God  gave  this  power  to  forgive 
sins  to  His  Apostles.  They  were  to 
do  this,  not  in  their  own  name,  but 
in  His. 

The  Apostles  were  to  be  our  Lord’s 
ambassadors.  What  He  gave  them 
after  His  Resurrection  from  the  dead 
was  not  merely  the  power  to  say  to 
any  sinner,  “If  you  repent,  God  will 
forgive  you.”  Any  Christian  might 
do  that.  Our  Lord  gave  the  power  to 
bestow  forgiveness  in  the  name  of 
God. 

Power  Conferred  on  Priest 

This  spiritual  authority  belongs 
only  to  the  apostolic  ministry,  and  is 
bestowed  on  every  priest  at  his  or¬ 
dination.  Read  the  Prayer  Book  page 
546. 

The  question  is  sometimes  asked, 
“Can  I  receive  forgiveness  in  any 
other  way  than  through  Christ’s  Sa¬ 
crament?”  The  answer,  of  course,  is 


“Yes,  you  can.”  God  will  always  for¬ 
give  those  who  truly  repent.  The 

question  is  also  asked,  “Ought  I  to 

make  my  sacramental  confession?” 
The  questioner  then  is  reminded  that 
it  is  Christ’s  Sacrament  and  Christ’s 
gift.  The  Sacrament  of  Forgiveness 
was,  in  fact,  the  first  gift  of  our 

Lord  to  mankind 
after  His  Re¬ 
surrection.  Our 

Lord  would  not 
have  given  this 
power  to  His 

Apostles  unless 
He  had  meant  it 
to  be  used! 

The  experience  of  countless  souls 
who  have  gratefully  found  and  used 
it  witnesses  to  our  deepest  need  — 
to  be  forgiven.  Our  Lord  knows  our 
need,  and  in  Penance  He  has  met  it. 

Our  Lord  does  not  force  the  use 
of  this  Sacrament  of  Forgiveness 
against  the  will,  nor  does  the  Church. 
But  once  the  Sacrament  is  used,  you 
will  discover  a  new  dimension  of  the 
love  of  God.  Holy  Absolution  will 
change  your  life  as  nothing  else  can. 
What  is  needed  ?  Simply  this :  sorrow 
for  sins,  confession  of  those  evil 
things,  purpose  of  future  amend¬ 
ment.  Ask  your  priest.  It  is  his 
Christ-like  joy  to  show  you  how  to 
make  your  confession.

Appoint  Vicar  for  St.  Alban’s,  Fort  Wayne; 
Call  New  Director  of  Christian  Education 


The  Rev.  John  B.  Hills,  director 
of  Christian  education  at  Trinity 
Parish,  Fort  Wayne,  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  vicar  of  St.  Alban’s  Chapel, 
a  new  mission  to  be  built  on  a  seven 
and  one-half  acre  tract  at  the  St. 
Joe  and  Fletter  Roads,  it  was  re¬ 
cently  announced  by  the  Rev.  George 
B.  Wood,  rector. 

At  the  same 
time,  Fr.  Wood 
also  disclosed  that 
the  Rev.  Wright 
R.  Johnson  of 
Dallas,  Tex.,  exe¬ 
cutive  secretary 
of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Christi¬ 
an  Education  of 
the  Diocese  of 
Dallas,  has  been  named  director  of 
Christian  education  at  Trinity  Church 
to  succeed  Fr.  Hills. 

The  appointments  are  effective 
January  1. 

Fr.  Hills  will  continue  on  the  staff 
of  Trinity  Parish,  mother  church  of 
St.  Alban’s,  which  will  find  a  tem¬ 
porary  place  for  services  by  Febru¬ 
ary.  It  is  anticipated  that  construc¬ 
tion  on  a  building  will  begin  next 
fall.  The  chapel  will  be  dedicated  to 
I  St.  Alban,  first  martyr  of  the  Angli¬ 
can  Communion. 

Specialist  in  Education 

Fr.  Johnson  has  specialized  in 
Christian  education.  He  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  St.  Cloud  Teachers  College 
in  Minnesota  with  a  bachelor  of 
science  degree  and  for  a  time  taught 
in  Minnesota  high  schools.

He  re¬ 
ceived  an  STM  from  Nashotah  House 
in  1954  and  has  done  graduate  work 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota  and 
Southern  Methodist  University, 
where  he  is  completing  work  on  a 
master’s  degree. 

He  served  as  vicar  of  Good  Sama¬ 
ritan  Church,  Sauk  Centre,  Minn., 
and  St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Paynes- 
ville,  Minn.  He  was  vicar  of  St. 
Hilda’s  Church,  Kimball,  Nebr. 

Fr.  Johnson  served  for  a  time  as 
chaplain  and  instructor  in  sacred 
studies  at  St.  Martin’s  School,  New 
Orleans,  and  later  became  associate 
rector  and  director  of  Christian  edu¬ 
cation  at  St.  Mark’s,  Beaumont,  Tex.

Define  Church  Member 
at  General  Convention 

General  Convention  took  a  step 
that  has  desperately  needed  doing 
for  many  decades :  defined  what  a 
member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  is. 
Canon  16  on  “Regulations  Respect¬ 
ing  the  Laity”  was  revised,  being 
designed  to  eliminate  the  casual 
listing  of  people  as  Episcopalians  who 
have  received  neither  the  Sacraments 
nor  the  Blessed  Sacrament. 

A  member  in  good  standing  will  be 
such  only  if  he  “celebrates  and  keeps 
the  Lord’s  Day”  by  regularly  partici¬ 
pation  in  the  Church’s  worship.  A 
communicant  in  good  standing  will 
henceforth  be  a  confirmed  person 
who  shall  “unless  for  good  cause 
have  received  Holy  Communion  at 
least  thrice  during  the  next  preced¬ 
ing  year.”  This  should  ultimately 
strengthen  the  Church. 
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Principal  Actions  of  the  60th  Get 


The  60th  General  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Church  which  met  in 
Detroit  in  September  has  been  generally  regarded  as  a  highly  significant 
one  by  all  segments  of  Churchmen.  The  151  members  of  the  House  of  Bish¬ 
ops  and  the  670  clerical  and  lay  members  of  the  House  of  Deputies  con¬ 
sidered  a  great  many  serious  pieces  of  legislation  and  resolutions. 

Some  of  the  principal  actions  taken  are  summarized  here  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  the  many  Episcopalians  of  the  Diocese  who  were  unable  to  witness 
the  proceedings  at  first  hand. 

PHILIPPINE  INDEPENDENT  CHURCH 

The  Church  entered  into  full  communion  with  this  reformed  Catholic 
body  and  anticipates  a  close  working  relationship  with  it.  Full  com¬ 
munion  status  was  also  voted  with  the  Spanish  Reformed  Church 
and  the  Lusitanian  Church  of  Portugal. 

PRESBYTERIAN  INVITATION  j 

The  Church  accepted  an  invitation  from  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  to  “explore”  possibilities  for  merger  with  it,  the  Methodist 
Church  and  the  United  Church  of  Christ.  No  action  is  expected  until 
a  great  many  theological  issues  are  resolved  on  the  basis  of  the 
Chicago-Lambeth  Quadrilateral. 

UNITED  CHURCHES  OF  NORTH  INDIA-PAKISTAN 

The  Church  found  herself  unable  to  enter  into  full  communion  with 
this  merged  body  until  certain  ambiguities  which  are  questionable 
to  the  Catholic  faith  are  resolved. 

PROPOSED  CHURCH  OF  LANKA  (CEYLON) 

The  Church  anticipates  entering  into  full  communion  with  this  pro¬ 
posed  body  after  certain  contradictions  are  resolved. 

GENERAL  PROGRAM 

A  budget  of  $10,504,760  was  adopted  for  1962.  The  Convention  also 
asserted  that  the  principle  of  tithing  is  affirmed  by  Episcopalians. 

CONTEMPORARY  CONCERNS 

The  Convention  emphasized  that  racial  prejudice  is  contrary  to  the 
Gospel  of  Christ  and  urged  parishes  to  initiate  study  programs  on 
the  subject.  It  also  reaffirmed  the  Church’s  stand  against  Marxist 
Communism  and  urged  that  Churchmen  withstand  it  by  better  teach¬ 
ing  and  by  the  witness  to  Christ  in  fighting  fearlessly  “political, 
social  and  economical  injustices.” 
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Convention  at  Detroit  Summarized 


WOMEN  DEPUTIES 

The  Church  defeated  a  resolution  that  would  have  permitted  women 
to  sit  as  delegates  to  the  House  of  Deputies. 

NATIONAL  COUNCIL  OF  CHURCHES 

The  Church  recognized  the  importance  of  the  Council  and  its  free¬ 
dom  to  speak  on  controversial  social,  economic  and  political  issues, 
but  emphasized  that  the  National  Council  of  Churches  does  not  speak 
for  the  Episcopal  Church  without  her  approval.  A  study  will  also 
be  made  of  the  structure,  program  and  financing  of  the  Council. 

CANON  CONCERNING  ORDINATIONS 

Canons  36  and  38  referring  to  the  ordination  of  ministers  of  other 
Christian  bodies  who  do  not  intend  to  become  clergy  of  this  Church 
were  repealed  and  the  procedure  whereby  a  minister  of  another  body 
seeking  the  priesthood  can  be  ordained  was  clarified  in  a  new 
Canon  36. 


LAY  READERS 

The  Church  tightened  up  requirements  for  Lay  Readers  not  directly 
assisting  a  priest.  The  new  canon  requires  an  annual  report  to  the 
bishop,  basic  knowledge  of  the  faith  and.  practice  of  the  Church  and 
active  communicant  status.  It  emphasized  the  role  Lay  Readers  can 
play  in  the  life  of  the  Church.  A  proposal  to  permit  a  lay  person 
to  administer  the  chalice  at  Mass  was  defeated. 

THE  PROPOSED  CHANGE  OF  NAME 

A  proposal  to  make  thd  official  name  of  the  Church  read  “The  Epis¬ 
copal  Church”  instead  of  “The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church”  was 

I  defeated  by  a  narrow  margin  in  the  House  of  Bishops  and  also  had 
a  close  call  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  with  the  lay  order  opposing 
the  resolution  and  the  clerical  order  supporting  it.  Widespread  dis¬ 
satisfaction  with  the  present  name  indicates  the  semantic  confusion 
arising  from  the  word  “Protestant”.  Many  interpret  the  word  as 

(meaning  non-Catholic  or  anti-Catholic  while  the  Episcopal  Church, 
herself  a  Catholic  Church,  means  by  it  “reformed.” 

BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER 

A  measure  designed  to  permit  the  trial  use  of  Prayer  Book  revisions 
was  passed,  but  must  also  pass  the  1964  Convention  before  it  be¬ 
comes  effective. 
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‘  The  Apostle  to  the  Blind ’  Brings  Riches  of 
the  Historic  Faith  to  Sightless  Multitude 


One  of  the  most  fruitful  works  of 
the  Amercian  Church  Union,  an  or¬ 
ganization  of  Episcopalians  dedicated 
to  extending  the  knowledge  and 
practice  of  the  Catholic  faith  as  this 
Church  has  received  it,  is  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Guild  for  the  Blind.  The  Rev.

Harry  J.  Sutcliffe,  director  of  the 
guild,  has  been  called  “The  Apostle 
to  the  Blind.” 

According  to  the  October  number 
of  The  American  Church  News,  Fr. 
Sutcliffe  is  making  it  possible  for  the 
riches  of  the  faith  to  the  brought  to 
many  handicapped  and  sightless 
Churchmen  and  to  inquirers  as  well. 


“Through  personal  visitation  and 
correspondence  with  blind  Episcopal¬ 
ians  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  this  country,  and  now  (al¬ 
beit  in  a  small  way)  through  the 
initial  production  and  circulation  of 
the  teachings  and  devotional  prac¬ 
tices  of  the  Church  in  Braille  and  re¬ 
cording,  it  is  hoped  that  countless 
numbers  will  be  recipients  of  the 
blessings,  comfort,  courage  and 
strength  which  can  only  come 
through  the  ministry  and  mission  of 
the  Church  —  the  custodian  of  the 
plenitude  of  divine  graces  and  bless¬ 
ings,”  said  The  American  Church 
News. 

Fr.  SutclifFs  goal  is  a  center  from 
which  recordings  and  Braille  mate¬ 
rials  can  be  produced  for  and  distri¬ 
buted  to  interested  blind  persons. 

Himself  blind  from  birth,  Fr.  Sut¬ 
cliffe  pointed  out  that  one  of  our 
greatest  sins  is  that  of  ingratitude. 
He  has  made  a  multitude  of  visita¬ 
tions  to  homes  of  the  blind  who  do 
not  have  the  opportunity  of  attend¬ 
ing  services.  “My  heart  is  deeply 
touched  by  the  countless  times  blind 
persons  have  thanked  me  for  stop¬ 
ping  in  to  see  them  and  having  a 
word  of  prayer  with  them.  How  many 
times  they  have  wished  that  they  had 
recordings  of  Church  services,  music 
and  sermons  and  prayer  an  medita¬ 
tions  to  bring  them  the  comforting 
assurance  of  God’s  love.  What  a  priv¬ 
ilege  it  has  been  to  do  what  little 
we  have  been  able  to  do.  We  could 
have  done  more  had  our  financial 
situation  been  such  that  it  would 
have  permitted  us  to  expand  our 
work  and  ministry,”  he  said. 
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Fr.  Sutcliffe  is  shown  with  one  of  his  young  students, 
patiently  teaching  him  how  to  read  Braille.  Greater  income 
would  make  more  Braille  productions  possible  for  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Guild  for  the  Blind. 


Work  Continues 

Fr.  Sutcliffe’s  good 
works  with  the  blind 
have  been  many.  He 
emphasizes  that  the 
work  is  not  very  glam¬ 
orous  ;  however,  the 
Church  is  quietly  per¬ 
forming  her  mission 
of  mercy  to  God’s 
blind  children. 

In  addition  to  his 
full-time  work  as  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Guild  for 
the  Blind,  Fr.  Sutcliffe 
is  instructor  in  Classi¬ 
cal  and  New  Testa¬ 
ment  Greek  for  the 
Hadley  Home  Study 
School  in  Winnetka, 

Ill.  He  also  teaches 
Hebrew  for  the  Jewish 
Braille  Institute. 

An  amateur  radio  operator,  Fr. 
Sutcliffe  monitored  Axis  propaganda 
broadcasts  during  World  War  II  and 
worked  with  the  War  Emergency 
Radio  Service.  He  received  a  com-. 
I  mendation  from  the  late  Fiorello  H. 
LaGuardia,  mayor  of  New  York. 

His  life  story  has  been  twice  por¬ 
trayed  on  radio  in  1960  and  again  on 
February  19,  1961,  on  an  NBC  coast- 
to-coast  program.  He  has  also  been 
recipient  of  awards  conferred  in  re¬ 
cognition  of  his  contribution  to  inter¬ 
faith  understanding.  The  B’nai  B’rith 
of  Lowell,  Mass.,  named  him  “Man  of 
the  Year”  in  1959.

Bishop  Lichtenberger 
Pays  Visit  to  Vatican 

His  Holiness  Pope  John  XXIII  and 
the  Most  Rev.  Arthur  Lichtenberger, 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  recently  met  for  an  informal 
talk  at  the  Vatican. 

Bishop  Lichtenberger’s  visit  with 
the  Pope  was  in  character  exactly 
parallel  with  that  of  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  Geoffrey  Fisher  last  year. 
It  was  a  courtesy  visit  and  had  no 
doctrinal  implications  on  either  side. 
But  it  was  intended  to  reciprocate  the 
attitude  of  goodwill  and  friendliness 
which  the  present  Pope  has  always 
shown  towards  those  who  are  seek¬ 
ing  the  union  of  Christendom. 

Bishop  Lichtenberger’s  visit  to 
Rome  came  while  he  was  en  route  to 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  meet¬ 
ing  in  New  Delhi,  India.  He  heads 
the  Episcopal  Church’s  delegation. 
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The  Presiding  Bishop’s 
Christmas  Message 

Above  all  else,  Christmas 
means  God  is  at  hand.  He  is 
with  us.  Christmas  is  not  simply 
one  day  out  of  365.  It  is  true, 
of  course,  that  the  day  after 
Christmas  we  all  go  back  to 
work,  some  weary  and  heavy 
hearted.  We  read  the  statistics 
of  the  dead  and  injured  on  our 
highways;  we  are  aware  again, 
after  a  brief  respite,  of  how  pre¬ 
carious  the  world’s  peace  is ; 
we  glance  anxiously  up  at  the 
sky  to  see  what  new  thing  is 
circling  there.  The  tree  begins 
to  droop,  the  wreaths  to  fade.  It 
will  be  a  long  time  until  De¬ 
cember  25th  comes  again.  But 
once  we  have  made  room  for 
Christ  in  our  lives,  the  fact  of 
Christmas  is  with  us  every  day 
—  the  fact  that  God  so  loves 
the  world  that  He  comes  into  it. 
And  having  come,  He  does  not 
go  away. 

This  is  what  Christmas  means 
to  Christians.  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
a  first  century  man  who  lived  in 
Palestine,  was  nevertheless, 
“God  of  God  .  .  .  who  for  us  men 
and  for  our  salvation  .  .  .  was 
made  man.” 

This  is  what  God  did  in 
Christ.  When  He  came,  it  was 
not  to  inaugurate  an  annual  cel¬ 
ebration  when  good-will  and  a 
spirit  of  generosity  might  a- 
bound  for  a  time.  God  came  into 
the  world  to  lead  us  out  of  our 
frustration  and  helplessness  .  .  •

What  about  Santa  Claus? 

As  Advent  gives  way  to  the  glor¬ 
ious  celebration  of  the  Nativity  of 
our  Lord,  Christian  parents  are 
plagued  by  the  eager  questioning  of 
their  little  ones,  “Is  there  a  Santa 
Claus?”  The  Rev.  A.  Elliston  Cole,  j 
retired  priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Indi¬ 
anapolis,  has  written  a  little  bro¬ 
chure  giving  the  Church’s  reply  and 
entitled  “How  to  Tell  Children  there 
is  a  Santa  Claus.” 

Fr.  Cole  writes: 

Actually,  Santa  Claus  once  lived. 
Historically,  he  was  none  other  than 
St.  Nicholas,  Bishop  of  Myra,  who 
died  in  343  A.D.  Our  Santa  Claus  is 
but  an  American  distortion  of  the 
old  Dutch  name,  Sant  Niklass,  which 
meant  St.  Nicholas.  This'  goodly  man 
was  and  is  the  Patron  Saint  of  Chil¬ 
dren.  He  was  born  in  Patara,  not  far 
from  the  port  of  Myra  on  the  shore 
of  the  Mediterranean,  directly  north 
of  Syria  and  the  Holy  Land.  Many 
lovely  tales  are  told  of  this  saintly 
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bishop  and  from  them  have  evolved 
the  custom  of  hanging  up  the  Christ¬ 
mas  stocking,  the  giving  of  gifts  at 
this  season  and  other  joyous  prac¬ 
tices.  His  red  bishop’s  robe  and  his 
white  beard  are  naturally  copied  by 
those  who  imitate  him  at  Christmas 
time.  St.  Nicholas  is  remembered  in 
the  Church  calendar  on  December  6. 

Now  with  this  historical  back¬ 
ground,  what  must  we  tell  children 
about  the  present  day  Santa  Claus, 
when  they  see  the  numerous  men 
dressed  as  Santa  and  inquire  as  to 
which  is  which?  Let  us  be  truthful 
and  say  that  these  men  are  dressed 
as  to  represent  Santa,  as  an  actor  in 
a  play  may  represent  another  person. 
Just  as  a  young  girl  may  act  the 
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part  of  the  Virgin  Mary  in  the 
Christmas  play,  or  a  doll  is  used  to 
represent  the  Christ  Child  in  a  Nati¬ 
vity  story,  so  do  many  fathers  and 
others  dress  in  the  traditional  garb 
of  Santa  to  represent  him  at  this  joy¬ 
ous  season. 

We  can  also  tell  them  that  the 
good  St.  Nicholas,  when  he  lived,  was 
most  kind  and  generous  to  children, 
that  he  distributed  to  them  candy 
and  toys  and  other  things  that  de¬ 
lighted  the  hearts  of  the  little  ones. 
His  spirit  of  generosity  and  love  to¬ 
wards  others  has  come  down  to  us 
as  a  great  example  of  devotion  to 
Christ,  and  we  emulate  his  deeds 
when  we  observe  the  birthday  of 
Jesus. 

The  child  can  be  taught  these 
truths  and  as  he  matures  there  is 
nothing  to  undo,  no  shock  to  over¬ 
come,  no  misrepresentation  to  clear 
up.  He  will  know  from  the  very  be¬ 
ginning  that  Santa  (St.  Nicholas) 
actually  lived  on  earth  and  helped 
teach  God’s  Law  to  be  kind  and  good 
and  loving.  And  we  are  thankful  for 
all  he  did  to  make  us  more  aware  of 
our  duty  to  our  fellowmen.

Women  of  the  Church  in  Action 


Relevance  of  Women’s 
Work  Subject  of  Talk 

Deanery  workshops  were  held  in 
November  at  St.  Paul's,  Hammond; 
St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Elkhart;  and 
St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo.  In  each  case 
the  day  began  with  a  celebration  of 
the  Holy  Eucharist.  Later  officers 
and  department  chairmen  studied 
their  respective  duties  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  diocesan  officers  and  de¬ 
partment  heads. 

The  Rev.  William  Sheridan  served 
as  chaplain  for  the  meetings.  He 
gave  a  morning  meditation  on  the 
Episcopal  Churchwomen’s  theme  for 
the  next  triennium,  “Even  So  Send 
I  You.”  In  the  afternoon  he  spoke 
on  the  subject  “Is  Women’s  Work 
Relevant  to  Our  Christian  Ministry?” 

In  the  meditation,  Fr.  Sheridan  as¬ 
sessed  the  fears  that  assail  modern 
man:  fear  of  Marxist  Communism, 
war,  change,  death,  life  and  many 
nameless  personal  things.  He  pointed 
out  that  fear  makes  it  seem  that  this 
life  is  all  there  is.  Even  the  Disciples 
feared  but  they  did  not  then  know 
what  we  Christians  know  now:  that 
our  Lord  would  triumph. 

Must  Prepare  for  Death 

“We  must  be  reconciled  with  our 
coming  death,”  said  Fr.  Sheridan. 
“We  have  no  continuing  city  here, 
and  we  must  stop  acting  as  though 
he  did.”  While  it  is  true  that  we 
have  solemn  responsibilities  to  this 
life  of  the  highest  demands,  we  do 
well  to  remember  that  “we  come 
from  God,  we  belong  to  God  and  we 
are  swiftly  going  back  to  God.” 


Diocesan  Churchivomen 
at  Annual  Gathering

George  Myers,  St.  James,  Goshen, 
vice-president;  and  Mrs.  Orville  Ni¬ 
chols,  St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte,  recording 
secretary.  Mrs.  Eugene  Furry  of  St. 
Thomas’,  Plymouth,  was  elected 
treasurer,  succeeding  Mrs.  B.  B. 
Bouton,  who  retired. 

Bishop  Mallett  explained  resolu¬ 
tions  adopted  by  the  recent  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Diocese  on  the  admission 
of  two  new  parishes  and  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  new  missions  at  Monticello, 
Rensselaer  and  Butler  and  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  $200,000  diocesan  revolving 
fund. 

The  Very  Rev.  Robert  Royster  of 
the  Cathedral  clarified  the  issues  of 
the  recent  General  Convention  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  in  Detroit  and  ex¬ 
plained  the  actions  taken  by  the 
convention.

Ground  For  Long-Awaited  New  Building 


St.  Christopher’s, 

Crown  Point,  will 
;soon  occupy  the 
new  building 
shown  in  an  archi¬ 
tect’s  drawing  at 
right. 

Ground-breaking 
ceremonies  for  the 
$50,000  building 
were  held  in  De¬ 
cember. 

The  first  stage 
of  the  building 
plan  calls  for  completion  of  exterior 
and  undercroft  as  a  temporary 
measure  to  serve  the  mission’s  need. 

Completion  of  the  main  floor,  in¬ 
cluding  a  nave  that  will  seat  250, 
sanctuary,  sacristy  and  office  will  be 
included  in  the  second  stage. 

The  third  stage  envisions  division 
of  the  undercroft  into  10  church 


school  rooms,  kitchen  facilities  and  a 
hall  for  parish  activities. 

The  building  is  under  construction 
on  a  nine-acre  site  on  the  Youche 
Country  Club  Road  south  of  Crown 
Point. 

According  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Ray, 
vicar,  St.  Christopher’s  has  grown  to 
90  families,  a  considerable  advance 
in  its  three  years  of  life.  Having  a 
building  of  its  own  has  been  a  goal 
of  the  mission  since  its  inception. 
The  congregation  has  been  renting 
a  denominational  church  for  services 
during  the  entire  period.

THE  RETREAT:  A  TOOL  TO  BE  USED 

. 

The  laity  of  the  Episcopal  Church  are  missing  a  good  bet  in  not  using 
retreats  more  than  they  do.  Many  dioceses  such  as  our  own  are  handicapped 
in  not  having  their  own  retreat  houses.  However,  this  is  the  age  of  the  auto¬ 
mobile,  and  the  layman  generally  finds  it  possible  to  drive  considerable  dis¬ 
tances  to  do  the  things  he  is  really  conerned  about:  fishing  and  hunting,  tak¬ 
ing  in  a  musical  comedy,  or  attending  some  kind  of  convention.  We  are 
blessed  in  Northern  Indiana  in  having  two  retreat  centers  within  motoring 
distance:  DeKoven  Foundation,  Racine,  Wis.,  operated  by  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Mary,  and  St.  Gregory’s  Priory  of  the  Benedictine  monks  at  Three  Rivers, 
Michigan. 

No  matter  what  kind  of  impressive  statistics  are  piled  up  about  numbers 
in  the  congregations  and  new  building  programs  and  multitudinous  parochial 
organizations  for  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  people,  the  fact  is  that  the 
Church’s  real  witness  depends  upon  the  spirituality  of  her  children.  Without 
any  real  spiritual  muscle,  we  are  ill  prepared  to  meet  the  demands  that 
Christ  is  laying  upon  us  in  the  twentieth  century. 

To  too  many  of  our  people  the  retreat  is  still  a  mysterious  work  of  super¬ 
erogation,  a  good  thing,  no  doubt,  for  the  especially  pious  man  or  woman  but 
not  really  to  be  considered  seriously  by  the  man-in-the-pew.  The  tragedy  of 
this  attitude  is  that  it  leads  many  never  to  consider  the  real  spiritual  op¬ 
portunities  of  a  retreat.  One  of  the  positive  contributions  of  the  reclamation 
of  Anglicanism’s  Catholic  heritage  in  the  last  century  was  a  strong  emphasis 
on  the  retreat  for  priests  and  laity  alike  as  a  source  of  spiritual  strength. 

Our  Lord  Himself  found  it  necessary  to  draw  apart  from  time  to  time 
in  retreat  for  rest  and  prayer.  This  withdrawal  was  not  a  permanent  move 
into  a  secluded  hermit  state  but  rather  for  the  purpose  of  “recharging  the 
spiritual  batteries”.  After  a  retreat,  a  Christian  should  come  back  to  his 
ministry  to  the  world  with  a  keener  zeal,  a  fresher  mind,  a  more  serene  con¬ 
viction  of  the  great  power  that  God  will  place  at  his  disposal  for  the  tasks 
at  hand. 

God  can  also  use  the  retreat  for  strengthening  the  quest  for  visible  unity 
which  is  now  absorbing  the  various  branches  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church. 
An  example  of  this  was  a  retreat  sponsored  by  the  National  Roman  Catholic 
Retreat  Movement  in  September  at  Marydale  Retreat  House,  Erlanger,  Ky., 
for  35  Christian  clergymen,  10  of  them  Episcopal  priests.  The  Very  Rev. 
John  H.  Scambler,  a  Diocese  of  Chicago  priest,  wrote  of  his  experiences  in 
the  November  issue  of  Chicago’s  Advance. 


Fr.  Scambler  wrote  that  the  Most  Rev.  John  J.  Wright,  Roman  Catholic 
Bishop  of  Pittsburgh,  was  the  retreat  conductor.  A  conference  was  also  held, 
Bishop  Wright  saying,  “Reverend  Brethren,  I  have  you  here  to  pick  your 
brains.”  This  was  an  indication  that  this  Roman  prelate  was  not  only  anx¬ 
ious  to  share  the  many  fruits  of  long  Roman  Catholic  experience  with  re¬ 
treats  but  also  to  learn  from  other  Christian  traditions.  Fr.  Scambler  wrote: 
“The  Bishop  was  curious  about  every  detail  of  the  lay  retreat  movement  as 
it  has  developed  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  we  were  asked  to  share  our 
experiences  in  the  conduct  of  lay  retreats  with  the  group.”  The  whole  ven¬ 
ture  was  testimony  to  a  real  concern  for  a  genuine  pooling  of  the  riches  of 
Christian  spirituality. 

It’s  possible  for  one  to  make  a  solitary  retreat  for  the  purpose  of  silence, 
meditation,  and  examination  of  soul.  However,  for  most  people  it  is  advis¬ 
able  to  go  on  an  organized  retreat  under  the  guidance  of  a  wise  and  well 
learned  retreat  conductor.  Because  of  the  many  demands  that  life  places 
upon  our  time,  we  are  all  too  prone  to  excuse  ourselves  from  retreats  by 
saying  that  we  are  too  busy.  However,  first  things  must  get  priority,  and  the 
strengthening  of  one’s  life  with  God  is  a  first  thing.  To  begrudge  the  time 
spent  in  this  way  is  like  the  farmer  who  thought  he  would  save  money  by 
feeding  his  horse  sawdust  instead  of  hay.  He  did  save  money.  But  the  horse 
died ! 

A  parish  layman’s  group,  one  of  the  women’s  groups,  the  altar  guild, 
even  the  youth  group  could  serve  as  a  nucleus  for  a  retreat.  The  parish 
priest  would  certainly  be  more  than  glad  to  provide  all  the  information  and 
counsel  needed  in  planning  a  retreat.

Dedicate  New  Caribbean 
Theological  Seminary 

The  New  Year  began  with  a  signif¬ 
icant  event  in  Episcopal  Church  life, 
the  dedication  of  the  new  Episcopal 
Seminary  of  the  Caribbean  in  Jan¬ 
uary. 

Built  in  1961  at  Carolina,  Puerto 
Rico,  to  serve  all  Episcopal  districts 
of  the  Caribbean  area,  the  Church’s 
newest  school  of  theology  has  been  in 
operation  since  September.  The  Most 
Rev.  Arthur  Lichtenberger,  Presi¬ 
ding  Bishop,  dedicated  the  seminary 
and  officially  installed  the  dean  and 
faculty. 


Fifteen  students  for  the  priesthood 
are  now  enrolled.  Plans  call  for  ac¬ 
comodating  75  to  100  students  in  the 
future.  The  students  come  from  the 
Missionary  Districts  of  Central  Amer¬ 
ica,  the  Dominican  Republic,  Haiti, 
Panama,  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin 
Islands.

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THE  SACRAMENTS:  HOLY  EUCHARIST 


“The  Beacon”  presents  the  fifth  of 
a  series  of  articles  on  the  seven  Sac¬ 
raments  in  the  interest  of  a  better 
informed  Lay  Apostolate.

Several  aspects  of  the  Holy  Eucharist 
will  be  considered  in  forthcoming 
articles.

We  are  familiar  with  the  Bible’s 
opening  episodes:  the  Genesis  story 
of  creation,  Adam  and  Eve,  and  the 
whole  point  of  that  story,  the  sin  of 
Adam  or  the  Fall  of  Man.  But  where 
does  this  fit  into  our  Christian  living? 
What  does  this  story  have  to  do  with 
the  Hoosier  Episcopalian  in  1962? 

After  Adam  was  expelled  from  the 
Garden  of  Eden,  God  did  not  merely 
leave  him  to  his  own  devices,  but 
made  a  great  promise.  The  Bible  re¬ 
cords  that  promise  in  these  words 
spoken  by  God  to  the  devil:  “I  will 
put  enmity  between  thee  and  the 
woman  and  between  thy  seed  and  her 
seed;  it  shall  bruise  thy  head;  and 
thou  shalt  bruise  his  heel.”  This  is 
God’s  guarantee  that  the  loss  of  our 
created  relationship  with  Him  will  be 
restored,  that  the  power  of  the  devil 
will  be  broken,  that  we  shall  once 
again  be  given  the  means  of  entering 
into  everlasting  life,  the  fulness  of 
the  presence  of  God. 

Israel  Awaited  Messiah 

This  promised  seed,  then,  was  the 
hope  of  the  people  of  Israel  and  the 
basis  of  the  true  religion  of  the  Jews 
in  the  Old  Testament.  The  whole  of 
the  Old  Testament  writings  looked 
for  the  coming  of  that  promise  who 
was  the  Messiah.  The  Hebrews  thus 


became  Christians  by  anticipation; 
they  believed  in  Christ  as  the  prom¬ 
ise  to  come. 


In  the  Incarnation,  the  coming  into 
flesh  by  God  by  means  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin  Mary,  the  seed  of  the  woman 
was  revealed  and  the  promise  ful¬ 
filled.  The  Second  Eve  had  brought 
forth  the  Second  Adam  whose  death 
on  the  cross  restored  to  us  that  lost 
relationship  with  the  Father.  Christ’s 
life  and  especially  His  death  was  the 
true  and  necessary  sacrifice  on  the 
part  of  the  human  race  (Christ  was 
truly  man)  which  was  acceptable  to 
God.  And  our  acceptance  by  God  is 
only  virtue  of  our  incorporation  into 

Christ  and  His 
perfect  offering. 
By  the  Sacrament 
of  Holy  Baptism 
we  were  given 
membership  in 
Him,  in  His  Mys¬ 
tical  Body  which 
is  the  Catholic  Church,  and  in  that 
glorious  Body  we  are  being  eternally 
offered  by  Christ  and  with  Christ  and 
in  Christ,  and  this  means  through 
the  Church  which  is  Christ’s  Body. 


We  think  of  the  Atonement  as  the 
priestly  (a  priest  is  one  who  offers 
sacrifice)  Christ  pleading  eternally 
the  merits  of  His  most  precious 
death  and  passion  before  the  throne 
of  God  the  Father.  And  this  plead¬ 
ing  voice  of  our  Lord  is  essentially 
what  we  call  LITURGY.  Liturgy  is 
the  voice  of  Christ  praying  for  us 
men  and  for  our  salvation.  When  we 
speak  of  liturgical  prayer,  we  mean 
that  official  prayer  of  the  Church 
which  is,  in  fact,  a  participation  in 
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the  voice  of  Christ.  Far  more  than 
simply  an  orderly  way  of  making  our 
devotions  (as  Stations  of  the  Cross 
are),  liturgy  is  our  joining  with  the 
prayer  of  Christ  because  we  have  no 
prayer  beyond  that.  The  liturgy  of 
the  Church  is  what  Christ  has  to  say 
to  God  and  not  merely  what  we  wish 
to  plead. 

The  Mass,  then,  is  a  real  and  act¬ 
ual  participation  in  the  constant 
pleading  of  the  merits  of  Calvary. 
The  sacrifice  of  Jesus  Christ  in  time 
is  everlasting  in  the  presence  of  God, 
and  each  time  we  assist  with  the 
priest  on  earth  (who  shares  in  our 
Lord’s  priestly  ministry)  in  offering 
the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  we 
are  in  truth  exercising  our  Christian 
life  to  its  fullest  extent.  “Doing  the 
Eucharist”  is  indeed  the  most  Christ¬ 
ian  thing  we  do  week  by  week  and 
this  is  why  Holy  Church  has  obliged 
us  to  the  great  privilege  of  being 
part  of  the  people  of  God  pleading  the 
sacrifice  every  Lord’s  Day. 

The  Eucharist  is  our  offering  to 
God  of  the  sacrifice  of  the  Son.

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Christian  Education  Adviser  Describes  Her 
Visit  to  Virgin  Island  Missionary  Station 


Your  youngsters  may  help  to  build  an  Episcopal  high  school  here!  This  is  the 
probable  site  of  a  secondary  school  in  St.  Thomas,  Virgin  Islands,  to  be  built  from 
Children’s  Lenten  Mite  Box  offerings  this  year. 


Returning  to  the  scene  of  her  ed¬ 
ucational  labors  from  1944  to  1952, 
Mary  Frances  Bemont,  diocesan  ad¬ 
viser  in  Christian  education,  visited 
All  Saints  Parish,  St.  Thomas,  Virgin 
Islands,  in  December.  The  Children’s 
Lenten  Missionary  Offering  will  in 
part  be  directed  this  year  to  building 
a  high  school  for  the  parish.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  article  was  written  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  “The  Beacon”  by  Miss  Be¬ 
mont. 

A  tiny  island  about  12  miles  long 
and  two  miles  wide  (26  square  miles) 
set  in  the  beautiful  blue  of  the  Carib¬ 
bean,  where  the  sunshine  and  trade 
winds  make  for  ideal  weather  and 
where  17,000  people  live  —  this  is 
St.  Thomas,  one  of  the  American 
Virgin  Islands. 


The  Virgin  Islands  are  about  2,500 
miles  southeast  of  Northern  Indiana. 
North  of  them  is  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
and  on  the  south  the  Caribbean  Sea. 
They  were  discovered  by  Columbus 
on  his  second  voyage  to  the  New 
World,  and  at  that  time  were  in¬ 
habited  by  Carib  Indians. 

The  islands  were  the  center  of  the 
18th  century  slave  trade  used  for 
refueling  ships  bringing  slaves  from 
Africa  to  America.  The  islands  have 
at  various  times  been  possessions  of 


Spain,  England,  France  and  Den¬ 
mark,  from  which  country  they  were 
purchased  by  the  United  States  in 
1917  for  $25  million. 

The  people  of  St.  Thomas  love  the 
awesome  panorama  of  Magen’s  Bay 
(one  of  the  finest  bathing  beaches  in 
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Miss  Bemont  was  the  first  principal  of  this  elementary  school  adjacent  to  All 
Saints  Parish.  This  parochial  school  was  built  in  1950  from  United  Thank  Offering 
funds.  Soon  a  child  will  be  able  to  go  from  kindergarten  through  high  school) 
receiving  both  academic  and  religious  education. 


the  world),  the  little  islands  to  the 
east  and  the  necklace  of  American 
and  British  Virgins  jutting  green  out 
of  the  sparkling  turquoise  waters ; 
they  love  the  twinkling  lights  of 
Charlotte  Amalie  (pronounced  Char¬ 
lotte  Amalya),  the  only  town  on  the 
island  and  named  for  a  Danish  queen ; 
they  love  the  beautiful  harbor  with 
the  coming  and  going  of  the  shipping 
and  the  picturesque  pastel  houses  of 
the  town  rising  from  the  main  street 
(still  carrying  the  name  of  Dronni- 
gens  Gade  and  still  strongly  Danish 
in  flavor)  up  into  the  steep  hills  sur¬ 
rounding  the  harbor.  The  island’s 
history  is  more  colorful  because  it 
was  once  the  home  of  Bluebeard  and 
Blackbeard,  whose  castles  are  still 
standing,  and  Captain  Kidd,  Tempest 
Rogers  and  Henry  Morgan. 

On  St.  Thomas  there  are  about 
4,500  baptized  Episcopalians  minis¬ 
tered  to  by  the  staff  of  All  Saints 
Church  and  its  parochial  mission,  St. 
Andrew’s.  All  Saints  was  built  in 
1848  as  a  thank  offering  to  God  for 
the  emancipation  of  the  slaves  which 
i  took  place  in  that  year. 


The  stone  of  the  church  was  quar¬ 
ried  from  the  hills  of  St.  Thomas; 
the  bricks  used  for  trim  were  brought

over  from  Denmark  as  ballast  in  a 
ship,  were  unloaded  on  the  dock  and 
passed  hand  by  hand  up  the  hill  to 
the  church  site  by  willing  men  and 
boys. 

As  All  Saints  was  built  in  a  year 
of  great  drought  on  the  island,  and 
water  is  always  a  precious  commo¬ 
dity  in  St.  Thomas,  the  mortar  was 
mixed  with  molasses. 


St.  Andrew’s  is  a  comparatively 
new  building  in  the  outskirts  to  care 
for  the  growing  congregation.  The 
parishioners  are  all  English-speak¬ 
ing,  predominantly  Negro  and  deeply 
religious. 

In  1950  through  an  appropriation 
from  the  United  Thank  Offering,  a 
new  parochial  school  was  built  to 
contribute  to  the  community  by  re-

at  St.  John’s,  Elkhart 

With  the  recent  installation  of  the 
new  Feddersen  Memorial  window  in 
the  church,  St.  John  the  Evangelist, 
Elkhart,  is  preparing  to  replace  the 
remaining  two  double  lancet  nave 
windows  in  the  east  wall  to  include 
“The  Triumphal  Entry  of  Our  Lord 
into  Jerusalem”,  “The  Last  Supper”,

It  is  hoped  that  the  next  double  lan¬ 
cet  window  will  be  in  by  Easter. 


lieving  some  of  the  strain  on  the 
I  overcrowded  public  schools  of  Char¬ 
lotte  Amalie,  and  its  chief  function 
was  to  teach  young  students  and 
their  parents  about  the  Christian 
faith.

Publish  Church  Music 
Report  for  Parishes 

The  Joint  Commission  on  Church 
Music  of  the  Episcopal  Church  is  rec¬ 
ommending  that  each  parish  get  a 
copy  of  the  “Report  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  to  the  General  Convention”  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  H.  W.  Gray  Co.,  159  E. 
48th  St.,  New  York  17,  N.  Y.  (75c). 
It  is  the  latest  effort  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  to  restore  the  music  of  our 
branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  to  its 
rightful  position  as  the  handmaid  of 
religion. 

As  the  last  publication  of  this 
character  was  printed  some  40  years 
ago,  the  Commission  believes  thalt 
the  present  work  will  answer  many 
questions  and  give  recommended 


authority  to  cover  problems.  A  seri¬ 
ous  study  is  recommended  to  all 
clergy  and  their  music  departments. 

The  Gray  Co.  is  also  publishing 
revisions  of  Anthems  and  Service 
Music,  Music  for  Church  Weddings 
and  Music  for  Church  Funerals.

Virgin  Islands  and  Christian  Stewardship 
Will  Be  Subjects  of  Lenten  Study  Program 


Mission  study  in  the  Church  School 
Lenten  Mite  Box  Program  for  1962 
will  continue  its  focus  on  this  hem¬ 
isphere,  particularly  with  respect  to 
the  Virgin  Islands  (see  page  6)  and 
Latin  America,  according  to  the  Rev. 
William  Sheridan,  chairman. 

The  offering  will  be  apportioned  to 
building  a  high  school  in  St.  Thomas, 
Virgin  Islands,  and  for  advance  work 
in  this  country. 

Materials  being  distributed  by  the 
national  Council  of  the  Church  will  lay 
stress  on  teaching  Christian  steward¬ 
ship  to  both  youngsters  and  adults 
during  Lent.  “Giving  Is  Growing”  is 
the  theme  of  this  teaching  emphasis, 
and  many  attractive  materials  are 
available  to  supplement  the  parish 
educational  program. 

Great  stress  has  for  many  years 
been  laid  on  the  offering  in  this 
Diocese.  In  1959,  the  offering  was 
$5,815.24;  in  1960,  it  was  $6,143.22; 
and  last  year  it  totaled  $5,593.28, 
a  $1.96  per  capita  offering.

Children  can  be  carefully  nurtured 
in  giving  as  a  fundamental  Christ¬ 
ian  responsibility  and  as  a  way  of 
expressing  gratitude  for  God’s  many 
gifts  in  the  giving  of  a  portion  of 
these  back  to  His  service  in  the  form 
of  money,  time  and  talents.  Projects 
will  again  be  undertaken.

Caster  Message,  1 962 

“Christ  the  Lord  is  risen  today.” 

This  is  the  good  news  of  Easter.  At  Christmas 
the  encouraging  word  of  the  Gospel  is  that  the 
Saviour  has  come  into  the  world;  the  glorious  news 
of  Easter  is  that  He  is  here  to  stay. 

If  that  sounds  strange  to  you,  think  a  moment. 
Those  who  put  Jesus  to  death  thought  they  were 
getting  rid  of  Him  in  this  world.  It  did  not  matter 
to  them  if  He  lived  on  elsewhere;  they  wanted  to 
put  an  end  to  His  power  and  influence  here. 

But  did  the  crucifixion  do  that?  Our  Lord  was 
crucified  and  buried,  yes;  but  on  the  third  day  He 
rose  from  the  dead.  He  is  not  a  dead  prophet  but 
the  Living  Lord.  He  is  not  a  figure  out  of  the  past 
whose  teachings  still  inspire  us;  He  is  the  Risen 
Lord  who  enables  us  to  overcome  sin  and  death 
and  to  triumph  with  Him. 

This  is  the  source  of  our  Easter  joy.  The  word 
of  Easter  is  this: 

There  is  a  way  to  find  meaning  in  the  scattered  details  of 
our  lives. 

There  is  a  way  through  fear  to  faith. 

There  is  a  way  to  use  suffering  and  sorrow  for  good. 
There  is  a  way  to  learn  that  despite  the  appalling  waste  of 
human  life,  nothing  born  of  love,  nothing  good,  is  ever 
wasted. 

There  is  a  way  to  die  daily  to  sin. 

There  is  a  way  to  “so  pass  through  things  temporal,  that  we 
finally  lose  not  the  things  eternal.” 

That  way  is  to  believe  in  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son 
of  the  living  God,  to  worship  Him,  obey  Him  and 
serve  Him  as  Lord  and  Saviour.  When  we  choose 
that  way  and  enter  it,  then  are  we  risen  with  Christ.

On  the  afternoon  of  Sunday, 
March  25,  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James 
was  thronged  to  the  doors  for  the 
Confirmation  of  more  than  80  candi¬ 
dates.

This  group  Confirmation  brought 
me  up  to  date  with  the  engagements 
that  I  missed  when  I  was  ill,  and 
I  am  now  holding  to  my  regular  full 
schedule.

Furniture  —  The  school  requires 
50  more  desks  for  1963.  The  cost  is 
about  $1,500.  Could  you  contribute  a 
desk  for  a  child? 

Miscellaneous  —  Also  the  school 
needs  new  or  used  sets  of  encycloped¬ 
ias,  dustless  chalk,  blackboard  era¬ 
sers,  paper  of  all  kinds  and  pencils.

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Historic  Courtesy  Call 
on  Pope  Described  by 
Bishop  Lichtenberger 

Asked  to  tell  National  Council 
members  at  a  recent  meeting  about 
his  November  15  courtesy  call  upon 
Pope  John  XXIII  in  Rome,  the  Most 
Rev.  Arthur  Lichtenberger,  Presid¬ 
ing  Bishop,  described  briefly  the  visit 
that  followed  his  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Eucharist  that  morning  in  St. 
Paul’s  Episcopal  Church  in  Rome. 

“The  Pope  stood  as  I  entered,  took 
both  my  hands,  and  said,  ‘Bravo, 
bravo!’  ”  said  Bishop  Lichtenberger. 

“We  talked  about  40  minutes 
through  an  interpreter.  It  was  by  no 
means  a  monologue  on  his  part.  He 
asked  me  many  questions,  and  I 
asked  him  questions.  We  talked  of 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  meet¬ 
ing  to  which  I  was  going  in  New 
Delhi  and  of  the  Vatican  Council. 

“I  wore  a  purple  cassock  and  a 
pectoral  cross,”  he  mentioned,  telling 
also  of  his  subsequent  introduction 
to  the  Pope  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Lauriston 
L.  Scaife,  Bishop  of  Western  New 
York,  and  Clifford  P.  Morehouse, 
president  of  the  Episcopal  House  of 
Deputies. 

Presents  Prayer  Book  to  Pope 

Bishop  Lichtenberger  told  of  pre¬ 
senting  the  Pope  a  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  and  a  piece  of  American  crys¬ 
tal  (a  star  paperweight  on  which  was 
inscribed  the  Tennyson  line:  “More 
things  are  wrought  by  prayer  than 
this  world  dreams  of”). 

“I  was  deeply  impressed,”  he  said 
of  Pope  John,  “by  his  openness,  his 
simpleness,  his  humanity.  I  felt  a 
great  lift  after  having  been  in  his 
presence,  because  he  was  such  an 
outgoing,  friendly  person.”

The  Howe  Conference  for  Young 
People  will  take  place  June  17  to  22, 
according  to  a  recent  announcement 
of  the  Bishop  and  the  Department 
of  Christian  Education.  The  Rev. 
Hugh  Edsall,  diocesan  missioner,  has 
been  appointed  director  of  the  con¬ 
ference  and  will  be  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Robert  Center,  rector  of  Geth- 
semane  Parish,  Marion. 

Those  eligible  to  attend  include 
young  people  who  have  been  gradu¬ 
ated  from  high  school  within  two 
months  of  the  conference,  those  who 
I'  will  enter  high  school  in  the  fall  and 
those  presently  in  high  school.  Cost 
will  be  $20.00  for  each  conference 
member  which  includes  a  $3.00  re¬ 
gistration  fee. 

The  staff  will  consist  of  clergy  and 
lay  people  of  the  Diocese  and  a  sister 
from  the  Order  of  St.  Helena’s,  Ver¬ 
sailles,  Ky.,  house. 

I  The  conference  is  centered  around 
a  daily  schedule  of  sacrament  and 
prayer,  study,  swimming  and  ath¬ 
letics,  group  recreation  and  games.

Bishop  and  Council 
Hear  Recommendations 
for  Expansion  Fund 

Plans  for  administering  the  Dioce¬ 
san  Expansion  Fund  are  beginning  to 
crystallize.  This  was  indicated  by  the 
spadework  done  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  which  reported  to  the  Bishop 
and  Council  March  28. 

The  compaign  for  $200,000  has  al¬ 
ready  been  launched  in  several  par¬ 
ishes  and  missions  and  funds  are  be¬ 
ginning  to  come  in. 

The  Finance  Committee  recom¬ 
mended  that  a  special  foundation  be 
established  for  administering  the 
fund  and  that  it  be  composed  of  nine 
trustees  each  serving  three-year 
terms.  The  trustees  would  be  elected 
by  the  Diocesan  Convention  and 
would  be  eligible  to  succeed  them¬ 
selves  for  one  term  after  which  a 
year  would  have  to  elapse  before  they 
would  again  be  eligible. 

Loans  would  be  made  from  the 
corpus  of  the  fund,  and  grants,  if 
made,  would  be  made  from  interest 
accumulation  only. 

To  Establish  Criteria 

Loans  would  be  made  on  the  basis 
of  criteria  established  by  the  trust¬ 
ees,  and  the  interest  charged  would 
be  based  on  the  going  rate  of  com¬ 
mercial  concerns  in  the  particular 
area  that  work  was  to  be  done.  In 
addition  to  making  direct  loans  to 
congregations,  the  trustees  would 
guarantee  other  loans  made  locally. 

Detailed  proposals  for  further 
study  will  be  given  to  the  Bishop  and 
Council  members  prior  to  their  July 
meeting. 

Exciting  prospects  for  expanding 
the  work  of  the  Diocese  are  envision¬ 
ed  in  this  Diocesan  Expansion  Fund. 
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‘Cool’  Priest  Serves  as  Chaplain  to  Naval 
Personnel  at  Antarctic  Deep  Freeze  Base 


McMurdo  Sound  in  the  Antarctic 
now  has  its  first  Episcopal  priest. 
He  is  the  Rev.  Christopher  B.  Young 
of  Lantana  and  Winter  Park,  Fla., 
and  a  lieutenant,  chaplain  corps,  U.S. 
Naval  Reserve. 

Fr.  Young,  who  was  ordained 
to  the  priesthood  in  1957  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.  William  F.  Moses  at  All  Saints 
Church,  Winter  Park,  Florida,  was 
priest-in-charge  of  St.  Richard’s 
Church  in  May,  1960,  when  he  re¬ 
signed  that  post  to  accept  a  commis¬ 
sion  in  the  Navy’s  chaplain  corps. 

When  one  considers  that  the  Ant- 
artic  at  the  bottom  of  the  globe  is 
larger  than  the  combined  areas  of  the 
United  States  and  Mexico,  he  finds  it 
probable  that  Chaplain  Young  has 
the  largest  parish  in  the  world. 

He  ministers  in  summer  months 
from  September  through  February 
(Antarctic  season)  to  some  1,200 
Navy  men  and  civilian  scientists 
scattered  in  four  major  scientific 
stations  and  two  weather  stations  on 
the  white  continent. 

During  the  austral  summer  his

ness  of  the  long  winter  night,  coupled 
with  bitter  sub-zero  temperatures 
and  howling  winds,  preclude  any 
traveling  between  stations  for  Chap¬ 
lain  Young. 

The  Antarctic  demands  much  of  a 
man,  and  only  those  who  first  volun¬ 
teer  and  then  are  carefully  screened 
physically  and  psychologically  are 
chosen  for  the  ordeal  of  remaining 
for  12  continuous  months.  It  is  not 
so  much  heroism  which  motivates 
the  men  as  it  is  the  desire  to  accom¬ 
plish  something  out  of  the  ordinary 
and  to  take  part  in  an  adventure 
available  to  relatively  few. 

There  are  no  awards  given  to  those 


I 
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who  remain  through  the  winter.  Any¬ 
thing  that  may  be  gained  will  be  felt 
only  by  the  inner  man. 

To  a  priest  the  winter  months  can 
be  a  long-anticipated  time  of  quiet 
with  many  hours  for  meditation, 
prayer  and  study. 

Chaplain  Young  completed  a  four- 
year  enlistment  in  the  Navy  in  1952 
before  he  studied  for  the  priesthood.

He  later  embarked  on  his  theological 
studies  at  the  University  of  the 
South,  Sewanee,  Tenn. 

His  decision  to  become  a  chaplain 
sprang  from  a  dire  need  for  Episcopal 
priests  in  the  military  service.

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Episcopalians  Throughout  World  Taking 
Part  in  Building  New  York  Headquarters 


As  directed  by  the  General  Conven¬ 
tion  in  September,  the  Presiding 
Bishop  has  designated  Sunday,  May 
13,  as  a  special  Sunday  on  which  gifts 
may  be  received  toward  building  the 
new  Episcopal  Church  Center  in  New 
York  City.  For  certain  reasons  some 
parishes  may  choose  to  use  earlier  or 
later  dates,  however.  Special  enve¬ 
lopes  will  be  provided. 

Bishop  Mallett  has  urged  each 
priest  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  to  plan  to  have  his  charge 
take  part  in  the  offering.  Bishop  Mal¬ 
lett  said  that  we  will  “want  to  bear 
witness  to  our  support  of  the  Pre¬ 
siding  Bishop’s  program  in  this  tre¬ 
mendous  adventure  in  raising  the 
money  before  and  not  incurring  a 
debt  to  haunt  us  and  our  children 
for  years.” 

With  $3,000,000  of  the  necessary 
$4,000,000  now  given  or  assured,  the 
May  13  offering  will  give  every  Epis¬ 
copalian  opportunity  to  share  in  the 
new  center  for  the  Church’s  work. 


He  also  has  other  services  during 
the  week  and  counselling  duties.  He 
has  been  assigned  duties  as  billeting 
and  welcome  officer.  This  last  is  a 
very  complicated  task  because  of  the 
almost  constant  flow  of  personnel  in 
and  out  of  the  camp.

Already  under  construction  for  ex¬ 
pected  occupancy  early  in  1963,  the 
12-story  building  will  thus  be  paid 
for  without  resorting  to  a  long-term 
loan  and  high  20-year  interest 
charges,  if  Episcopalians  give  gener¬ 
ously  on  this  special  Sunday. 

Among  the  most  distant  contri¬ 
butors  toward  the  new  administrative 
home  of  the  Church  are  members  of 
nine  congregations  (including  two 
leper  colonies)  in  the  Ryukyu  Islands 
of  the  northern  Pacific.  They  sent  the 
hard-come-by  sum  of  $133.92  with 
“thanksgiving  for  being  able  to  share 
in  the  building  of  our  new  head¬ 
quarters.” 

Memorial  Gifts  Made 

Individuals,  parishes  and  dioceses 
are  contributing  widely  varied 
amounts  for  the  simple  modern  build¬ 
ing  from  which  the  Church’s  world¬ 
wide  work  will  radiate.  Many  are  de¬ 
signating  particular  rooms  or  offices 
as  their  honor  or  memorial  gifts  in 
tribute  to  relatives  or  Church  lead¬ 
ers. 

The  new  building  will  replace 
Church  Missions  House,  in  use  since 
1894  and  regarded  since  1926  as  too 
crowded  for  efficient  operation. 

The  Episcopal  National  Council, 
administrative  arm  of  the  Church 
and  agent  of  the  General  Convention, 
now  has  its  departments  scattered 
expensively  and  inefficiently  in  three 
New  York  City  locations  and  others 
35  miles  away  at  Greenwich,  Conn., 
and  912  miles  away  at  Evanston,  Ill. 
In  the  new  headquarters,  all  depart¬ 
ments  and  related  agencies  wil)  be 
housed  under  one  roof. 
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Church  Builds  Its  House  Upon  A  Rock 


With  placement  of  this  5,800-pound  steel  column,  the  structure  of  the  new 
Episcopal  Church  Center  in  New  York  City  began  to  take  place  this  winter.  A  crawler 
crane  on  the  street  surface  up-ended  the  column,  23  feet  high  and  16  inches  square, 
as  workers  guided  it  into  place.  Thirty-three  such  columns  were  secured  to  the  concrete 
footings  that  go  down  to  bed  rock,  to  support  the  12-story  building. 


The  offering  on  May  13  is  being 
called  “Only  Once  in  Your  Lifetime,” 
because  only  during  one  span  of  life 
will  be  it  necessary  for  such  build¬ 
ing,  and  the  present  headquarters  is 
being  built  with  a  view  to  future  ex¬ 
pansion  as  well  as  present  use. 

An  Episcopal  center  is  needed  be¬ 
cause  we  are  not  an  unorganized,  un¬ 
related  group  of  parishes  and  dio¬ 
ceses,  but  a  part  of  the  Holy  Catholic 
Church  of  our  Lord,  which  has  a 
visible  life  and  organization  and, 
therefore,  we  are  all  part  of  the 
missionary  enterprise  with  which  our 
Lord  charged  His  Church.  The  tasks 
that  confront  the  Church  are  too 
great  to  be  dealt  by  a  small  unit. 


Archbishop  of  Canterbury 
to  Speak  at  Seabury 

The  Most  Rev.  and  Right  Honor¬ 
able  Arthur  Michael  Ramsey,  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Canterbury  and  Primate  of 
All  England,  will  be  in  this  area  in 
October,  when  he  is  scheduled  to  de¬ 
liver  two  lectures  at  Seabury-Western 
Theological  Seminary,  Evanston,  Ill. 

The  Very  Rev.  Charles  Harris, 
dean,  has  announced  that  Archbishop 
Ramsey  will  lecture  in  the  field  of 
ascetical  theology  on  October  19  and 
20.  The  Archbishop  will  also  address 
the  House  of  Bishops  at  its  fall  meet¬ 
ing  in  Columbus,  S.C.  He  was  in  this 
country  last  in  1960. 
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THE  SACRAMENTS:  HOLY  EUCHARIST 


“The  Beacon”  presents  the  sixth 
of  a  series  of  articles  on  the  seven 
Sacraments  in  the  interest  of  a  bet¬ 
ter  informed  Lay  Apostolate.  The 
Rev.  Forrest  B.  Clark,  rector  of  St. 
Andrew’s,  Valparaiso,  wrote  the  ar¬ 
ticle  below.  This  is  the  second  article 
on  the  Holy  Eucharist,  the  first  hav¬ 
ing  dealt  with  the  theology  of  the 
Liturgy  in  general.  Fr.  Clark  treats 
of  that  part  of  the  Mass  referred  to 
as  the  Mass  of  the  Catechumens  or 
Ante-Communion.  — Editor 

The  Amen  that  answers  the  Prayer 
for  the  Whole  State  of  Christ’s 
Church  on  Sunday  morning  comes  in 
the  center  of  the  Liturgy,  or  “work 
of  worship”  of  the  gathered  Church. 

There  are  two  parts  to  our  wor¬ 
ship,  one  before  that  Amen,  and  one 
after  it.  These  two  parts  were  put 
together  by  decision  of  the  very  early 
Church  before  the  first  century  was 
closed. 

The  part  of  worship  after  the 
Prayer  for  the  Church  is  called  the 
Eucharist ;  the  part  before  that  pray¬ 
er’s  Amen  is  called  the  Synaxis  or 
the  Mass  of  the  Catechumens.  Both 
Eucharist  and  Synaxis  are  Greek 
words.  In  the  very  first  days  of  the 
Church’s  history,  the  parts  of  the 
service  represented  by  each  were  not 
done  at  the  same  time. 

Eucharist  Is  Sacrificial 

The  Eucharist  part  of  our  service 
is  the  memorial  representation  of 
Christ’s  sacrifice,  the  table  of  the 
Bread  of  Life  and  the  Cup  of  Sal¬ 
vation.  Once  the  Eucharist  was  done 
at  night,  along  with  a  normal  sup¬ 
per,  just  as  the  Lord  did  it  on  Maun¬ 
dy  Thursday.  In  I  Corinthians  11 


St.  Paul  writes  on  the  matter  to  the 
Church  in  Corinth  regulating  its 
customs. 

To  understand  the  origin  of  the 
Synaxis,  the  first  part  of  our  wor¬ 
ship,  one  has  to  remind  oneself  of 
the  significance  of  the  words  at  the 
beginning  of  the  story  of  the  lame 
man’s  healing  at  the  Beautiful  Gate. 
After  Penecost  the  Christians  “con¬ 
tinued  daily  with  one  accord  in  the 
Temple  ...”  Acts  3  tells  us,  “Now 
Peter  and  John  went  up  together 
into  the  Temple  at  the  hour  of  prayer, 
being  the  ninth  hour.” 

In  other  words,  the  earliest  Christ¬ 
ians  continued 
the  Jewish  prac¬ 
tice  of  daily 
prayer,  both  in 
the  Temple  and 
in  local  synago¬ 
gues.  They  gath¬ 
ered  separately 
for  their  Eu¬ 
charist. 

When  the)  Temple  was  destroyed 
by  the  Roman  army  in  70  A.D., 
Christians  fled  Jerusalem.  Contact 
with  Jewish  worship  was  lost,  and 
soon  the  great  majority  of  Christians 
were  Gentiles. 

During  the  course  of  the  first  cen¬ 
tury,  the  Eucharist  came  to  be  cele¬ 
brated  in  the  morning,  and  the  Syn¬ 
axis  became  attached  to  it.  By  150 
A.D.  this  was  the  usual  practice;  by 
the  fourth  century  men  had  forgot¬ 
ten  any  other. 

Even  though  they  no  longer  met 
separately  for  the  Eucharist,  early 
Christians  still  regarded  the  Eucha¬ 
rist  as  worship  not  to  be  shared  with 
outsiders.  The  Synaxis  rapidly  be¬ 


ll 


came  a  teaching  service  as  well  as  a 
service  of  lessons  and  prayers.  It 
came  to  be  called  the  “Mass  of  the 
Catechumens”  or  learners.  After  it 
the  unbaptized  were  bidden  to  de¬ 
part. 

The  Synaxis  comes  directly  from 
the  Jewish  synagogue,  both  in  source 
and  form.  It  revolves  around  a  book 
and  is  made  up  of  prayers,  psalms, 
Scripture  readings,  sermon  and  the 
collected  prayers  we  know  as  the 
“Prayer  for  the  Whole  State  of 
Christ’s  Church.”  The  Synaxis  has 
continued  as  part  of  Christian  wor¬ 
ship  by  the  initiative  of  the  Church 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  The  Holy  Eucharist  revolves 
around  bread  and  wine,  and  is  an 
action  of  praise  and  thanksgiving 
done  in  obedience  to  the  direct  com¬ 
mand  of  the  Lord  of  the  Church, 
“Do  this.” 

As  the  life  of  the  Church  went  on, 
the  Church’s  calendar  grew,  with  its 
center  at  Easter,  and  became  en¬ 
shrined  in  the  Synaxis  itself.  Prayers 
and  lessons  have  been  chosen  during 
much  of  the  year  to  commemorate 
and  teach  the  life  and  mighty  acts 
of  the  Messiah,  whose  earthly  history 
is  traced  repeatedly  by  the  faithful 
in  the  Christian  year. 

Former  Marion  Rector 
Dies  in  Portland,  Me. 

The  Rev.  Canon  Ernest  A.  Pressey, 
who  was  one  of  the  early  rectors  of 
Gethsemane  Parish,  Marion,  died  re¬ 
cently  in  Portland,  Me.,  at  the  age 
of  97.  He  served  as  rector  in  Marion 
from  1896  to  1898. 

Born  in  England,  Fr.  Pressey 
studied  for  the  priesthood  at  the 
Episcopal  Theological  School,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Mass.  He  was  graduated  in

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Episcopal  Church’s  Unity  Commission  Has 
Exploratory  Talks  with  Protestant  Groups 


Action  taken  by  the  General  Con¬ 
vention  last  October  called  for  the 
Church's  Joint  Commission  on  Ap¬ 
proaches  to  Unity  to  explore  possi¬ 
bilities  of  merger  with  three  denomi¬ 
nations.  Conversations  of  a  rather 
formal  nature  were  held  for  the  first 
time  April  9  and  10  with  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  United  Church  of  Christ 
and  the  Methodist  Church. 

Great  obstacles  will  have  to  be 
hurdled  in  such  exploratory  talks  in¬ 
asmuch  as  the  Episcopal  Church  is 
basically  a  Catholic  Church  with  cer¬ 
tain  Reformed  characteristics  while 
the  other  three  bodies  are  thoroughly 
Protestant  in  views  of  theology,  sa¬ 
craments  and  ministry.

Past  Ecumenical  Ventures 

The  Episcopal  Church  has  a  lengthy 
history  of  ecumenical  overtures  to 
other  Christian  bodies.  Only  a  few 
of  these  have  borne  fruit,  and  they 
have  been  with  other  Catholic  bodies. 
The  obvious  reason  is  that  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  has  never  been  con¬ 
vinced  by  many  who  have  tried  that 
God  wishes  the  Catholic  Faith  either 
sacrified  or  fatally  compromised  for 
a  tenuous  unity  more  apparent  than 
real. 

Dating  from  the  famous  Muhlen¬ 
berg  Memorial  in  1853  to  the  Chica- 
go-Lambeth  Quadrilateral  in  1887  to 
the  bishops’  “Appeal  to  All  Christian 
People”  to  the  Episcopal-Presbyterian 
negotiations  of  1937-1946,  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  has  continued  to  dis¬ 
cuss,  pray  and  work  for  a  unity  based 
not  upon  mere  sentimentality  but 
upon  the  rock  of  Catholic  faith  and 
order.  From  altars  throughout  Ang¬ 
licanism  our  prayers  for  unity  con¬ 
tinue  to  arise  for  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.

The  reason 
for  it  is  that  as  a  second  generation 
priest  in  the  Church,  I  believe  our 
Catholic  heritage  is  best  taught  and 
practiced  when  we  revere  the*  Prayer 
Book  and  accept  it  as  a  Catholic  doc- 
I  ument  for  Episcopalians.  I  have  al¬ 
ways  felt  pity  (though  not  contempt, 

!  God  forbid!)  for  people  who  always 
apologize  for  the  Prayer  Book  and 
!  appear  to  be  somewhat  ashamed  of 
the  Mother  (Church)  who  gave  them 
birth !  I  also  pity  people  who  “go 
back  on  their  raising.”  If  they  do  not 
follow  Church  teaching,  what  do  they 
I  follow? 

Refers  to  Bequests 

This  letter,  therefore,  calls  your 
attention  to  the  fine  print  on  page 
I  320  at  the  end  of  the  Office  for  the 
t  Visitation  of  the  Sick. 

“The  Minister  is  ordered,  from 
time  to  time,  to  advise  the  People, 
whilst  they  are  in  health,  to  make 
Wills  arranging  for  the  disposal  of 
their  temporal  goods,  and,  when  of 
ability,  to  leave  Bequests  for  religious 
|  and  charitable  uses.” 

Let  me  commend  this  subject  to 
you,  noting  that  the  clergy  are  “or¬ 
dered”  to  present  it.  I  am  doing  my 
job  properly  so  to  do.  The  rubric  sug- 
I  gests  an  opportunity  that  each  of  us 


has,  and  one  that  many  need.  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne,  the  Cathedral 
and  Gethsemane,  Marion,  have  re¬ 
cently  had  bequests  left  them. 

We  should  think  seriously  of  that 
great  day  when  we  shall  be  called 
into  the  next  phase  of  life  eternal, 
and  we  must  never  fall  into  the  fal¬ 
lacy  of  thinking  we  do  not  have 
enough  of  this  world’s  goods  to  leave 
a  share  to  the  Creator’s  cause.  If 
your  means  are  limited,  it  is  all  the 
more  reason  why  they  should  be  as¬ 
signed  wisely  and  with  care. 

A  Christian  is  called  upon  to  think 
in  ultimate  terms.  His  life  has  a  sense 
of  destiny,  and  he  considers  all  that 
he  is  and  all  that  he  has  as  God’s 
plan.  That’s  why,  in  olden  days,  our 
fathers  began  their  wills,  “In  the 
Name  of  God,  Amen.”

Hills,  vicar  of  Trinity  Church’s 
new  parochial  mission,  the  St.

The  Bojrab  Club  House  is  rented 
for  Sunday  morning  use.  Located  at 
5458  Lahmeyer  Road,  St.  Joe  Town¬ 


ship,  in  the  northeast  part  of  sub¬ 
urban  Fort  Wayne,  the  club  house 
was  built  by  Magnavox,  and  at  the 
end  of  World  War  II  was  bought  by 
Mose  Bojrab  and  Sons,  who  rent  it 
out  for  dances,  receptions,  family  re¬ 
unions  and  other  affairs. 

The  April  Beacon 
listed  members  of  the 
vicar’s  committee. 
Since  that  time  St.  Al¬ 
ban’s  Altar  Guild  has 
been  established  with 
Mrs.  Charles  Miller  as 
directress  and  the  Aco¬ 
lytes’  Guild  with  Mr. 
Bernard  Lewis  as 
warden.  The  Women 
of  St.  Alban’s  met  for 
the  first  time  in  early 
April. 

The  congregation 
now  consists  of  40 
families  and  five 
adults,  and  the  church 
school  numbers  69.

Brochure  on  Expansion 
Fund  Drive  Published 

The  special  committee  of  the  Dept, 
of  Promotion  for  the  Diocesan  Ex¬ 
pansion  Fund  Campaign,  appointed 


by  the  Bishop  and  Council  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  has  completed  its  work  on  special 
brochures  and  copies  have  been 
mailed  to  every  parish  priest  for 
every  family  in  his  cure,  according  to 
Col.  B.  B.  Bouton,  chairman  of  the 
committee. 

Bishop  Mallett  has  also  written  a 
letter  to  each  priest  urging  support 
of  the  campaign  by  every  parish  and 
mission  in  the  Diocese. 

Each  parish  and  mission  has  been 
assigned  a  fair  share  quota  adopted 
by  the  diocesan  convention  meeting 
last  October  as  its  part  of  the 
$200,000  fund. 

The  campaign  will  be  concluded 
when  the  amount  has  been  received, 
although  it  is  hoped  that  the  entire 
amount  will  be  in  within  three  years. 

According  to  Col.  Bouton,  the  cam¬ 
paign  will  be  localized  by  the  priest 
and  vestries  making  whatever  plans 
are  necessary. 
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Benedictines  Continue 
Building  at  Monastery 

Friends  and  benefactors  of  St. 
Gregory’s  Priory,  Three  Rivers,  Mich., 
have  been  invited  to  combine  their 
prayers  with  support  for  the  priory 
building  program  Vision.  Currently, 
the  Benedictines  are  finishing  the 
new  barn,  furnishing  St.  Joseph, 
the  new  guest  house,  and  enlarging 
the  church. 

Seven  altars  are  to  be  relocated  in 
the  enlarged  church,  and  four  of 
these  have  now  been  pledged.  Ac¬ 


cording  to  Benedicite,  priory  pub¬ 
lication,  a  donor  may  be  an  in¬ 
dividual,  a  group  of  friends  or  a 
parish. 

Their  pledge  may  be  dedicated  by 
a  plaque  if  desired  and  budgeted  over 
several  years.  The  cost  of  a  chapel  is 
$5,000.  The  monks  point  out  that  the 
smaller  donations  of  even  a  dollar 
have  contributed  to  the  success  of 
the  Vision  program  thus  far;  so  it 
has  been  more  than  a  few  large 
donations  that  have  made  their  ad¬ 
vances  possible.  There  is  a  growing 
interest  in  the  program.

Mr.  K.  Fritz 
Richter,  junior  warden,,  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  general  chairman  of  the  mis¬ 
sions  committee  that  will  work  out 
plans  for  establishing  a  parochial 
mission  in  Elkhart  in  1962. 

A  poster  and  essay  contest  for  the 
church  school  is  being  held  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  campaign,  according 
to  the  Rev.  Carl  Richardson,  rector. 

Take  Inventory  of  Needs 

Taking  stock  of  the  immediate 
needs  of  the  parish  last  fall,  the 
vestry  listed  them  as  follows :  the 
establishment  of  a  parochial  mission, 
retirement  of  indebtedness,  refur¬ 
bishing  and  repair  of  five  parish 
properties,  rebuilding  of  the  pipe 
organ  and  the  Diocesan  Expansion 
Fund.

The  service  will  consist  of  Solemn 
Evensong,  sermon,  Solemn  Procession 
of  the  Host,  and  Benediction  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament. 

Special  preacher  for  the  occasion 
will  be  the  Rev.  0.  Dudley  Reed, 
rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  Danville,  Ill.  Fr.  Reed,  who 
is  a  native  of  Texas,  received  his 
theological  degree  from  Seabury- 
Western  Seminary,  Evanston,  Ill. 
After  serving  several  cures  in  Texas, 
he  became  parish  priest  at  Danville  | 


in  1952.  Bishop  Quin  of  Texas  or¬ 
dained  him  to  the  sacred  priesthood 
in  1942. 

Fr.  Reed  is  married  and  has  five 
children.  He  has  served  on  commit¬ 
tees  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield  and 
is  active  in  Catholic  Sociology  work. 

Feast  a  Thanksgiving 

The  Feast  of  Corpus  Christi  was 
instituted  in  the  13th  century  as  an 
expression  of  thanksgiving  for  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Eucharist. 
The  actual  day  of  the  institution  of 
the  Holy  Communion  or  Mass  was 
Maundy  Thursday,  but  since  it  falls 
in  Holy  Week  its  liturgical  emphasis 
is  on  the  betrayal  of  Christ  by  Judas 
Iscariot.  Since  it  was  not  fitting  to 
make  a  day  of  rejoicing  in  Holy 
Week,  Corpus  Christi  became  a  high¬ 
ly  revered  festival  throughout  Chris¬ 
tendom. 

Those  participating  in  the  cere¬ 
monies  will  be  the  Rev.  James  Par¬ 
ker,  rector  of  Peru,  officiant ;  the  Rev. 
William  Smith,  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  East  Chicago,  deacon;  and 
the  Rev.  John  B.  Hills,  vicar  of  St. 
Alban  the  Martyr,  Fort  Wayne,  sub¬ 
deacon.  Mr.  Albert  Spurgeon  of  Geth- 
semane,  Marion,  will  serve  as  second 
sub-deacon  who  acts  as  crucifer.  The 
servers  are  of  the  Order  of  St.  Vin¬ 
cent  Chapter,  Peru. 

Diocesan  clergy  are  invited  to  vest 
and  participate  in  the  procession. 
The  parish  choir  will  sing  the  liturgy 
and  the  anthem  Panis  Angelicus  by 
Montani.  The  ancient  Pange  Lingua 
is  sung  for  the  procession  and  other 
Eucharistic  hymns  will  be  used. 

Fr.  Parker  announced  that  the 
people  of  the  Diocese  are  especially 
invited  to  this  service  of  witness  to 
the  Real  Presence  of  our  Lord  in  the 
Holy  Eucharist. 


Stained  Glass  Windows 
Completely  Installed  at 
St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo 

St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo,  has  now 
completed  installation  of  16  stained 
glass  windows,  a  project  that  began 
two  years  ago  when  a  parishioner 
wished  to  give  a  window  as  a  me¬ 
morial  to  his  wife  and  daughter.  In 
a  short  time,  five  other  windows  were 
promised,  two  of  which  came  from 
the  parish  memorial  fund  consisting 
of  money  received  instead  of  flowers 
at  funerals.  A  third  of  the  series  of 
windows  came  from  the  Episcopal 
Churchwomen  of  the  parish  and  two 
others  from  individuals. 

The  first  six  windows  were  blessed 
by  Bishop  Mallett  in  February,  1961. 
Shortly  afterward,  an  anonymous 
donor  offered  to  give  five  of  the  10 
remaining  windows  as  matching 
gifts.  In  several  months,  the  other 
five  were  also  promised.  Original  de¬ 
signs,  together  with  finished  draw¬ 
ings  and  final  assembly,  held  up  the 
project  until  early  in  Lent,  when  in¬ 
stallation  was  completed.  The  two 
sanctuary  windows  depict  the  Blessed 
Mother  and  St.  John.  The  14  windows 
in  the  nave  depict  the  seven  Sacra¬ 
ments  in  matching  pairs,  showing  on 
one  side  the  Old  Testament  promise 
and  its  fulfillment  in  the  institution 
of  the  Sacraments  on  the  other. 

The  windows  were  designed  by  the 
Rev.  Richard  Cooper,  rector.  Art 
work  and  finished  designs  were  exe¬ 
cuted  by  Miss  Margret  Overbeck  of 
the  J.  &  R.  Lamb  Studios  of  Tenafly, 
N.  J.  Mr.  George  DeRis,  executive 
vice-president,  gave  personal  super¬ 
vision  to  the  project,  one  part  of  the 
over-all  beautification  of  St.  Andrew’s. 
The  next  step  is  already  on  the  draw¬ 
ing  board  and  will  be  the  font  area. 
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St.  Paul’s,  Hammond, 
Acquires  Land  for 
Projected  Mission 

A  campaign  to  underwrite  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  land  for  a  future  mission  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Griffin- 
Highland  area  was  recently  com¬ 
pleted  by  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Ham¬ 
mond. 

For  a  decade  the  rector,  vestry  and 
parishioners  of  St.  Paul's  have  been 
concerned  about  broadening  the  base 
of  evangelization  by  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  their  area. 

The  interest  was  first  stirred,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Rev.  Eugene  Douglass, 
rector,  in  1954  when  the  parish 
launched  its  campaign  to  construct 
a  church  school  building  and  many 
parishioners  who  lived  a  considerable 
distance  from  the  parish  gave  gener¬ 
ously  to  the  building  program.  At 
that  time  the  hope  was  voiced  that 
this  effort  might  one  day  be  recipro¬ 
cated  by  St.  Paul’s  when  the  right 
time  came  to  establish  a  mission. 

The  vestry  has  acted  to  purchase 
a  building  site  on  Cline  Avenue, 
which  marks  the  boundary  between 
Highland  and  Griffith,  an  area  of 
rapid  growth  southeast  of  St.  Paul's. 
The  deadline  for  pledges  was  set  at 
May  31  and  by  Easter  more  than  half 
of  the  total  financing,  more  than 
$15,000,  was  pledged  by  39  families 
and  individuals. 

Mr.  Carlton  Knowles  was  named 
chairman  of  the  campaign. 

Although  no  definite  time  schedule 
has  been  formulated  for  future  action 
on  the  mission,  plans  call  for  the 
Rev.  Duane  Fifer,  assistant  at  St. 
Paul’s,  to  assume  priestly  duties 
there  in  addition  to  his  responsibili¬ 
ties  at  the  parish  church. 


Sell  Headquarters  to 
New  York  Federation 

Sale  of  the  68-year-old  headquart- 
ters  building  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
at  281 »  Park  Avenue  South,  New 
York  City,  was  announced  in  May. 

Known  as  Church  Missions  House, 
the  property  has  been  sold  for 
$350,000  to  the  Federation  of  Prot¬ 
estant  Welfare  Agencies  in  New 
York.  The  transaction  will  be  closed 
by  March,  1963. 

By  that  date,  the  National  Council 
staff  and  personnel  of  various  agen¬ 
cies  are  expected  to  occupy  the  new 
Episcopal  Church  Center  now  under 
construction  at  Second  Avenue  and 
East  43rd  Street. 

Negotiations  are  under  way,  it  was 
revealed,  for  the  sale  of  Tucker 
House  in  Greenwich,  Conn.,  where  the 
Dept,  of  Christian  Education  has  had 
offices  for  several  years.  Property  in 
Evanston,  Ill.,  will  also  be  sold,  as  all 
National  Council  staff  members  will 
come  to  New  York  City  to  work 
under  one  roof  in  the  new  center.

Bishop  Holds  Services 
on  Christmas  Island 

Services  on  Christmas  Island,  site 
of  the  current  U.  S.  nuclear  tests, 
were  recently  conducted  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Harry  S.  Kennedy,  Bishop  of 
Honolulu,  on  his  seventh  regular  trip 
there. 

Invited  by  the  British  Royal  Air 
Force,  which  has  military  and  civil 
jurisdiction  on  the  Pacific  island 
near  the  equator,  and  by  the  Bishop 
of  Polynesia,  who  has  ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction,  Bishop  Kennedy  held 
services  for  both  British  and  Amer¬ 
ican  forces. 


Besides  celebrating  the  Holy  Euch¬ 
arist  and  holding  confirmation  ser¬ 
vices  in  the  R.  A.  F.  chapel,  built  of 
coral,  Bishop  Kennedy  held  a  service 
for  Americans  in  their  newly  re¬ 
novated  St.  Nicholas’  Chapel,  which 
had  been  abandoned  after  World 
War  II.  He  broadcast  by  radio  to  all 
troops  on  the  island. 

Because  the  Bishop  of  Polynesia 
would  have  to  travel  from  the  Fiji 
Islands  to  Honolulu  and  then  to 
Christmas  Islands,  he  asks  Bishop 
Kennedy  to  make  the  much  shorter 
trip  (a  six-hour  flight)  by  plane  from 
Honolulu.  This  is  a  mark  of  Anglican 
adaptability. 
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THE  SACRAMENTS:  HOLY  EUCHARIST 


“The  Beacon”  presents  the  seventh 
of  a  series  of  articles  on  the  seven 
Sacraments  in  the  interest  of  a  bet¬ 
ter-informed  Lay  Apostolate.  The 
Rev.  Robert  Murphy,  chaplain  at 
Howe  Military  School  and  rector  of 
St.  Mark’s  Parish,  wrote  the  article 
below.  This  is  the  third  article  deal¬ 
ing’  with  the  Holy  Eucharist.  Fr. 
Murphy  treats  of  that  part  of  the 
Mass  known  as  the  Offertory.

While  the  offertory  seems  to  have 
lost  much  of  its  primitive  significance 
so  far  as  Churchpeople  generally  are 
concerned,  it  is  an  indispensable  part 
of  every  Eucharist,  rich  in  meaning 
and  not  merely  the  occasion  for  tak¬ 
ing  up  a’  collection. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Church, 
the  Offertory  was  in  many  respects 
quite  different  from  what  it  is  today. 
First,  the  catechumens,  those  who 
were  being  prepared  for  Holy  Bap¬ 
tism  but  who  were  not  yet  Chris¬ 
tians,  would  have  left  after  prayers 
were  said  for  them.  Then  came  the 
Offertory,  the  beginning  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  part  of  the  service,  called  the 
Mass  of  the  Faithful. 

All  who  were  to  receive  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  brought  gifts  to  the  altar, 
for  the  most  part  bread  and  wine  al¬ 
though  other  kinds  of  food,  oil, 
cheese,  vegetables,  fruit  and  the  like 
were  also  brought.  These  were  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  deacons,  a  portion  of 
the  bread  and  wine  was  placed  upon 
the  altar  for  the  Eucharistic  Sacri¬ 
fice  and  the  remainder  was  reserved 
for  later  distribution  to  the  needy. 

Offertory  Abbreviated 

This  public  presentation  of  the 


gifts  continued  in  use  until  the  elev¬ 
enth  century.  During  the  ceremonial 
procession  and  the  offering  of  the 
gifts,  an  antiphon  and  several  verses 
of  a  psalm  were  recited  or  sung. 
Later  when  the  procession  and  offer¬ 
ing  of  gifts  had  been  discontinued, 
gradually  the  psalm  was  shortened  J 
until  only  the  antiphon  remained, 
now  often  referred  to  as  the  “Offer¬ 
tory  Sentence.”  Now  the  antiphon  is 
recited  by  the  celebrant  immediately 
before  the  offering  of  bread  and  wine 
(the  oblations),  and  the  rest  of  the 

offerings  of  kind 
have  been  replaced 
by  money  offerings 
which  tends  to  ob¬ 
scure  the  original 
significance  of  the 
Offertory.  How¬ 
ever,  the  main  idea 
of  the  Offertory  is 
the  same  today  as  it  was  in  earlier 
times. 

Taking  bread  and  wine  which  have 
been  provided,  the  priest  presents 
them  to  God,  on  behalf  of  the  people, 
to  be  used  in  His  worship,  praying 
in  silence  that  they  may  be  accepted 
for  consecration  and  to  be  spiritually 
transformed  into  the  Body  and  Blood 
of  Christ. 

First  the  bread  is  offered.  Lifting 
the  paten  on  which  rests  the  bread, 
the  priest  prays  silently  for  himself, 
for  all  present  and  for  all  Christians 
living  and  dead.  He  then  lays  the 
bread  on  the  corporal. 

Going  to  the  Epistle  side  of  the 
altar,  the  celebrant  pours  wine  into 
the  chalice  and  mixes  it  with  a  little 
water  which  he  first  blesses  with  the 
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sign  of  the  cross.  This  signifies  that 
the  faithful  desire  to  be  closely 
united  with  the  Sacrifice  of  Christ, 
as  intimately  as  the  water  is  united 
with  the  wine;  also  that  the  hope 
to  become  partakers  of  the  divine 
nature  of  Christ  at  Holy  Communion 
just  as  He  became  partaker  of  our 
human  nature  in  the  Incarnation. 
Since  the  wine  symbolizes  Christ, 
who  possesses  the  fulness  of  blessing, 
it  is  not  blessed;  but  the  water  is  a 
symbol  of  the  faithful  who  greatly 
need  the  divine  grace  that  flows  from 
Christ.  The  offering  of  the  wine  takes 
place  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
bread. 

Other  Meaning  of  Offertory 

The  offering  of  the  bread  and  wine 
now  on  the  altar  is  not  the  Eucha¬ 
ristic  Sacrifice  itself.  Ever  since 
Christ’s  sacrificial  death  on  Calvary, 
God  is  no  longer  pleased  with  food 
and  drink  offerings.  Therefore  the 
offerings  of  bread  and  wine  merely 
signifies  that  the  elements  required 
i  for  the  Eucharistic  Sacrifice  have 
been  set  apart  from  common  or  pro- 
1  fane  use  and  dedicated  to  the  service 
of  God. 

However,  the  Offertory  rite  has 
also  another  meaning  that  closely 
concerns  each  of  us.  The  bread,  our 
daily  bread,  is  a  symbol  of  all  our 
labors,  the  needs  and  cares  of  life. 
The  wine  symbolizes  joy.  Hence  with 
|  the  bread  and  wine  we  offer  also  all 
our  labors,  our  sorrows  and  joys,  our 
entire  life  to  God.  “And  here  we  offer 
and  present  unto  Thee,  0  Lord,  our¬ 
selves,  our  souls  and  bodies”  —  all 
that  we  are  and  all  that  we  have  — 
“to  be  a  reasonable,  holy  and  living 
sacrifice  unto  Thee.”  We  unite  the 
sacrifice  of  self  with  the  sacrifice  of 
Christ. 


Former  Vestryman  of

W.  Liniger,  75,  former  vestryman 
and  chairman  of  the  building  com¬ 
mittee  at  Gethsemane  Parish,  Mar¬ 
ion,  died  April  18  in  Fort  Lauder¬ 
dale,  Fla.  Last  rites  were  held  at 
Gethsemane  Parish  on  Holy  Saturday. 

Mr.  Liniger  founded  the  Liniger 
Co.,  Inc.,  plumbing  and  heating  con¬ 
tractors,  in  1933,  and  headed  the  firm 
until  1960. 

Surviving  are  his  widow,  Mary; 
a  daughter,  Mrs.  Robert  Price ;  a  son, 
Richard;  a  stepdaughter,  Mrs.  Jimmy 
Hall,  all  of  Marion;  a  sister,  Mrs.

Although  all  the  world  is  God’s, 
man  has  the  power  to  keep  from 
God  the  one  possession  which  He 
loves  most,  man  himself.

We  must  give  it  all  back  to  Him 
now  so  that  He  may  use  us  as  He 
would  wish. 

This  ideal  of  self-offering  is  far 
higher  than  any  of  us  can  reach. 
But  if  in  God’s  strength  we  make 
this  a  continuing  aim,  then  when 
our  efforts  fall  short,  as  they  are 
bound  to  do,  the  perfect  life  of  Jesus 
and  the  fact  of  our  membership  in 
His  Body  will  make  up  for  what  is 
lacking.

Problems  of  American 
Indians  Considered 
at  Deanery  Meetings 

A  frank  discussion  of  many  of  the 
problems  confronting  American  In¬ 
dians  in  general  and  metropolitan 
Indians  in  particular  was  led  by  the 
Rev.  Peter  J.  Powell  at  the  May 
deanery  meetings  of  Episcopal 
Churchwomen. 

The  sessions  were  held  at  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne;  the  Cathedral, 
South  Bend ;  and  Christ  Church, 
Gary, 

Fr.  Powell  is  priest-in-charge  of 
Indian  work  for  the  Diocese  of  Chi¬ 
cago.  He  has  an  extensive  knowledge 
of  Indians,  having  worked  with  them 
since  he  was  a  teen-ager.  His  first 
experience  came  in  1941  on  Crow 
Creek  reservation  for  the  Sioux  of 
South  Dakota.  In  1943  he  served  as 
catechist  at  Good  Shepherd  Mission 
to  the  Navajos,  Fort  Defiance,  Ariz. 

He  now  serves  St.  Timothy’s  Par¬ 
ish  on  the  near  north  side  of  Chicago, 
and  this  forms  his  base  of  operations 
as  he  seeks  to  bring  Christ  and  a 
helpful  understanding  to  the  Indi¬ 
ans.  His  work  in  Chicago  is  a  pilot 
project  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
Diocese  of  Chicago  and  the  National 
Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Two  years  ago  he  became  the  re¬ 
cipient  of  a  grant  from  the  Rocke¬ 
feller  Foundation  to  study  and  record 
the  role  of  the  ancient  Cheyenne 
sacred  ceremonies  in  contemporary 
Cheyenne  life.  Last  year  he  received 
a  fellowship  grant  from  the  Bollingen 
Foundation  to  record  Cheyenne  cere¬ 
monies.  He  spends  two  months  an-

among  more  than  8,000  Indians  in 
Chicago. 

Receives  Recognition 

In  1961  he  received  an  award  from 
the  Chicago  Comission  on  Human  Re¬ 
lations  in  recognition  of  his  work. 

Fr.  Powell  told  the  deanery  meet¬ 
ings  that  underlying  all  his  work  is 
the  basic  principle  that  the  Church 
and  society  must  offer  every  alter¬ 
native  to  the  Indians  that  they  may 
be  able  freely  to  choose  city  or  reser¬ 
vation,  Indian  or  non-Indian  com¬ 
munity.  He  has  written:  “By  exten¬ 
sion,  it  seems  important  to  us  that 
this  offering  of  all  alternatives  in  the 
Church’s  name  is  likewise  applicable 
to  Puerto  Ricans,  Mexicans,  Japanese, 
Chinese  or  any  other  minority  group 
who  believe  that  their  older  form  of 
culture  has  values  which  should  be 
preserved.” 
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Episcopal  Priests  Being  Tried  for  Role 
in  Last  Autumn’s  ‘ Prayer  Pilgrimage ’ 


Trials  were  scheduled  to  begin  in 
late  May  in  the  Hinds  County  Court 
in  Jackson,  Miss.,  for  the  15  Epis¬ 
copal  priests  who  were  arrested  last 
September  13  on  breach  of  the  peace 
charges.  The  priests,  part  of  an  inte¬ 
grated  group  making  a  “Prayer  Pil¬ 
grimage”  to  the  Episcopal  Church’s 
General  Convention  in  Detroit,  were 
arrested  as  they  sought  luncheon 
service  at  the  Trailways  Bus  Termi¬ 
nal  in  Jackson. 

They  spent  a  week  in  the  Jackson 
jail  during  which  time  funds  for  their 
initial  appeal  bond  were  contributed 
by  Episcopalians  over  the  nation. 
Since  last  fall  special  offerings  in 
churches  and  individual  contributions 
from  churchmen  have  been  collected 
to  cover  expenses  and  the  anticipated 
increase  in  appeal  bonds  if  the  coun¬ 
ty  court  sustains  the  convictions  as  it 
has  in  nearly  all  Freedom  Rider 
cases. 

Court  Reverses  Itself 

It  appeared  that  the  clergy  would 
not  have  to  stand  trial  when  it  was 
announced  April  9  that  charges 
against  them  were  being  dismissed 
“  .  .  .  out  of  respect  for  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  ...”  While  welcoming 
this  news  of  acquittal,  a  spokesman 
for  the  priests  immediately  pointed 
out  what  he  called  the  “inconsistency 
of  Mississippi  justice”  in  that  charges 
against  others  similarly  charged  were 
not  dropped. 

The  next  day  nine  of  the  priests 
walked  into  the  Hinds  County  Court 
as  a  Freedom  Rider  trial  with  sus¬ 
tained  conviction  was  concluding  for 
the  announced  purpose  of  “interced¬ 
ing  with  the  court  in  behalf  of  others 


not  accorded  clerical  immunity”  and 
to  affirm  that  the  Church  did  not  re¬ 
quire  special  treatment.  The  judge 
then  decided  to  reverse  himself  and 
let  the  charges  stand. 

In  Atlanta  the  executive  director 
of  the  Episcopal  Society  for  Cultural 
and  Racial  Unity,  which  sponsored 
the  original  pilgrimage,  the  Rev. 
John  B.  Morris,  said  of  the  impend¬ 
ing  trials:  “I  hope  that  Churchmen 
will  see  through  the  news  from  Jack- 
son  to  the  way  the  issue  of  race 
affects  their  own  region  and  neigh¬ 
borhood.  With  housing  and  employ¬ 
ment  discrimination  and  ‘separate 
but  equal’  parish  churches  through¬ 
out  the  country,  no  one  need  look 
selfrighteously  at  Mississippi.  There 
the  issue  is  acute,  but  the  more  bla¬ 
tant  may  be  more  effectively  coun¬ 
tered  in  the  South  than  will  progress 
be  evident  among  the  gentle  people 
of  prejudice  elsewhere.” 

Most  Segregated  Hour! 

It  is  still  true  that  11  a.m.  on 
Sunday  is  the  most  segregated  hour 
of  all  the  week.  That  Christianity  in 
America  cannot  go  on  with  this  with¬ 
out  disastrous  results  must  be  plain 
to  all  save  the  most  stubbornly  ob¬ 
tuse.  The  Episcopal  Church,  which 
sensibly  avoided  any  rupture  at  the 
time  of  the  American  Civil  War, 
should  be  better  able  to  act  with 
common  sense  and  Christian  convic¬ 
tion  than  those  denominations  — 
which  divided  in  acrimony  and  pre¬ 
judice.  —  Ralph  McGill,  editor  and 
publisher  of  the  Atlanta  Constitution 
in  The  Episcopalian,  March,  1962.

The  Eastertide  number  of  St. 
Paul’s  Printer,  publication  of 
the  Society  of  St.  Paul,  Gresham, 
Ore.,  reports  an  interesting  experi¬ 
ment  being  carried  on  in  Northern 
Indiana. 

“An  American  Episcopalian  con¬ 
cept  closely  akin  to  the  Church  of 
Scotland  experiment  at  Iona  exists  in 
the  Order  of  St.  Michael,  R.  R.  7, 
Crown  Point,  Indiana. 

There  are  presently  four  members 
under  life  vows,  three  men  and  one 


woman.  The  Mother  House  is  located 
on  a  120-acre  farm  in  Indiana.  Mem¬ 
bers  work  outside  the  community  (as 
do  members  of  the  Community  of  the 
Way  of  the  Cross  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y., 
and  the  Sisters  of  St.  Martha  in  Mil¬ 
waukee,  Wis.)  and  pool  their  earnings 
for  the  common  support  of  the  order. 

Vows  of  the  community  are  of 
poverty,  obedience  and  “re-birth,” 
with  the  possibility  existing  that  the 
husband  and  wife  may  jointly  enter 
the  community  while  continuing  to 
maintain  the  Sacrament  of  Marriage. 

The  Iona  experiment  is  basically 
along  these  lines,  and  the  “family 
participation”  in  community  has  so 
far  precluded  the  possibility  of  a 
traditional  monastic  life  under  the 
vow  of  chastity.  Both  Iona  and  the 
Order  of  St.  Michael  seem  to  owe  a 
spiritual  debt  to  the  “Little  Giddings” 
concept  developed  by  a  holy  family 
of  High  Church  Anglicans  in  the 
reign  of  the  Blessed  Martyr  Charles.”

THE  BISHOP’S  PAGE 


A  NUN  DEPARTS  THIS  LIFE 


As  I  sit  down  to  write  this,  my 
mind  anticipates  the  Gospel  for  the 
13th  Sunday  after  Trinity  where,  in 
the  Parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan, 
Our  Lord  emphasizes  the  teaching  of 
the  Old  Testament  which  we  call  “The 
Summary  of  the  Law.”  It  is  used  at 
every  Eucharist,  telling  us  of  our 
duty  to  love  God,  and  to  love  our 
neighbor  as  ourselves.  It  is  one  of  the 
joys  of  my  episcopate  that  all  our 
worship  in  the  Diocese  is  directed 
altar-wards  (i.e.  God-wards)  and  that 
in  our  diocesan  family  life  we  wel¬ 
come  to  our  altars  and  activities 
peoples  of  all  races,  especially  Ne¬ 
groes.  The  trustees  of  Howe  School 
acted  as  true  Christians  and  Cath¬ 
olics  when  they  removed  all  racial 
hindrances  to  the  admission  of  cadets 
to  the  shcool.  Our  attitude  continually 
releases  new  leadership  in  the  Dio¬ 
cese. 

I  had  gotten  this  far  when  I  learned  of 
the  sudden  death  of  Sister  Mary  Julian  of 
the  Order  of  All  Saints  Sisters  of  the  Poor 
(Margaret  Buschor,  a  former  member  of 
the  Cathedral  congregation). 

She  exemplified,  as  do  all  Religious,  the 
love  of  God  drawing  a  person  in  the  gift 
of  the  whole  life.  A  Religious  is  one  who 
lives  in  a  community  of  monks  or  nuns, 
a  state  of  life  established  by  the  Church, 
voluntarily  taken,  but  witnessed  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Church  to  secure  the  ex¬ 
pression  of  total  surrender  to  God.  We  have 
members  of  the  Diocese  in  the  Orders  of 
the  Holy  Cross,  St.  Benedict,  St.  Mary,  St. 
Anne  and  St.  Helena.  Sister  Mary  Julian 
was  our  latest  gift  to  the  Religious  Life, 


her  life  profession  having  been  made  only 
six  months  ago. 

Dean  Royster,  her  pastor,  said  of  her: 
“Sister  Mary  Julian  made  an  extraordinary 
offering  of  herself  in  seeking  and  finding 
her  vocation  a  few  years  ago.  In  her  life 
in  this  parish  she  demonstrated  the  earnest 
commitment  to  Our  Lord  which  enabled  her 
so  fruitfully  to  complete  her  life  in  her 
vocation.” 


How  wonderful  our  people  have  been 
blessed  by  the  prayers  and  work  of  the 
religious  orders,  notably  the  continual 
reaching  out  from  St.  Gregory’s  Priory  to 
every  parish  and  mission,  and  the  DeKoven 
Foundation  at  Racine  supplying  a  place  for 
our  retreats  and  conferences. 

I  hope  my  calling  attention  to  this  will 
result  in  many  prayers  for  God  to  raise  up 
candidates  for  the  Religious  Life. 
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64th  Convention  Establishes  Foundation  j 
to  Administer  Growing  Expansion  Fund 

Following  the  lead  of  1961’s  historic  Annual  Convention,  which  launched 
the  $200,000  Expansion  Fund  Campaign,  the  64th  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
meeting  at  the  Cathedral  October  3  established  a  foundation  to  administer 
the  Expansion  Fund. 


Convention  then  directed  the 
Special  Expansion  Fund  Committee 
to  draw  up  a  document  under  the 
guidance  of  the  Bishop  and  Council 
to  be  presented  for  approval  to  the 
next  Convention.  In  order  to  avoid 
losing  a  year’s  use  of  the  Fund,  a 
board  of  trustees  consisting  of  three 
priests  and  three  laymen  was  elected 
to  function  during  the  interim  under 
the  Bishop  and  Council. 

Certain  points  in  the  administration 
of  the  Fund  were  approved  by  Con¬ 
vention.  They  included  a  board  of 
trustees  elected  on  a  rotating  basis 
with  the  Bishop  and  the  chairman  of 
the  department  of  finance  as  ex 
officio  members;  loans  only  are  to  be 
made  from  the  corpus  of  the  Fund; 
grants  will  come  solely  from  earn¬ 
ings  of  the  corpus;  the  foundation 
will  both  guarantee  loans  and  make 
direct  loans  either  from  the  corpus  or 
from  earnings;  loans  may  be  made 
to  parishes  and  missions  on  the  basis 
of  criteria  established  by  the  board 
of  trustees. 

Necessary  Approval  to  Be  Given 

In  the  approval  of  loans  or  grants, 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Fund 
foundation  will  act  only  after  such 
requests  have  been  approved  by  Bish¬ 
op  and  Council  and  the  other  agencies 
required  by  canon  law. 

In  other  action  Convention: 

1.  Passed  a  proposed  change  in 
Canon  5,  Section  2,  of  the  diocesan 


canons,  a  change  recommended  by 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Consti¬ 
tution  and  Canons,  basing  the  mis¬ 
sions  quota  and  diocesan  assessment 
formula  on  the  financial  experience  of 
the  most  recent  year  for  which  a 
financial  report  has  been  filed  by  the 
parish  or  mission  instead  of  on  an 
average  of  the  previous  five  years  as 
has  been  done  in  the  past. 

2.  Approved  proposed  diocesan  and 
Bishop  and  Council  budgets. 

3.  Voted  to  drop  a  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  to  Article  V,  Section  2,  Sub- 
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Section  5  of  the  diocesan  constitution 
previously  adopted  by  the  62nd  An¬ 
nual  Convention  which  would  have 
placed  the  missions  quota  on  the 
same  basis  as  the  diocesan  assess¬ 
ment  and  would  have  made  the  parish 
or  mission  failing  to  meet  it  liable  to 
lose  its  representation  in  the  Annual 
Convention.  Although  the  proposed 
amendment  had  passed  its  previous 
reading,  the  constitution  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese  requires  that  it  must  be  passed 
by  two  Conventions  and  that  before 
final  adoption  it  must  be  approved  by 
the  Bishop  and  must  receive  at  its 
second  reading  three-fourths  of  the 
votes  of  each  order. 

Elected  to  the  Standing  Committee 
were  five  priests:  the  Very  Rev.  Ro¬ 
bert  Royster,  the  Rev.  William  Sheri¬ 
dan,  the  Rev.  Eugene  Douglass,  the 
Rev.  Forrest  Clark  and  the  Rev.  Wall¬ 
ace  Wells. 

Bishop  and  Council  elections  in¬ 
cluded  the  Rev.  George  Wood,  the 
Rev.  James  Curtis  and  the  Rev.  Ro¬ 
bert  Center  in  the  clerical  order.  Lay 
members  elected  were  Robert  Book, 
Orville  Nichols  and  Ted  Drake.  These 
men  will  serve  three-year  terms. 

To  Attend  Anglican  Congress 

Elected  clerical  delegate  to  the 
Anglican  Congress  to  be  held  in  To¬ 
ronto,  Canada,  in  1963  was  Dean 
Royster  with  the  Rev.  Carl  Richard¬ 
son  as  alternate,  and  Col.  B.  B.  Bou¬ 
ton  in  the  lay  order  with  Franklin 
Miles  as  alternate. 

Cathedral  Chapter  elections  in¬ 
cluded  Fr.  Sheridan  and  Fr.  Clark  as 
clerical  members  and  Col.  Bouton  and 
E.  C.  Borneman  as  lay  members. 

Delegates  to  the  1963  5th  Province 
Synod  at  Peoria,  Ill.,  will  include  Fr. 
Douglass,  Fr.  Center,  the  Rev.  Bruce 
Mosier  and  the  Rev.  Lee  Rose  in  the 


clerical  order,  and  Messers  Lewis 
Cole,  Kenneth  Kintner,  Howard  Moore 
and  Philip  Childs  in  the  lay  order. 

Elected  as  alternate  delegates  were 
the  Rev.  F'rs.  George  Johnson,  George 
Wood,  Carl  Richardson  and  James 
Parker  in  the  clerical  order,  and 
Messers  A.  T.  Cordwell,  Paul  Philips, 
A1  Spurgeon  and  William  McCloughan 
in  the  lay  order. 

Trustees  of  the  Expansion  Fund 
elected  were  Dean  Royster  and  Col. 
Bouton  to  serve  three  years,  Fr. 
Sheridan  and  Dr.  Kintner  to  serve 
two  years  and  Fr.  Center  and  Mr. 
Nichols  to  serve  one  year. 

Because  the  Expansion  Fund  board 
has  been  set  up  on  a  rotating  basis 
subsequent  terms  will  all  be  for  three 
years,  thus  assuring  continuity  in  a 
vital  area  of  diocesan  life. 

The  Rev.  Hugh  Edsall  was  again 
elected  secretary  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  Rev.  John  Hills  named  assistant 
secretary  with  the  approval  of  Con¬ 
vention. 

Mr.  Harry  Torson  will  continue  as 
treasurer  of  the  Diocese  assisted  by 
Mr.  Francis  Walters.  Elected  treas¬ 
urer  of  missionary  funds  was  Mr. 
Howard  Moore,  who  will  be  assisted 
by  Mr.  Warren  Deahl. 

In  his  address  to  the  Convention, 
Bishop  Mallett  indicated  that  there 
are  now  49  priests  in  the  Diocese  of 
which  39  are  active  and  10  are  non- 
parochial.  There  were  590  confirm¬ 
ations  for  the  Convention  year  a 
figure  close  to  that  of  the  previous 
year.  Bishop  Mallett  ordained  one 
man  to  the  diaconate  during  the  year. 

Bishop  Mallett  described  the  mate¬ 
rial  progress  made  during  the  past 
year,  but  declared  that  as  in  the  past 
the  Diocese  will  continue  to  stress 
“seeking  first  the  Kingdom  of  God.” 
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Archbishop  of  Canterbury  to  Lecture  at 
Seabury-  Western  Theological  Seminary 


The  Most  Rev.  Arthur  Michael 
Ramsey,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury 
and  spiritual  leader  of  40  million 
Anglicans  throughout  the  world,  will 
be  a  special  guest  at  the  House  of 
Bishops  meeting  October  27  to  No¬ 
vember  1  in  Columbia,  S.C.  His  grace 
will  conduct  a  quiet  day  on  Oc¬ 
tober  28. 

The  Archbishop,  accompanied  by 
his  chaplain,  will  arrive  in  Chicago 
October  18  to  visit  Seabury-Western 
Theological  Seminary,  Evanston,  Ill., 
to  fulfill  a  promise  made  three  years 
ago  to  the  Very  Rev.  Charles  U. 
Harris,  dean. 

As  Archbishop  of  York,  Dr.  Ram¬ 
sey  delivered  the  Hale  Lectures  at 
Seabury-Western,  and  at  that  time 
accepted  an  invitation  to  return.  He 
will  deliver  two  lectures  on  ‘‘The 
Spiritual  Life”  in  the  auditorium  of 
Northwestern  University’s  Technol¬ 
ogical  Institute.  Open  to  the  public, 
the  lectures  will  be  at  8  p.m.  Thurs¬ 
day,  October  18,  and  at  1 :30  p.m. 
Friday,  October  19.  The  lectures  are 
free,  but  reserved  seat  tickets  may 
be  secured  by  writing  the  seminary. 

First  Visit  as  Primate 

This  is  Dr.  Ramsey’s  first  visit  to 
the  United  States  since  his  enthrone¬ 
ment  as  100th  Archbishop  of  Canter¬ 
bury  in  June,  1961. 

He  comes  from  a  family  of  priests 
and  educators.  His  father  was  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  mathematician  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  Magdalene  College,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  where  Dr.  Ramsey  studied 
and  later  taught  sacred  theology.  He 
was  ordained  priest  in  1928,  served 
three  parishes,  and  became  in  1952 


Bishop  ^  of  Durham.  He  later  was 
translated  to  the  Archdiocese  of 
York.  Last  December  he  was  elected 
one  of  the  six  presidents  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  in  New 
Delhi,  India. 

During  his  distinguished  career, 
he  has  written  several  theological 
works,  including  An  Era  in  Anglican 
Theology  and  The  Gospel  and  the 
Catholic  Church.  He  has  shown  a 
keen  interest  in  education,  especially 
in  the  training  of  young  men  for  the 
priesthood. 

The  Archbishop’s  schedule  also 
calls  for  him  to  visit  the  Dioceses  of 
New  York,  Los  Angeles,  California 
and  Washington.

Priests  Assume  New 
Duties  in  Northern 
Indiana  Parishes 

Three  priests  have  joined  the  ranks 
of  the  diocesan  clergy  since  the  last 
issue  of  The  Beacon :  a  rector  for  St. 
Michael  and  All  Angels,  South  Bend, 
and  curates  at  St.  John  the  Evan¬ 
gelist,  Elkhart,  and  Christ  Church, 
Gary. 

The  Rev.  George  V.  Johnson,  Jr., 
assumed  duties  as  rector  of  St.  Mich¬ 
ael  and  All  Angels,  South  Bend, 
August  2. 

Fr.  Johnson  was  born  July  3,  1914, 
in  St.  Louis  and  attended  elementary 

and  high  schools 
in  Oklahoma.  He 
was  later  awarded 
an  A.B.  degree  by 
the  University  of 
Oklahoma.  His 
graduate  work  in¬ 
cluded  studies  in 
the  school  of  phi¬ 
losophy  and  the¬ 
ology  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Louvain,  Belgium,  where 
he  received  a  Ph.D.  in  educational 
psychology  in  1940.  He  took  further 
studies  at  the  University  of  the  South 
and  the  adult  education  program  at 
Indiana  University. 

He  served  for  a  time  as  assistant 
to  the  rector  at  St.  Paul’s  Parish,  Al- 
bany,  Ga.,  and  later  as  priest-in¬ 
charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  Dawson,  Ga. ;  Epiphany,  Cuth- 
bert,  Ga. ;  and  Holy  Trinity,  Blakely, 
Ga.  Subsequently  Fr.  Johnson  was 
rector  of  St.  Bartholomew’s,  North 
Augusta,  S.C.  He  also  served  as  dio¬ 
cesan  missioner  of  the  Mobile  Chapel, 
Diocese  of  Upper  South  Carolina,  and 
I  editor  of  The  Piedmont  Churchman.

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Presiding  Bishop  Appeals  for  Prayers  of 
All  Episcopalians  for  2nd  Vacation  Council 

The  Most  Rev.  Arthur  Lichtenberger,  Presiding  Bishop,  recently  called 
upon  the  3,500,000  members  of  the  Episcopa'l  Church  in  this  country  to 
offer  frequent  and  regular  prayers  during  the  sessions  of  the  Second  Vati¬ 
can  Council  called  by  Pope  John  XXIII  in  Rome  for  October  11. 

“The  Second  Vatican  Council,”  said  Bishop  Lichtenberger,  “which  be¬ 
gins  on  October  11  is  of  immense  importance  for  us  all.  I  hope  that  there 
will  be  frequent  and  regular  prayers  offered  in  each  parish  and  mission 
church  during  the  time  when  the  council  is  in  session  and  that  we  will  all 
remember  the  council  in  our  own  personal  prayers.  I  would  suggest  as  par¬ 
ticularly  appropriate  three  prayers  which  begin  at  the  bottom  of  page  36  in 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.” 

“O  Gracious  Father,  we  humbly  beseech  thee  for  thy 
Holy  Catholic  Church;  that  thou  wouldst  be  pleased  to  fill 
it  with  all  truth,  in  all  peace.  Where  it  is  corrupt,  purify  it; 
where  it  is  in  error,  direct  it;  where  in  anything  it  is  amiss, 
reform  it.  Where  it  is  right,  establish  it;  where  it  is  in  want, 
provide  for  it;  where  it  is  divided,  reunite  it;  for  the  sake 
of  him  who  died  and  rose  again,  and  ever  liveth  to  make 
intercession  for  us,  Jesus  Christ,  thy  Son,  our  Lord.  Amen.” 

“Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  who  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
didst  preside  in  the  Council  of  the  blessed  Apostles,  and  has 
promised,  through  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  to  be  with  thy 
Church  to  the  end  of  the  world;  We  beseech  thee  to  be  with 
the  Council  of  thy  Church  assembled  in  thy  Name  and 
Presence.  Save  us  from  all  error,  ignorance,  pride  and  pre¬ 
judice;  and  of  thy  great  mercy  vouchsafe,  we  beseech  thee; 
so  to  direct,  sanctify,  and  govern  us  in  our  work,  by  the 
mighty  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  the  comfortable  Gospel 
of  Christ  may  be  truly  preached,  truly  received,  and  truly 
followed,  in  all  places,  to  be  the  breaking  down  the  kingdom 
of  sin,  Satan,  and  death;  till  at  length  the  whole  of  thy 
dispersed  sheep,  being  gathered  into  one  fold  shall  become 
partakers  of  everlasting  life;  through  the  merits  and  death 
of  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.  Amen.” 

“O  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  our  only 
Saviour,  the  Prince  of  Peace;  Give  us  grace  seriously  to  lay 
to  heart  the  great  dangers  we  are  in  by  our  unhappy  divi¬ 
sions.

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Peru  Group  Makes  Walsingham  Pilgrimage

Fifteen  parishioners 
of  Holy  Trinity,  Peru, 
and  their  priest  parti¬ 
cipated  in  the  twelfth 
annual  Pilgrimage  to 
the  Shrine  of  Our  Lady 
of  Walsingham  at 
Grace  Church,  Sheboy¬ 
gan,  Wis.,  in  May.  The 
group  went  by  char¬ 
tered  bus. 

Other  pilgrims  went 
by  car  and  bus  from 
the  Illinois-Wisconsin 
area. 

The  Holy  Trinity 
trip  was  sponsored  by 
the  cell  of  the  Society 
of  the  Holy  House  of 
Our  Lady  of  Walsing¬ 
ham,  a  devotional 
group  affiliated  with 
the  English  shrine. 

Peru’s  cell  is  several 
years  old  and  is  one  of 
only  a  few  in  this 
country. 

The  Sheboygan 
shrine  is  patterned  after  the  original 
in  England,  where  the  Blessed  Virgin 
was  reported  to  have  appeared  in  the 
tiny  village  of  Walsingham  in  1061. 
Tradition  says  that  she  asked  the 
Lady  Richeldis  to  build  at  Walsing¬ 
ham  a  replica  of  the  house  in  Naza¬ 
reth  where  the  Archangel  Gabriel 
appeared  to  Our  Lady  and  where  she 
reared  Jesus.  The  shrine  became  a 
popular  place  of  devotion  for  nearly 
500  years.  Royalty,  serfs  and  nobles, 
rich  and  poor  came  to  pray.  The 
shrine  stood  as  England’s  great  wit¬ 
ness  of  her  faith  in  the  Virgin  Birth 


and  Incarnation  of  Our  Lord. 

During  the  period  of  spoliation 
under  Henry  VIII,  the  shrine  was 
stripped  and  desecrated. 

Its  memory  lingered  on,  however, 
and  in  1921  the  present  statue  was 
carved  and  set  up  there.  Holy  House 
was  rebuilt  and  pilgrimages  began 
again. 

In  our  own  diocese  today  there  are 
Our  Lady  of  Walsingham  shrines  at 
Trinity,  Michigan  City ;  Holy  Trinity,  1 
Peru;  and  the  Bishop’s  Chapel  in  the 
Episcopal  Residence. 

The  Sheboygan  pilgrim  festivities 
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Six  Episcopal  Sisters

Six  Episcopal  nuns  had  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  attending  the  Institute  for 
Local  Superiors  held  at  Notre  Dame 
University  August  3 — 9.  More  than 
1,500  Roman  Catholic  sisters  partici¬ 
pated.  They  came  from  all  over  the 
United  States,  and  from  as  far  away 
as  Japan,  Australia,  Finland  and 
Peru.  Their  purpose  in  coming  was  to 
deepen  their  understanding  of  their 
vocation  as  religious  and  particularly 
as  sisters  placed  in  positions  of 
authority  in  their  communities. 

The  committee  that  organized  the 
conference,  with  permission  from 
authorities  of  both  communions,  of¬ 
fered  scholarships  to  any  Episcopal 
sisters  who  wished  to  attend.  The 
Rev.  Mother  Louise  Magdalene,  Com¬ 
munity  of  the  Transfiguration;  the 
Rev.  Mother  Ruth,  Community  of  the 
Holy  Spirit ;  Sister  Alice,  assistant 
superior  of  the  Order  of  St.  Helena; 
Sister  Esther,  C.T. ;  Sister  Katherine, 


included  a  Solemn  Pontifical  Mass 
celebrated  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  William 
H.  Brady,  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac, 
a  luncheon  and  Solemn  Bendiction  of 
the  Blessed  Sacrament  in  the  after¬ 
noon.  In  addition  to  the  Rev.  James 
Parker  of  Peru  and  members  of  his 
flock,  the  Rev.  William  Smith,  rector 
of  Good  Shepherd  Parish,  East  Chi¬ 
cago,  also  attended.

Extensive  Program  Offered 

Lecturers  on  the  outstanding  pro¬ 
gram  included  the  Most  Rev.  Mark 
G.  McGrath,  C.S.C.,  Auxiliary  Bishop 
of  Panama  and  the  Rev.  Louis  Bouyer, 
The  Oratory,  Paris,  France. 

We  Episcopalians  found  that  we 
share  many  concerns  with  our  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  sisters :  maintaining  the 
proper  balance  between  work  and 
prayer,  the  right  use  of  authority 
and  initiative  in  relation  to  the  vow 
of  obedience,  the  enlarging  of  our 
concept  of  the  Church  from  a  nar¬ 
rowly  parochial  one  to  that  of  the 
Church  as  the  Body  of  Christ  and  a 
growing  concern  for  the  reunion  of 
the  Church  accompanied  by  an  in¬ 
tense,  prayerful  interest  in  the  com¬ 
ing  Vatican  Council. 

Receive  Cordial  Treatment 

Repeatedly  members  of  the  staff 
told  us  how  graeful  they  were  that 
we  had  come.  They  felt  that  our 
presence  had  done  much  to  break 
down  barriers  to  the  ecumenical  ef¬ 
fort.  Innumerable  sisters  asked 
questions  about  our  communities  and 
our  communion.  The  experience  re¬ 
affirmed  our  conviction  of  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  being  accurate  in  our  under¬ 
standing  and  statements  about  our 
own  and  others’  beliefs. 

We  are  able  to  attend  Mass  at  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  James  each  morning 
and  to  discuss  the  conference  with 
Dean  Royster  and  Fr.  Curtis.  We 
were  glad  to  have  Bishop  Mallett 
celebrate  for  us  on  the  Feast  of  the 
Transfiguration,  as  two  sisters  of  the 
Community  of  the  Transfiguration 
were  present,  and  he  is  an  associate 
of  their  order.  It  was  good  to  have 
this  share  in  the  life  of  the  Diocese. 
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Your  Vestry  -  Watchdog  of  the  Treasury

Each  year  the  members  of  your 
parish  elect  from  the  parishioners 
men  whose  duty  it  is  to  serve  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  vestry  for  the  coming 
year. 

Being  a  member  of  the  vestry  is 
an  important  position  and  carries 
with  it  many  responsibilities.  These 
elected  should  be  elected,  not  for  their 
popularity,  but  rather  for  their  de¬ 
votion  to  the  Church  and  their  ability 
to  do  a  vestryman's  job.  Any  man 
who  does  not  have  the  time  nor  de¬ 
sire  to  serve  on  the  vestry  should  not 
accept  the  position. 

One  of  the  important  responsibil¬ 
ities  of  the  vestry  is  conducting  bus¬ 
iness  affairs  of  the  parish.  It  is  its 
duty  to  see  that  there  is  sufficient 
income  adequately  to  pay  for  the 
necessary  services  rendered  to  the 
parishioners  and  te  meet  responsi¬ 
bilities  to  the  Church  as  a  whole. 

Importance  of  Treasurer 

Shortly  after  the  first  of  each  year, 
there  is  an  organizational  meeting  of 
the  vestry.  One  of  the  offices  it  is 
necessary  to  fill  is  that  of  treasurer, 
an  office  directly  responsible  to  the 
vestry  which  depends  upon  him  to 
handle  the  affairs  of  the  Church  in  a 
businesslike  manner.  His  duties  will 
therefore  necessarily  consist  of  over¬ 
seeing  the  collection  of  the  funds, 
making  disbursements,  being  respon¬ 
sible  for  keeping  pledge  records  up  to 
date  and  keeping  an  adequate  set  of 
books.  The  treasurer  must  render 
monthly  financial  statements  to  the 
vestry  and  an  annual  statement  to  the 
parish.  From  these  duties,  it  can 
readily  be  seen  that  the  treasurer 


should  be  an  individual  with  a  finan¬ 
cial  and  accounting  background  if 
possible. 

Most  churches,  not  only  our  de¬ 
nomination  but  others,  do  not  seem 
to  realize  that  the  financial  activity 
of  the  church  is  a  business  activity 
and  should  be  conducted  as  one  would 
conduct  his  own  business.  Most  in¬ 
dividuals  would  not  handle  their  per¬ 
sonal  affairs  the  way  the  affairs  of 
many  of  our  churches  are  handled. 
In  some  cases,  good  accounting  and 
business  practices  are  not  maintained. 

Now  just  because  the  financial 
activities  of  your  church  are  being 
conducted  on  a  business  basis  does 
not  mean  that  there  is  any  suspicion 
of  embezzlement.  It  merely  means 
that  the  parish  recognizes  that  sums 
of  money  are  coming  in  and  that 
these  funds  be  properly  accounted 
for,  credited  to  the  proper  accounts 
and  that  disbursements  are  properly 
approved  and  made  in  a  regular  man¬ 
ner. 

Stresses  Internal  Control 

When  performing  an  audit  of  a 
business,  one  of  the  duties  of  a  C.P.A. 
is  to  determine  that  there  is  adequate  ' 
“internal  control".  Internal  control 
means  that  measures  have  been  taken 
to  protect  the  funds  and  securities 
of  a  business  so  that  there  is  no  pos¬ 
sibility  of  any  loss  of  these  funds. 

A  system  of  internal  control  should 
be  established  in  every  church  as  it 
is  in  most  successful  businesses.  To 
the  layman,  I  am  sure,  it  might  ap¬ 
pear  difficulty  that  a  system  of  in¬ 
ternal  control  could  be  established  in 
a  church.  However,  this  is  merely 
good  business  procedure  and  it  can 
be,  and  should  be,  done  in  every 
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Bishops  Consecrated  in 
Neighboring  Dioceses 
of  Springfield,  Chicago 

Two  of  our  neighboring  dioceses  on 
the  west  recently  had  consecrations 
of  new  bishops. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Albert  A.  Chambers 
was  consecrated  Bishop  of  Spring- 
field  (Illinois)  October  1  at  the  St. 
Paul’s  Cathedral  in  Springfield. 

The  Most  Rev.  Arthur  Lichten- 
berger,  Presiding  Bishop,  functioned 
as  the  chief  consecrator  and  Bishop 
Mallett  was  one  of  the  co-consecra- 
tors. 


parish  and  mission  for  the  protection 
of  those  whose  responsibility  it  is  to 
collect  and  disburse  the  funds. 

You  can  see  from  this  that  the  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  your  treasurer  are 
numerous.  He  should  see  that  your 
church  has  an  adequate  double  entry 
bookkeeping  system  from  which 
monthly  and  annual  statements  can 
be  prepared.  He  must  also  see  that 
correct  pledge  records  are  maintained 
from  which,  at  least  annually  but 
preferably  quarterly,  statements  can 
be  sent  to  the  parishioners  showing 
the  status  of  their  accounts.  It  is  also 
his  duty  to  see  that  there  is  a  system 
of  internal  control  whereby  every 
penny  that  is  paid  into  the  church  is 
accounted  for  and  every  disbursement 
properly  approved. 

Does  your  church  measure  up  to 
!  these  standards?

Episcopal  Churchivomen 
Hear  British  Lecturer

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English  Priest  Writes 
on  Anglican  View  of 
2nd  Vatican  Council 

Many  Episcopalians  around  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  are 
reading  the  autumn  selection  of  The 
Episcopal  Book  Club  entitled  An  Ang¬ 
lican  View  of  the  Vatican  Council. 
Written  by  Bernard  C.  Pawley,  Canon 
of  Ely,  the  book  is  being  published 
by  Morehouse-Barlow  Co. 

The  Vatican  Council,  which  is  in 
session  as  The  Beacon  goes  to  press, 
is  much  in  the  news  these  days  (see 
page  6)  and  well  might  it  be,  for  it 
is  a  historic  occasion  in  Post-Refor¬ 
mation  history.  Many  Catholics  in 
other  Communions  than  that  of 
Rome,  many  Protestants,  and  many 
non-Christians  are  looking  forward 
to  the  Council  with  great  hopes. 

Canon  Pawley  writes  knowledgably 
about  the  preparations  for  the  Coun¬ 
cil.  He  is  the  permanent  represent¬ 


ative  of  the  Archbishops  of  Canter¬ 
bury  and  York  at  the  Vatican’s  Se¬ 
cretariat  for  Unity  in  Rome. 

His  book  gives  a  great  deal  of  in¬ 
formation  about  the  background  of 
the  Council.  It  also  attempts  to  as¬ 
sess  the  significance  and  the  possible 
results  of  the  Council. 

While  Canon  Pawley  is  not  over- 
optimistic  about  the  immediate  re¬ 
sults  of  the  Council  as  far  as  Church 
unity  is  concerned,  he  does  believe 
that  there  is  substantial  room  for 
hope.  A  willingness  to  reform  on  the 
part  of  the  various  Christian  bodies, 
a  willingness  to  hear  one’s  religious 
body  criticized  in  charity,  a  willing¬ 
ness  to  learn  from  others  as  well  as 
to  share  with  them  can  make  true 
growth  in  Christ  possible. 

Some  of  the  truly  difficult  things 
that  separate  us  are  also  touched 
upon  by  Canon  Pawley. 

He  calls  upon  all  Anglicans  to  be 
informed  and  to  pray  for  the  Vatican 
Council.

Several  Kokomo  citizens  were  in¬ 
terviewed  by  the  local  newspaper  im¬ 
mediately  following  the  Supreme 
Court  ruling  against  prayer  in  the 
public  school.

Andrew’s  Parish,  who  expressed  dis¬ 
tress  at  the  legalism  involved  in  the 
decision.  “No  doubt,”  said  Fr.  Cooper, 
“it  is  brilliant  and  correct  to  the  ‘jot 
and  title’  of  the  law,  but  to  my  mind, 
it  is  a  sterile  decision.”  He  added  that 
the  decision  seemed  to  reveal  some 
ominous  undertones  for  religion  in 
this  country. 
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
